FOREIGN.—The special commission to in- 
vestigate the Dreyfus case and report to 
the French Cabinet whether or not it 
should be reopened for revision, met 7 
terday afternoon at Paris. The trial o 
Col. Picquart on the charge of revealing 
documents concerning the national de- 
fense commenced. It was reported that 
convicts at Cayenne, the capital of French 
Guiana, had mutinied. This is near the 
convict camp where Dreyfus is imprisoned, 
and it was rumored that he was likely to 
be shot as one of the mutineers. The 
American International Commissioners at 
Quebec were in session. They have agreed 
to hear arguments from Boston manufac- 
turers opposing free trade between_ the 
United States and Canada. Herr Theo- 
dore Fontano, the German writer and 
poet, is dead. The Empress Dowager of 
China. it was cabled yesterday, is believed 
to have recovered her ascendency over 
the Emperor. It is now estimated that 
eighty persons were drowned by the re- 
cent storms in Southern Spain. The 
opinion was general in London yesterday 
that the Egyptian flag may have already 
been raised over Fashoda.—Pages 6 and 7.

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WAR DEPARTMENT ERRORS | 


An Officer Tells How Helpless Were ! 
the Various Bureaus in the 
_ Business Management. 


NOT SO WITH THE NAVY 


While the Army Was Insufficiently 
Supplied with Food, the Navy 
Kept Its Fighters Well Pro- 
visioned Always. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—The story of 
the experience of the Secretary of War at 
Lexington, renewing as it does some of the 
complaint$ which the War Department has 
been most anxious to explain away, again 
directed attention to the apparently incura- 
ble helplessness of the bureaus of the War 
Department and their inability to rise to the 
emergency of war. While army officers in 
the department are very reluctant to dis- 
cuss the question of incompetency which 
is apparent to many of them who have no 
voice in directing reforms, some of them 
speak regretfully about the distressing ex- 
hibition made by the department in the 
conduct of the wir, and find the greatest 
occasion for disappointment in the fact that 
the authorities do not seem to be able to 
learn anything or improve their adminis- 
trative abilities even with experience. 

“There is a weight upon the service,” 
said one officer, “‘ that must be thrown off. 
From the beginning the War Department 
seems to have suffered from arrested devel- 
opment. It was unable to apply the rou- 
tine of the department in times of peace to 
the larger demands made upon it by the 
more exacting conditions of war, and in- 
stead of being instructed and broadened by 
the revelation of many mistakes the heads 
of bureaus that have been unequal to the 
work imposed upon them seem to have stood 
still, amazed at the failure of inadequate 
measures to equip, move, clothe, and take 
care of the sick of the army. 

“There has never been a time, so far as 
I have been able to learn,” said the officer 
quoted, “‘when army officers who might 
have been able to improve conditions, but 
who were not called upon to make sug- 
gestions, were invited to lend their assist- 
ance to better the deplorable state of af- 
fairs. From the very inception of the work 
of organization, wren the most confusing 
of orders were issued for the direction of 
volunteers and regulars, all has been dis- 
order and hysterical rush and plunge. 

“The effort to clothe the army was no 
more orderly and businesslike than the { 
wretched pretense of feeding soldiers with 
rations ordered but not delivered. When 
it came to transportation, the lack of sys- 
tem was so great that the only thing that 
could be ascertained was that vast quanti- 
ties of material had been purchased and 
directed to be shipped, after which all trace 
of it was lost, and the material discovered 
only by blind search and at infinite loss of 
time and labor, 


Dia Not Profit by Experience. 


* Enough experience had been gained, one 
would imagine, when the Shafter expedi- 
tion started for Santiago, to point out to 
the War Department obvious changes to 
be made in the methods of the different 
bureaus, but instead of benefiting by that 
experience the blundering has been going 
on, and does not seem to have stopped yet. 
The camps that have been abandoned, one 
after the other,. because of the unhealthful 
conditions developed, seem likely to be re- 
produced in new locations, 

“Public opinion, and nothing else, has 
compelled some improvement in the man- 
agement in the ocean transport service, but 
the reports from Camp Wikoff up to very 
recently show that no very radical im- 
provements have been effected in managing 
the movements of troops. 


Navy Department Free from Blame. 


“I do not look for great improvement as 
the result of the visits of prominent officers 
to the different camps. The experience of 
the navy makes its plain that matters could 
have been managed successfully and that 
the place to begin the work of improve- 
ment was right here in Washington, to be 
extended to every camp and to every army, 
until the whole establishment had yielded 
to the pressure of a head competent to 
manage and direct extensive business. 

“It begins to look as if nothing but an 
epidemic would ever give the army a chance 
to become the effective branch of the servy- 
ice that it must be.” 

Inquiry at the Navy Department follow- 
ing the suggestion thrown out by the offi- 
cer quoted, develops the fact that the first 
complaint has yet to reach the Secretary of 
the failure of the proper officers to supply 
the naval forces with either men, clothing, 
food, transportation, or whatever was need- 
ed at any time. 

A well-informed naval officer said: ‘‘ We 
have not only supplied the navy—we have 
until very recently, say the middle of Au- 
gust, supplied most of the wants of the 
army in Manila. Take the matter of fresh 
meat supply for the ships in the West In- 
dies. It has been kept up from the first 
without interruption, and only a few ships 
on remote service have missed their regular 
supplies, 

“The Celtic was sent out weeks ago to 
the fleet with 300,000 pounds of frozen beef. 
She traveled about among the vessels of 
the North Atlantic Squadron and disposed 
of all but 60,000 pounds of the supplies. 
When the ship returned to New York it was 
considered advisable to inspect the remnant 
of the load of meat, for it had become 
spoiled by protracted storage. In conse- 
quence of imperfect packing it was deemed 
advisable to reject 7,000 pounds of the 60,000, 
and the rest was sent out again and was 
considered about the best beef that was 
distributed by the navy. 

“So far as I am able to learn, there has 
not been the first well established case of 
failure to meet expectations by any of the 
supply departments of the navy. There has 
been no secret about it. I think there was 
great advantage in having the distribution 
of supplies regulated by one office instead 
of putting the care and responsibility upon 
several bureaus. All I positively know is 
that the navy has been supplied and that 
grumbling has been prevented, and what 
was possible with the navy ought not to 
have been impossible with the army.” 


RECORD OF THE CIVIL WAR. 


Work on the Delayed History of the 
Union and Confederate Armies 
to be Pushed. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—Assistant Sec- 
retary of War Meiklejohn to-day issued an 
order which will assure the early completion 
of the records of the Union and Confederate 
Armies during the rebellion. 

That work, when it was planned by Col. 
R. W. Scott, was designed to fill something 


like fifty volumes, in four series. The first 
series, just completed, was expanded to fill 
111 volumes, and the other three series are 
yet incomplete. The second series, which 
should have been put in half a dozen vol- 
umes, was expanded in compilation to fill 
fifteen or eighteen volumes. 

Aside from the tendency to expansion and 
the printing of irrelevant and superfluous 
matter, the work stagnated, and it began‘to 
look as if it might be protracted indefinitely. 
The war, of which the publication is to be 
a record, had been over thirty-three years, 
and another war had been begun and ended, 
yet the tag-end of the rebellion record was 
keeping’a number of men in employment 
at considerable expense and for no good rea- 
son. The work that really began in 1866 
was promised in a complete state in three 
years, but would probably not have reached 
completion in six. 

Mr. Meiklejohn has been considering the 
matter attentively and taking advantage 
of a part of one of the acts passed by the 
last Congress directing that no part of the 
appropriation for the rebellion record should 
be expended for the unnecessary employ- 
ment of any person, he has directed that the 
second series of the record be kept down 
to the six volumes into which it was or- 
dered to be compressed by a former Secre- 
tary of War, and has insisted that the 
further employment of unnecessary persons 
shall cease. 


HOW TROOPS WERE NEGLECTED 


Open Charges Against the Medical and 
Quartermaster’s Department Are 
Pouring in to the Authorities. 


LEXINGTON, Ky., Sept. 21.—A promi- 
nent gentleman close to the National Ad- 
ministration as well as to the officers here 
at Camp Hamilton, says the present tour 
of inspection of the Southern camps by 
Secretary Alger, Quartermaster Ludington, 
and Surgeon Sternberg will likely develop 
numerous charges from regimental and 
general field officers against both the Med- 
ical and the Quartermaster’s Departments, 
and especially against some Commissaries. 
The talking was begun here by Gen. San- 
ger against the Medical Department, and 
by Gen. Waites against the Quartermas- 


| ter’s, and it is expected that officers at 


other points will add very materially to 
this testimony before the tour of inspec- 
tion is completed. Secretary Alger stated 
that all of this information and all other 
evidence that he could secure would be pre- 
sented to the investigating commission at 
Washington, 

At the conference here last evening of 
Secretary Alger with Gen. Breckinridge, 
the commander of Camp Hamilton, and 
other officers, Gen. Sanger said while the 
division hospital may be a good thing, as it 
was conducted it had been a disgrace to 
the service; that it had deprived the regi- 
ments of their surgeons and caused hard- 
ships on the sick, who should have kad 
better attention at the proper time. Surgeon 
General Sternberg, in reply, insisted that all 
requisitions had been honored in Washing- 
ton, and that any medical men failing to do 
their duty should be reported. 

Gen. Waite told Secretary Alger that the 
neglect of some Quartermasters to furnish 
supplies was criminal. While in. Chicka- 
mauga he frequently made requisitions 
which were not honored. An imperative or- 
der had been sent to have all water boiled. 
He made a requisition on Quartermaster 
General Lee for water boilers. No atten- 
tion was paid to his requisition, and after 
he repeatedly urged Quartermaster Lee to 
send the boilers, and telling him how the 
men were contracting typhoid fever, he 
was met with a reply which read: “ The 
War Department does not furnish boilers.” 

Gen. Waites then purchased the boilers 
himself, but the seeds of typhoid had been 
sown, and the daily report showed the list 
of deaths and of cases in the hospitals. 
Pointing at Gen. Ludington, Gen. Waites 
said: ‘‘ These men cannot say it was some- 
body else’s fault. It wag the fault of Quar- 
termaster Lee, and it was the fault of 
Quartermaster General Ludington, who is 
standing right there.’’ Ludington made no 
reply to Waites. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—The Quarter- 
master’s Department of the army states 
that the claim made by certain officers that 
boilers were not furnished for boiling water 
at Chickamauga is not true. On the same 
date that Chief Quartermaster Lee tele- 
graphed for the boilers, 2,000 were sent 
and a little later 500 more. It is alsostated 
that the soldiers would not drink the boiled 
water because it had a flat taste and pre- 
ferred and drink the fresh water. 


ALGER AT CAMP POLAND. 


The Secretary Declares the Command- 
ing Officers of Camps Are to Blame 
for Bad Conditions. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Sept. 21.—The Sec- 
retary of War, who to-day inspected Camp 
Poland and reviewed the troops encamped 
there, made a speech to the commanding 
officers at Gen. McKee’s headquarters dur- 
ing the morning, in which he fixed the blame 
of the sickness in the different camps 
throughout the country on the commanding 
officers. 

Secretary Alger was given an enthusias- 
tic reception by the citizens of Knoxville. 
He went from the station directly to the 
camp, and shortly afterward, accompanied 
by his staff and the officers of the camp, 
the Secretary rode over the drill field and 
inspected the troops. He then reviewed the 
parade. 

He next visited the hospitals and regi- 
mental quarters and made a thorough in- 
spection of the condition of the camp and 
men. Gen. Alger congratulated Gen. Mc- 
Kee on the splendid condition of his camp 
and of the troops. He expressed satisfac- 


tion with the location of the camp’and 
the showing made by the men. The parade 
at Camp Paland was witnessed by an im- 
mense concourse of people. 

After the review Gen. Alger asked that 
the commanding officers assemble at Gen. 
McKee’s headquarters. There, surrounded 
by officers and the Knoxville Citizens’ Com- 
mittee, the Secretary made an address. He 
removed his hat and in a careful manner of 
speech said: 

“TIT came here to visit this camp for the 
purpose of acquainting myself and seeing 
for myself just how the troops are faring 
and to hear from the officers any recom- 
mendations that they may think wiil benefit 
the camp. I want to hear what the com- 
manders have to say about division and reg- 
imental hospitals, more especially. There 
has been a great deal of talk about the con- 
ditions of the camps and hospitals. I want 
to say that had the War Department been 
acquainted with the conditions said to have 
existed at Chickamauga the troops there 
would have been moved long before they 
were. 

“We received only good reports at Wash- 
ington from the commanding officers, and 
it was supposed that the outside reports 
were exaggerated. The commanders of 
camps are responsible for the condition of 
their camps, and if the men are not well 
cared for and if the hospital and sanitary 
conditions are bad, the commanding officers 
must answer for it. . 

“The War Department has been and is 
ready to supply the demands of the troops 
for medicines and sustenance, and there is 
no reason why conditions other than the 
best possible should exist.’’ Secretary Alger 
and party left for Chattanooga at 4 o’clock.

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ATTITUDE OF SETH LOW

and no little confusion in the ranks of 
the Independent Citizens’ Committee. : 

Mr. Low’s letter was generally accepted 
as indicating that the organization of which 
he was the head during the municipal cam- 
paign of last year is not going to take any 


hand in State politics, even though it has | 


lent its name and emblem to the Independ- 
ent Citizens’ Committee. Mr. Low’s letter, 
which was yesterday the topic of discussion 
among indep2ndents, is as follows: 

I have your letter of Sept. 13. I am not very 
well acquainted with the details of the situation, 
but so far as I can base an opinion on the sur- 
face of things I should think that the proposed 
action of the independents in this State is the 
one thing that can cause the defeat of Col. Rooze- 
velt and the possible loss of a sound-money Sen- 
ator from New York, as well as sound-money rep- 
resentatives in Congress. 

On the other hand, I can see absolutely no ben- 
efit to accrue from the course which has been 
taken and which is proposed. it seems to me to 
be unreasonable and unprofitable, and similar to 
the attitude of the Prohibitionists, who sacrifice

of a theory. I regret to differ so radically from 
one whose opinion I value so highly as yours, 
but under the circumstances you can perceive 
that I can take no part in an independent move- 
ment this year.

Mr. for It. 


To whom this letter was sent, Mr. Low 
last night declined to state, nor would he 
add anything tc it, saying that the letter 
was authentic and that it embodied his 
views and spoke for itself. 

While some of the independents claim to 
have had knowledge of Mr. Low’s position 
in regard to their movement, others are 
noticeably sore that he should have thus 
made a direct slap at them. Isaac H. Klein, 
a leading menber of the committee, said 
last night that he and others had known for 
six weeks how Mr. Low stood on the ques- 
tion, and that the letter did not come as a 
surprise to him. Preble Tucker, also of the 
commiitee, and who was prominent in the 
Citizens’ Union, said: 

“When some of the candidates on the 
ticket with Mr. Low last year were asked 
to run on the George ticket Mr. Low ad- 
vised against it, as being possibly indica- 
tive of disloyalty to him. That was the first 
time I had ever heard this idea advanced. 
Now it appears tat Mr. Platt favors Col. 
Roosevelt’s declination of an independent 
nomination on exactly the same grounds. I 
am not surprised at such a sentiment from

Mr. Platt, yet it seems that he and Mr. Low | 


are now agreed.”’ 

Both Mr. Klein and Mr. Tucker, however, 
have no doubt that Col. Roosevelt will ac- 
cept the nomination of the independents, 
and their views are shared by other mem- 
bers of the committee. John E. Parsons 
said yesterday that he did not believe Col. 
Roosevelt would decline an independent 
nomination, 

“The newspapers,” gaid Mr. Parsons, 
“quote him as saying quite the reverse, 
and in my opinion Mr. Roosevelt would say 
just what is attributed to him. As I un- 
derstand his position he will not be a can- 
didate unless he receives the regular Re- 
publican nomination, but that if he is 
nominated by the Republicans he wili then 
be pleased to receive nominations from any 
other organizations. I think that every one 
must commend this position. I have cen- 
fidence enough in Mr. Pdo0sevelt to believe 
that he will run to win, and that if he is 
elected he will be abs lute'y independent 
of outside control. 


Always a Good Republican. 


“He his always been a good Republican 
and I see no reason why he should separate 
himself from his party. I hope that the 
party will nominate him and that the inde- 
pendents will indorse him. I hope every one 
will vote for him and that he will be elected. 
I do not think that even should the Demo- 
crats nominate a man who is sound on the 
money question they can succeed against 
Mr, Roosevelt. He is free from any com- 
plications with the scandals which I sup- 
pose will be made use of in the coming cam- 
paign against the Republicans.” 

William B. Hornblower, who, although a 
Democrat, supported Seth Lowe last Fall, 
said he was of the opinion that should Col. 
Roosevelt refuse an independent nomination, 
such action would affect the sentiment of 
the independent voters to the extent of 
causing a large number to vote for the 
Democratic nominee, “always provided,” 
said Mr. Hornblower, “ that the Democrats 
ignore the Chicago platform and put up a 
good man.’”’ Mr. Hornblower said he 
thought the Democrats could win on a plat- 
form which rejected the silver issue, but 
said he did not think they could get to- 
gether and agree on the right man or the 
right issue. 

While agreeing that the strength of Col. 
Roosevelt throughout the State is enormous, 
the Independents are still uncertain as to 
how far a declination by him of their nom- 
dination for Governor would hurt him with 
independent voters. Some argue that, even 
if he should take this unexpected action, it 
would not materially affect him with inde- 
pendent Republicans, who would willingly 
vote the regular orgunization ticket so long 
as Col. Roosevelt was at the head of it. 
On the other hand, they think there would 
be a great defection of independent Demo- 
cratic voters.

SUCCESSOR FOR MR. HAY. 


Report that Representative Hitt Would 
Decline the Post of Ambassa- 
dor to England. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—The President 
has not yet definitely settled upon a suc- 
cessor to John Hay as Ambassador at 


London. Representative R. R. Hitt’s name 
has been more frequently mentioned in this 
connection than that of any other man, 
but it is positively reported from the White 
House to-night that Mr. Hitt will not ac- 
cept the post if it be tendered him. 

Mr. Hitt is in delicate and feeble health, 
and though a little stronger now than he 
was a short time ago, it is not thought_he 
could stand the strain of the place. Be- 
sides, he is wedded to his work in Con- 
gress, and has frequently refused to be 
allured away from it. It is currently be- 
lieved that he was offered the post of Sec- 
retary of State upon the retirement of Mr. 
Sherman. but he declined it upon the plea 
of ill-health, and of his desire to remain in 
Congress. Similar reasons would, it is be- 
lieved, incline him to refuse the offer of 
the Ambassadorship. 

The President will give the matter of a 
choice of a successor to Mr. Hay due consid- 
eration. He desires to secure a man who 
will measure up to the tranditional stand- 
ards of the post that has been filled by 
Lowell, Bayard, and Hay. It was a dis- 
appointment to the President when he 
found that his first choice, Senator Hoar, 
could not accept the place. He is now 
looking about for a worthy successor, and 
will take his time to find him. 


CONVICT HIDES IN PRISON. 


Eight Weeks Spent Under a Shop 
Floor Produce Serious Results. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, Sept. 21.—The hiding 
place of convict J. W. Powell, who stepped 


out of the ranks one evening eight weeks 
ago as the men were being marched to their 
cells after their day’s work, was disclosed 
last night by convict Emerson. 

Emerson went out of the prison on a dray 
last night secreted in a box. He was a clerk 
in the office of Prison Contractor E. B. Lan- 
man, and the box was made under his direc- 
tion with a button to fasten it from the in- 
side. He escaped from the dray just before 
it reached the Baltimore and Ohio freight 
depot and visited various parts of the city. 

Emerson was captured at the house of an 
acquaintance at Milo, a northern suburb, his 
whereabouts being revealed by a sister-in- 
law of his host. He volunteered to tell 
where Powell was hidden on condition that 
the prison officials should show him lenien-+ 
cy. 3 

Powell was under the floor of the shop. 
He had lost ninety pounds, and the physi- 
cians say he could not have lived another 
week. He had a terrible case of jaundice 
and had to be taken to the hospital on a 
stretcher. How he lived is a mystery. 


FOUND $61,000, GOT $20 REWARD. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 21.—George Mul- 
ligan, a miner who recently returned from 
the Klondike, lost a purse containing $61,000 


on a street car a few days ago. It has been 
found and retyrned by John Donahue, the 
gripman of the car. With the exception of 
$40 in currency the money was in checks, 
one of which was a draft for $57,000 issued 
at Dawson City on the Bank of British Co- 
lumbia in this city.

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ROOSEVELT HOME JUBILEE 


The Colonel Is Lionized by His 
Oyster Bay Neighbors and 
Makes a Speech. 


THE ROUGH RIDERS HIS THEME 


He Talks of His Experiences with the 
Regiment in Cuba—WNo Political 
Allusions in His Address—Pre- 
sented with a Sword. 


Col. Theodore Roosevelt made his first 
Fublic address since his return from the 
Cuban campaign when he spoke yesterday. 
afternoon to his fellow-townsmen who had 
gathered in the town square at Oyster Bay, 
L. I., to welcome him home. There’ were 
hundreds of men and women in the audience 
who do not reside in Oyster Bay. There 
were delegations of citizens from many 
neighboring Long Island towns, and also 
a horde of politicians who had come in 
bores of witnessing the launching of a Gu- 
bernatorial boom. But in this they were 
disappointed, for the enthusiastic demon- 
stration was a welcome, not of Roosevelt 
the political lion, but of. Roosevelt the 
fighter and citizen of Oyster Bay. He in 
turn spoke only of his friends and neigh- 
bors, and dwelt only upon the deeds of his 
beloved Rough Riders on Cuban battle. 
fields. 

The demonstration was described in the 
printed programmes as a “ Peace Jubilee 
and Roosevelt Reception.” and will long be 
remembered as a red-letter page in the his- 
tory of Oyster Bay. From one end of the 
town to the other the streets yesterday 
morning presented long rows of flags and 
tricolored bunting fluttering from evecy 
housetop and swinging over every door, 
way. The villagers turned out ; 
made a holiday of it and the patriotism 
with which the air was charged found ex- 
pression om many occasions long before the 
hour set for the beginning of the ceremo- 
nies. Visitors began to arrive before noon, 
and the hotels of the place were overrun 
with diners, 


Villagers Barred Politics. 


There had been a tacit understanding 
among the villagers that the Roosevelt re- 
ception should have no tinge of polities, 
and everything was done to keep politics 
out, but in nearly every gathering of visit- 
ors there was an exchange of political con- 
fidences, and recent political happenings 
were almost as much the topic of conyer- 
sation as Rough Riders and war. But this 
gossip was drowned in a wave of honest, 
patriotic enthusiasm when the actual cere- 
monies of the day took place. 

Elaborate preparations for the reception 
had been made under the direction of the 
foremost citizens of the town. The scene 
selected for the jubilee ceremonies was a 
big grove'of apple trees almost. in the centre 
of the quaint little town. Here gathered 
during’ the early hours of the afternoon 
every man, woman, and child of Oyster 
Bay not bedridden. Almost every one of 
them is personally acquainted with Col. 
Roosevelt, and was eager to welcome him 
and to point him out with pride to the 
throngs of visitors. The resources of the 
town had been exhausted to do honor to the 
occasion. The local Fire Department was 
out in full force, the men in bright, new 
uniforms, and the paraphernalia draped in 
red, white, and blue. And the Oyster Bay 
Brass Band played as it never played be- 
fore. The speakers’ stand was a blaze of 
gay bunting. Presiding over it was ex- 
Commodore William L. Swan, and upon it 
were gathered, shortly before 3 o’clock, the 
hour set for the beginning of the ceremon- 
ies, ex-Senator Townsend D. Cock, Ignatius 
J. Campbell, I. De Silva, heading a delega- 
tion from Freeport; John A. Kennedy, Jacob 
Van Vieit, heading a delegation from Rock- 
ville Centre; Gen. James Pearsall of Glen 
Cove; Assemblyman George Wallace of 
Freeport, William H. Youngs, District At- 
torney of Queens County, and Tax Com- 
missioner James H. Ludlam, 

The Rough Riders were represented by 
Corp. J. O. Mullen and Private F, B. Payne 
of Troop C, Sergt. Willis Physioc of Troop 
H, and Regimental: Color Sergt. Wright. 
Corp. Mullen and Private Payne had come 
over from Greenwich, Conn., and lunched 
with Col. Roosevelt and accompanied Mrs. 
Roosevelt and the youthful Roosevelts into 
town. Corp. Physioc had ridden on horse- 
back all the way from Montauk Point in 
order to meet his old commander. 

Col. Roosevelt was escorted from his home 
in a carriage by a committee, and the party 
arrived at the speaker’s stand promptly at 
3:15 o’clock. A gathering of fully 2,000 peo- 
ple was there to meet the Colonel. The 
ex-Rough Rider disappointed many who 
hoped to see him in his uniform. He ap- 
peared in a plain black cutaway coat, light 
trousers, and blue tie, but he had kept his 
big cowboy hat. He wore a broad smile as 
he bowed to the cheers which greeted him 
as he mounted the platform. His fate was 
ruddy and he appeared in perfect health. 
After the local band had rendered “Listen 
to the Mocking Bird” a man perched in @ 
tree above the stand asked for “‘ Three 
cheers for the old Rough Rider,’”’ which was 
heartily responded to. 

Townsend D. Cock called the meeting to 
order and the Rev. William P. Estes of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church made the open- 
ing prayer. This was followed by the sing- 
ing of ‘‘ The Star-Spangled Banner.” R 


Col. Roosevelt’s Address. 


President Cock then made a brief address 
of welcome to Col. Roosevelt. Col. Roose- 
velt responded substantially as follows: 

‘““Next to the greeting of my own regi- 
ment, I appreciate nothing so much as this 
greeting from you, my fellow-townsmen. Up 
to this time I have pointedly refused to 
speak anywhere. I told my friends that 
there was but one exception to my refusal, 
and that was in favor of you, my neigh- 
bors. You have known me since I was 2 
very small fellow. You knew me in my dif- 
ferent capacities. You know whatever is 
good or evil in me, and I made up my mind 
that if you wanted to hear me, you had the 
first call. 

‘*And I want to express my appreciation 
of the way this reception has been ar- 
ranged—without any poliltical significance. 
Like my regimeit—no politics and no res 


| ligion.’’ 


The crowd tittered at this description of 
the Rough Riders. Col. Roosevelt stopped 
and blushed, then continued quickly: ‘I 
in the regi- 
ment except as with all good Americans. 
All, according to our several creeds, tried 
to serve God and our country. 

“Tt understand this greeting to be ex- 
tended to me as typifying those who stood 
by our flag when called upon by our coun- 
try and duty. You may rest free from the 
apprehension that I am going to make any 
kind of political allusions in my speech. [I 
have not yet spoken on that subject since 


| my return from Cuba, and Rave given ne 
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fnmterviews on the subject. If you saw such 
interviews, credit them to the interviewer 
and not to me, 

‘Now I am going to act on the principle 
df the man who, wishing to sell a house, 
carried about a few specimen bricks in his 
pocket. I have several of the bricks of our 
regiment here to-day. I am going to show 
you a brick here on the platform in the 
person of the Color Sergeant of our regi- 
ment, who carried our flag through all the 
fighting we did down in Cuba, the man 
who for that reason was naturally more 
exposed to danger and who, with the ex- 
ception of my orderly, Henry Bardshaw, 
was closer to me in the fights than any 
other man. I now introduce to you Color 
Sergt-. Albert P. Wright.’’ 

Sergt. Wright stretched out his six feet 
something, bowed as if he_was_ heartily 
ashamed, and was cheered to the echo. 


About Our Regiment. 


“T will now tell you about our regiment,” 
continued Col. Roosevelt. ‘‘ We raised it in 
San Antonio, Texas, principally from among 
men of the Southwest. Three classes of re- 
cruits preponderated—the cow-puncher, the 
hunter of big game, and the mining pros- 
pector. These men were already skilled 
with the rifle and in riding wild horses. 
They were, moreover, used to a life in the 
open and to taking care of themselves un- 
der any and all conditions. I belieye there. 
Was never a finer class of men to draw 
from for a regiment of soldiers in any “na- 
tion or at any time. I am proud to say the 
regiment did not come from any one section 
or State. There were men in it from Maine 
and from Oregon. There were men reared 
in the great cities and men who had never 
been in a city in their lives. There were 
men from the sea coast and men who never 
saw more water than that in the Pecos 
River when the Pecos was up. 

“Our men were likewise from all walks 
of life, all standing precisely alike as far as 
the regiment was concerned. Standing 
shoulder to shoulder were the man who has 
left a one-dollar a day job and the man 
born in wealth and reared in luxury; both 
good Americans and both anxious to show 
that this was not a rich man’s war and a 
poor man’s fight. They demanded only to 
be given a chance to face death for the 
honor of their land andasked only to be 
judged on their merits, and so they were 
judged, 

“The regirent was American through 
and through. We had in the ranks Ameri- 
cans who were such by choice as well as 
by inheritance. They showed in this war, 
as in all wars, that when the Nation called 
for her sors they demanded the right to 
shed their blood for her.. We had with us 
fifty Americans of the aboriginal blood, and 
they were as brave and true as the others. 

“Tt was our good fortune to have on our 
right ana left in the storm of the trenches 
the Ninth and Tenth United States Cavalry, 
the colored cavalry whom the Spaniards 
christened the ‘smoked Yankees.’ We found 
them to be a very good breed of Yankees, 

“Our men had for one thing a determina- 
tion to learn and a freedom from the belief 
that they knew it all. They realized they 
were not out ona picnic, and went in ona 
business basis. It was on that account that 
the regiment made the record it did. 

All Done 

“Our regiment was raised, armed, 
eauipped, mounted, dismounted, landed in 
Cuba, and put through the victorious fights, 
allin fifty days. We lost one-quarter of our 
men through bullets, one-quarter through 
disease, and still had the other half abso- 
Jutely ready for any call that might be made 
upon them. Of course there was some mis- 
management and trouble when Uncle Sam, 
for the first time in cur generation, attempt- 
ed to send out an expedition. We expected 
it, but we didn’t believe in raising a row. 

‘* First we were hurried aboard transports 
at Tampa to go to Cuba, and then lay idle 
a week in the harbor. We finally landed at 
Daiquiri, some with luggage and some 
without. For three days I lived on what- 
ever hard tack and bacon some philan- 
thropist in the ranks could share with me. 
It was not cold, and we had but one hard 
rain, so I didn’t mind so much my lack of 
clothing, but lying in six inches of mud 
drenched with rain soon takes the gilt edge 
from the romance of tropical nights. 

“On the second day of our. residence 
ashore we were ordered to join Gen. 
Young’s command, and get to the front. 

“The weather was hot. We reached our 
camping ground at 9 at night. We arose at 
8 and marched at 5, expecting to strike the 
Spaniards during the morning, Our march 
was well timed, for we struck the Spaniards, 
almost to a minute, at the time the regu- 
lars struck them on the right. The jungle 
was almost impenetrable, and the Spaniards 
were in a strong position, some in trenches 
and others behind bushes. We had to fight 
them, trusting entirely to the ear to find 
them, for their rifles made no smoke. We 
had one point of a triangle in front. With 
the front was a New York boy, Hamilton 
Fish, and the advance guard was com- 
manded by the man whom I regard as hav- 
ing been as nearly ag possible, the ideal 
American officer, Capt. Allyn K. Capron. 
Almost at once Capron and Fish were 
killed—not oniy heroes, but martyrs, to the 
cause for which we were contending. The 
First Lieutenant of that troop was next 
shot in the leg, and the Second Lieutenant 
took the troop forward and drove the Span- 
iards. One week later he was shot down 
en San Juan hill. 


in Fifty Days. 


Didn’t Altogether Enjoy It. 

I was given the right wing and Major 
Brodie the left. For fhe first twenty min- 
utes I can conscientiously say I did not en- 
joy that fight. I could see nothing—only 
hear the bullets sing. Now and then a man 
crumpled up. With our glasses we finally 
located a body of Spaniards across a little 
valley. We went forward on the double 
quick, and the Spaniards ran. That’s all of 
that fight. I think our greatest joy that day 
Was the capture of a Spanish mule carrying 
provisions. ; 

“ From~- ther fight in Las Guasimas. we 
were hurried on to Santiago and had to 
make’a nigit march. . That morning. we 
heard the artillery fire of the Americans. 
It sounded good until the Spanish returned 
the fire and shrapnel began to fall among 
us. Their shots went over the artillery, 
whom they could see, and struck us, whom 
they could not see. We moved on to attack 
the Spaniards. There hills 
and blockhouses, which we were ordered to 
take. We got over the ford efore the 
Spaniards began the slaughter%there, but 
then hac to wait an hour under heavy 
tire before getting the order to at 

*“*The worst of all. the ‘ight that 
hour. We were all lying down, and even 
then men were being hilled on ali sides. I 
gave a. command to an orderly. He alose, 
saluted, and fell dead across my knees 
Capt. ‘Bucky’ O’Neill of Arizona, one 
of the bravest men.I cver knew, was walk- 
ing up and down in front of his men ‘to 1e- 
assure them. Some one said: ‘ Captain, lie 
down for God’s sake! You'll surely be 
killed.’ Capt. O’ Neill smiled and said: ‘ The 
Spanish bullet isn’t made to kill me.’ At 
that instant he fel ead. 

‘“‘Capt. Jenkins said to a trooper: ‘I see 


a Spaniard over yoader. Let me bave your 
gur a minute.’ After firing « shot that 
killed the Spaniard he handed the gun Lack 
to the trooper only co lind that he was 
dead. 

“Such scenes were being eracted on all 
sides, until finally I got orders to move, 

‘‘Then began a time I wouldn't trade for 
all the rest of my life. We moved forward 
_till we came to the regulars and with them 
moved up the hill in a charge. We did not 
ask the name of the hill, but just took-it. 
here bas been some dispute as to whether 
it was San Juan. I do not know. Then we 
took the second and third range of hills,

tried to let no other regiment get nearer 
the Spaniards than we did, and we suc- 
ceeded.”’ 

Col. Roosevelt then told of many acts of 
heroism obseryed by him during the fight— 
instances where a dozen men desperately 
wounded refused to go to the rear and re- 
mained fighting, and other acts of men who 
scorned death.

Pingree 
was unanimously renominated by acclama- 
tion this afternoon by the Republican State 
Convention. His reform’ ideas and efforts 
toward regulating alleged inequalities of 
taxes were heartily commended in the plat- 
form adopted, and.many members of his 


party who have heretofore not been in ac- 
cord with the Governor joined in the cheer- 
ing when he appeared and made a charac- 
teristic speech of acceptance.

On the war the resolutions say: 

We indorse the present National Administra- 
tion and express confidence in the honesty, in- 
tegrity, and patriotism of President McKinley. 
During the trying times that culminated in a 
war with Spain he displayed rare ability end 
discretion until the final cessation of hostilities, 
which we hope will speedily result in permanent 
peace, 

. We indorse our honored Secretary of War and 
commend his conscientious, patriotic, and unself- 
ish devotion to the honor of the Nation and the 
welfare of the army. We denounce the unjust 
attacks made on him and offer niin our undivided 
support and confidence. . 

We reaffirm the principles of the St. Louis 
@latform and pledge them our support as a@ sure 
guarantee of National prosperity and honor. We 
stand upon the existing gold standard and con- 
demn the proposition to admit silver to free and 
unlimited coinage at the ratio of 16 to 1 by this 
country alone. 

The platform congratulates the country on 
returning prosperity under Republican rule, 
and the operation of the Dingley law, of- 
fers honor and devotion to the volunteers 
from Michigan in the war, congratulates the 
Nation upon its land and sea victories, and 
leaves the future destiny of the peoples 
over whom the Nation has gained control 
through the war confidently in the hands of 
the properly delegated authority. The ad- 
ministration of Gov. Pingree is commended, 
especially his care and energy in equipping 
ani caring for the interests of the troops 
and their families. The establishment of a 
State immigration bureau is urged for the 
purpose of promoting development of unoc- 
cupied lands. The paragraph concerning 
State taxation is as follows: 

We commend the present State administration 
for its earnest efforts in favor of the equal and 
just taxation of the property of railroad, tele- 
graph, telephone, and express companies. We 
favor the immediate repeal of the tax upon the 
gross earnings of railroad, telegraph, and express 
companies’ property, this value to be determined 
by a State board.

DEMOGRATIC GHIEFS AGREE | THE WAR iwvesricaTion. 


David B.- Hill, James W. Hinkley, 
and Senators Murphy and Mc- 
Carren in Consultation. 


STATE PLATFORM AND TICKET 


It Was Reported that They Had Been 
Discussed—Silver to be Ignored— 
Mr. Croker Avoids Mr. Hill— 
Judge Earl’s Boom. 


The leaders of the Democratic organiza- 
tion of the State met at the Campaign Com- 
mittee’s headquarters in the Hoffman House 
yesterday, just one week before the open- 
ing of the Syracuse Convention. There was 
abundant reason to believe that this meet- 
ing was considerably more than merely a 
friendly political talk among these’ men, and 
that important decisions were reached. 
There were indications that certain candi- 
dates who’ have been in the “ open race,” 
as it has been called, for the Gubernatorial 
nomination, were marked for defeat in the 
Struggle, and that a general plan of action 
was laid out regarding the Chicago plat- 
form, 

After the conference hints were thrown 
out that Mayor Van Wyck was not to be 
the candidate unless unforeseen enthusiasm 
for him should develop at the convention, 
and that Robert Earl of Herkimer, ex- 
Judge of the Court of Appeals, was being 
favorably considered. 

Those present were Senator Murphy, David 
B. Hill, Senator Patrick H. McCarren, who 
represented Hugh McLaughlin and the or- 
ganization in Brooklyn; James W. Hinkley, 
former Chairman of the State Committee, 
and Richard Croker. 

Mr. Hill and Mr. Croker did not meet. 
The Tammany leacer came to the commit- 
tee rooms at an early hour in the morning, 
and went away before Mr. Hill arrived, Mr. 
Croker learned from Senator McCarren the 
result of the call Mr. McCarren and Sen- 
ator Murphy had made upon Mr. Hidl the 
day before at the Normandie, and of the 
talk between Mr. Hill and Mr. McLaughlin 
in Brooklyn, Mr. Croker was told that Mr. 
McLaughlin desired above all things har- 
mony, and that he would throw his strength 
toward that end. Senator McCarren also 
said what Mr. Croker already knew—that 
Mr. McLaughlin believed the fight should 
be made on State issues, and that the Chi- 
cago platform should not be dragged into 
the campaign. After a short talk Mr. 
Croker hurried away. A few moments after 
he had gone Mr. Hill, Senator Murphy, and 
Mr. Hinkley appeared on the scene. They 


went with Senator McCarren into an inner 
room, and remained there for over an hour. 


All Harmony, Mr. Hill Says. 


When the leaders came out, none of them 
was inclined to talk about what had been 
said. Senator Hill said there was complete 
harmony in the sarty, and that the ticket 
and platform would be satisfactory. Sen- 
ator Murphy said the situation had been 


somewhat cleared up; that candidates had 
been discussed, but that he doubted that 
anything would be known definitely about 
the ticket in advance of the day of the con- 
vention. He looked forward confiden-ly, he 
said, to a party united at the polls and a 
great victory. Senator McCarren said he 
could give out no information. 

“T see,”’ he said, “that there are rumors 
afloat that Judge Earl is to be the candi- 
date. lf there has been something said at 
our meeting about candidates, I cannot say 
what it was, but Judge Earl is an able man, 
who stands well with his party, who has a 
good record, and who would make a good 
candidate.” 

From a trustworthy source it was learned 
that the leaders had practically agreed that 
silver should be ignored, and that “the 
fight should be made on State issues.’’ This 
does not mean, however, that the party is 
going to neglect to attack the Republican 
National Administration for abuses in the 
War Department. It was also learned that 
an agreement had been reached regarding 
the make-up of the Committee on Platform 
and Resolutions. The conference was har- 
monious in the main. It leaked out that 
Judge Earl had been discussed at some 
length by the leaders, and that little or 
nothing had been said about Mayor -Van 
Wyck as a candidate. 

Last evening Mr. 
there was serious thought 
the Mayor for Governor. 

“Tammany Hall,’ he replied, ‘‘ does not 
care to put Mayor Van Wyck on the ticket. 
Tt would rather have him where he is. Of 
course, if the ccnvention should stampede 
for him, why I suppose he would accept the 
nomination.” 

The silver Democrats who have organized 
as such have suspected the organization’s 
intention to ignore the Chicago platform, 
and threats are constantly being made by 
them to put another Democratic ticket in 
the field. It begins to look as if these 
threats might be carried out, but the organi- 
zation leaders believe such a ticket will de- 
tract but little from the vote for the regu- 
lar ticket. 

Gabernatorial Booms, 


John B. Stanchfield was at the Hoffman 
House yesterday and met Senator McCarren 
and Mr. Hill. Mr. Stanchfield is confident, 
so he says, of getting the nomination. 

A few Democrats from Syracuse arrived 


here last night, having in charge Mayor 
James K. McGutre’s boom for Governor. 
They intend to talk about Mr. McGuire to 
Tammany men for the next two or three 
days. 

Mr. Hill left town at 4 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, and Senator Murphy left a short 
time later. It was said that Mr. Hill will 
not be here again before the convention, 

It is expected that about 1,000 Democrats 
from Greater New York will go to Syra- 
cuse. There are 180 delegates and the same 
number of alternates from this city. One 
hundred and five delegates go from Man- 
hattan alone. There are so many candi- 
dates in the field for State officers, each ot 
whom has a following, that there wih 
probably be more men from Manhattan ana 
Brooklyn at Syracuse than ever before at 
a Democratic State Convention.

President McKinley Finds Fresh Diffi- 
‘culties in Securing Suitable Men 
for His Commission. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—Last night the 
President believed that he had at last prac- 
tically completed the task, which he has 
found so difficult, of securing a commission 
of nine acceptable men to undertake an in- 
vestigation of the War Department. He 
was under the impression that seven ap- 
pointees had definitely decided to serve, and 
believed that he could rely upon obtaining 
the consent of two others whom he had in 
view. 

The latter belief has, however, proved er- 
roneous, and there seems to be some doubt 


as to the decision of some of the seven 
gentlemen whom the President had consid- 
ered secure. Gen, Anson G. McCook has 
sent a declination, much to Mr. McKinley's 
surprise and disappointment. Upon receipt 
of this message, a telegram was sent to ex- 
Gov. Woodbury of Vermont, who has noti- 
fied the President of his acceptance. It 
is said that similar invitations were sent 
to a resident of Massachusetts and Charles 
S. Fairchild of New York, but that both 
declined. 

Senator Platt visited the White House 
to-day, it is reported, for the purpose of 
protesting against the appointment of Gen. 
McCook. he + ps being assured that that gen- 
tleman would not serve, it is said that the 
Senator told the President he would guar- 
antee to find a Citizen of New York who 
would be acceptable and who would con- 
sent to act as one of the investigating com- 
missioners. According to a statement from 
the Executive Mansion, Senator Platt was 
asked by Mr. McK:nley to see Col. Waring 
in this connection, but it is learned that the 
latter has already been selected to take 
charge of the sanitary improvements in 
Santiago, and that it is probable that he 
will accept the latter appointment. 

After receiving another declination—in 
this case from Mr. Livermore of Boston—it 


is stated that the President determined not* 


to confine himself to the original plan of 
having only rine men in the commission, 
and that he has asked several gentlemen 
other than those already mentioned to 
serve in the hope of securing what he con- 
siders a suitable number. No doubt is en- 
tertained that the commission will be com- 
yee in time for the meeting at the White 
ouse Saturday morning. 


BOSTON, Sept. 21.—A special from Hol- 
yoke Says that ex-Congressman William 
Whiting stated to-night that he would 
probably be unable to accept a position on 
the war inquiry commission, although he 
has been strongly urged to do so by the 
President and members of his Cabinet. 


BALTIMORE, Sept. 21.—President D. C. 
Gilman of the Johns Hopkins University has 
declined to serve on the War Investigating 
Committee. The position has been offered 
to Gen. W. H. Jackson of Nashville, Tenn., 
by President McKinley. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Sept. 21.—Gen. W. 
H. Jackson received a telegram to-day from 
President McKinley inviting him to act as 
a member of the board to investigate the 
War Department. Gen. Jackson has taken 
the offer under advisement and will return 
an answer to-morrow. His friends say he 
will accept. 

Dr, J. W, Keen, President of the Jefferson 
Medical College of Philadelphia, arrived 
from Europe yesterday on the steamer 
Noordland. Dr. Keen said he did not know 
whether he would accept the place on the 
War Department investigating commission. 
He will leave his daughter, who accom- 
panied him on his European tour, at home 
~ EE eaepnen, and will then go to Wash- 
ngton.

dorsed Black for Governor. The sentiment 
in all other wards was for Roosevelt. The 
Eighth adopted strong resolutions for the 
Rough Rider. 


SEEKING BARRACKS FOR TROOPS. 


Kimball Wants to Get Quarters 
for 5,000 in New York, 


Col. Kimball, Deputy Quartermaster Gen- 
eral at the Army Building, practically con- 
firmed the rumor regarding the intended 
housing of 40,000 troops in the cities on 


the seaboard, by saying that he wished to 
get quarters in New York for 5,000 soldiers. 
He is requesting owners of buildings in and 
around New York, which are suitable for 
barracks, to submit to him the capacity of 
the buildings and the amount of rental 
wanted. The Quartermaster said that, as 
far as practicable, he wanted buildings 
which would accommodate at least one full 
regiment. Late in the afternoon one offer 
was received, that of the Grand Central 
Palace, on Forty-third Street and Lexington 
Avenue. The rental asked was $6,000 a 
month. 

The plan is to send the regulars back to 
their former posts, and to put 40,000 of the 
volunteers; who will be retained in service, 
in temporary barracks, distributed in vari- 
ous cities, among which have heen men- 
tioned Baltimore, Philadelphia, Savannah, 
Norfolk, Boston, and New York.

OUR BUSINESS WITH CANADA. 


The Commissioners Will Listen to Ar- 
guments Against Free Trade. 


QUEBEC, Sept. 21.—The American mem- 
bers of the International Commission have 
been at work most of the day, but no joint 
session was held. Aaron Jones of South 


Bend, Ind., representing the agricultural in- 
terests of the United States, arrived to-day. 
He will be given a hearing by the American 
Commissioners to-morrow morning. 

The Commissioners have received a re- 
quest from the Home Market Club of Bos- 
ton for a hearing. Recently the Boston 
Board of Trade sent a delegation here and 
petitioned the Commissioners to secure, if 
possible, free trade with Canada. The visit- 
ors stated that it was desired by the manu- 
facturers of New England and the border 
States. 

The Home Market Club will present the 
argument on the other side of the question. 
It will: ask that no change be made in 
the present trade relations between the 
two countries. It is a strong organization, 
and a hearing will be given to the club’s 
representatives’ next week. 


Texas Quarantines New Orleans. 


NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 21.—News reached 
the Southern Pacific to-day that, as a re- 


sult of the announcement of four cases of 
fever here, Texas has put on an absolutely 
rigid quarantine against all freight from 
New Orleans. Both Southern and Texas 
Pacific roads are thus tied up. No details 
aie Alabama quarantine have been made 
public.

State Convention at Bridgeport 
Nominates the Party 
Candidates. 


D. N. MORGAN -FOR GOVERNOR 


Silver Men Beaten in Their Effort to 
Secure a Reaffirmation of the 
Chicago Platform After a 
Riotous Session. 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Sept. 21.—The 
Democratic State Convention held here to- 
day nominated the following ticket: 

Governor—Daniel N. Morgan of Bridge- 
port. 

Lieutenant Governor—Samuel Bassett of 
New Britain. 


State Secretary—Joseph F. Fanning of 
Norwich. 

Treasurer—Asa M. Ross of Thompson. 

Controller—Edward 8S. Roberts of Canaan. 

Attorney General—Levi N. Blydenburg of 
New Haven. 


There were three candidates for Governor 
—Mr. Morgan, William Waldo Hyde of 
Hartford, and Col. William Henry Steven- 
son of Bridgeport. An informal ballot re- 
sulted: Morgan, 148; Hyde, 50; Stevenson, 
34. This ballot was made formal and 
unanimous. All the other nominations were 
made by acclamation. 


The Platform. 


The convention adopted the following plat- 
form: 

The Democracy of Connecticut is now as it has 
ever been in ‘favor of bimetallism as enunciated 
by Jefferson, affording as it does the most 
stable standard of value, and we declare our- 
selves unalterably opposed to monometallism of 
any kind. 

We call attention to the fact that while a suc- 
cessful war has ‘added a fresh glory to their 
flag, the management of the various war de- 
artmeuts has chilled our exultation, and brought 
ome to us a sense of shame. The American sailor 
and soldier have done their fuil duty, but the 
administration of President MeKinley has been 
utterly incompetent to discharge the obligations 
which the management of the war imposed, In- 
competency and venality in places of high trust 
brought disgrace upon the Administration, and 
aroused the ire of an indignant bee 

In this arraignment of the Republican Party 
for its management of the war we include the 
United States Senators from Conreecticut, and 
our four representatives in Congress. More con- 
cerned with the advancement of relatives and 
personal favorites than with the duty they owed 
to their country, they partake not only of the 
National odium an° disgrace, but, together with 
the present Republican Governor of this State, 
have breught upon Connecticut the shame of 
being the last State in the Union to put men 
in the field in defense of the’ flag. 

The outrages in the camp and in the fleld must 
be investigated. No guilty man should be per- 
mitted to escape. For a Republican Congress to 
investigate Republican misrule f to frustrate the 
object of the investigation. For this reason we 
especially appeal] to the people of Connecticut to 
aid in the election of Democratic Congressmen. 

We call attention to the condition of civic 
affairs in Connecticut. The last Legislature, 
wholly under Republican control, was the most 
corrupt and indefensible in the history of the 
State. Its jobbing methods were a public scandal 
and a public disgrace, and so far has the Re- 
publican Party become weaned from the prin- 
ciples of representative government that tyran- 
nical and revolutionary charters were forced upon 
cities and-boroughs without the consent and even 
against the vigorous protest of the people who 
were to be governed under them. 

We demand home rule for cities and boroughs, 
and the submission of charters to the people. 

We denounce the scandalous sales of valuable 
public rights and franchises which have now be- 
come part and parcel of the methods nd purposes 
of those who control, from within and from with- 
out, the Legislature of our State. 

We invite attention to the method of repre- 
sentation in the General Assembly, which is a 
standing disgrace to the State. The principle of 
representation, according to population, is a 
principle for which the Democratic Party. has 
fought for years, and we again demand a Consti- 
tutional Convention as the only feasible method 
of achieving that result. 

Equally reprehensible is that provision of our 
law which enables a minority of the people to 
defeat the election of a-State officer chosen by 
a plurality of votes. Justice plainly requires a 
reform in this matter. and we demand that a 
plurality of votes cast for State officers, and 
not a majority, shall be sufficient to determine 
any popular election. 

We condemn the Republican Legislature for 
its interference with the ballot law of the State, 
and demand such legislation as will insure abso- 
lute secrecy in the vote. 


Fight Between Gold and Silver Men. 


The great fight in the convention was over 
the platform. It came in the afternoon ses- 
sion. No sooner had the Chairman rapped 
for order than the great contest of silver 
and gold men, which had been gathering 
force for months, was given inception. 

The Committee on Resolutions, which has 
been in star chamber session for nearly 
four hours, announced its readiness to re- 
port, and through its Chairman, Alexander 
Troup of New Haven, presented to the con- 
vention a platform, the body of which was 
unanimously recommended by the commit- 
tee, but which was prefaced by preambles 
sustained by the gold and silver factions, re- 
spectively. The silver preamble insisted 
upon a reaffirmation of the Chicago plat- 
form; the gold men demanded the elimina- 
tion of such reaffirmation, and declared for 
*“‘ Jeffersonian bimetallism.” 

Then followed a chain of extraordinary 
happenings. For four hours a debate was 
conducted which beggars description. Doz- 
ens of men were on their feet at a time, 
and Chairman Kennedy was kept almost 
continually busy in his efforts to preserve 
order. For the last two hours of the <e- 
bate, which was participated in by at least 
150 delegates, the convention was repeatedly 
in an uproar, and the delegates, jumping to 
their feet, shouted, gesticulated, and hurled 
invectives at each other until to the spec- 
tators the proceedings appeared a farce and 
were unanimously characterized as pitiful. 


Order Finally Restored. 


Upon several occasions the utter disinte- 
gration of the convention seemed possible, 
and it was only after the more conservative 
leaders had shouted themselves hoarse that 
a semblance of order was restored and the 


convention resumed the debate, only to be 
soon thrown into renewed pandemonium. 

For the gold men George M. Gunn of Mil- 
ford was the leading speaker, while of the 
more conservative silver men Alexander 
Troup, and Homer Cummings were the 
champions. The instigators of disorder were 
the more rabid delegates, and it required 
the combined efforts of Chairman and Sec- 
retaries, Committeemen, and leaders to 
bring order out of the chaos. 

Finally the convention itself became ex- 
asperated, and derisive cries for a vote 
were heard. At 6 o’clock a ballot was taken. 
It was by roll call, and occupied an hour. 
Many of the delegates had left in disgust 
or for other reasons, and out of an accred- 
ited convention of 579 deiegates 209 partici- 
pated in the ballot, and a motion to sub- 
stitute the silver minority platform for the 
gold majority platform was lost by a vote 
of 141 to 158, and the silver men had been 
routed by 17 votes. 

The entire majority platform of the gold 
men was then adopted by acclamation, 


MICHIGAN BANK FAILURE. 


Burr Oaks Business Interests Para- 
lyzed by the Parsons Assignment. 


NILES, Mich., Sept. 21.—The failure of the 
Parsons Bank at Burr Oaks has completely 
paralyzed the business interests of the place. 
The streets are crowded day and night by 
citizens and country people eager to learn 
the latest developments. 

President Parsons has conducted a bank 
in Burr Oaks for thirty-five years, and was 
considered one of the wealthiest men in 
Southwestern Michigan. His downfall is 
due to poor investments in property in Chi- 
cago and Salt Lake City, Utah. Four years 
ago Parsons was worth $100,000, and what 
he has done with this fortune will never be 
known for certain unless he tells, 

During the last four years he has done 
business on the Chicago Board of Trade, 
but he will not talk about it, and his closest 
friends believe that the bulk of his fortune, 
with the money of the depositors, amount- 
ing to nearly as much more, has all gone the 
same way. When the doors of his bank 
were closed only $200 was found in it. 

It is feared many of the business houses 
of the town will be forced to suspend be- 
cause of their funds being in the bank. 
Should such a crash come, the merchants 
declare, Parsons will not be safe in the 
town. 


Train Kills John Verrette. 


SUMMIT, N. J., Sept. 21.—John Verrette, 
owner of the Berkeley Heights Brick Yards,

Fall Opening 
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BRYAN’S CAMP A DISGRACE. 
Rigorous Measures Adopted by Col. 
Burnie and Major Harrison After 


a Visit of Inspection. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Sept. 21.—Monday 
Major Russell B. Harrison, son of the ex- 
President, and Lieut. Col. Rogers Burnie, 
Acting Inspector General, visited Pablo for 
the purpose of looking into the cause of the 


sickness there. They report having found 
Col. Bryan’s camp in a filthy condition. The 
kitchen sinks were filled to the brim with 
garbage and emitted a horrible stench, the 
kitchens were dirty, and the camp generally 
was in a deplorable state.

BRYAN WANTS FREEDOM. 


Journeys to Washington to Ask that 
the Third Nebraska Be Mus- 
tered Out. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—Col. William 
Jennings Bryan, Third Nebraska Volun- 
teers, reached Washington to-night from 
Jacksonville, Fla. Col. Bryan’s uniform 
looked as immaculate as if he had just 
stepped from a tailor’s establishment. 

“Col. Bryan, Jacksonville dispatches say 
that you are likely to resign your commis- 
sion.”’ was suggested to him. 

‘Really, I cannot discuss 
now.” he replied. : 

‘““Do you expect to meet Gov. Holcomb of 
Nebraska here? ”’ 

“IT do—ye3,”’ he replied. 

“Do you know whether 
yet?” 

This question was answered at the Metro- 
politan Hotel, to which Col. Bryan went 
directly. There he found awaiting him a 
telegram from Gov. Holcomb informing him 
that he would be here to-night or to-morow 
morning. 

Col, Bryan was asked whether it was*the 
intention of himself and the Governor to 
make an effort to have the Third Nebraska 
mustered out of the service, but he declined 
to say what his mission here was. He in- 
timated that he might have something to 
say before he returned to Jacksonville. In 
the corridors of the Metropolitan Hotel Col. 
Bryan was recognized by several acquaint- 
ances and received a cordial greeting. He 
registered simply as ‘“ W. J. Bryan, Lin- 
coln, Neb.”’ 

It is stated that an effort will be made 
to induce the War Department to muster 
out the Third Nebraska and that the ap- 
peal may be made directly to the President. 
It is the expectation of Col. Bryan, accord- 
ing to the report, that he and. Gov. Hol- 
comb will make their application to-mor- 
row. In the event of its not being complied 
with, 1t is thought te be likely that Col. 
Bryan may resign his commission as Colo- 
nel.

FIRE IN TRENTON PRISON.

MORESICK REACH MONTAUK | 


The Seguranca Arrives with a Dy- 
ing Yellow Fever. Patient 
from Santiago. 


THEN ORDERED TO THIS PORT 


The Transport Brings 35 Other Sick 
—The Mexico Also Arrives at 
Camp Wikoff with 18 Sick 
—More Troops Leave. 


MONTAUK, L. IL, Sept. 21.—There was a 
Stir in Camp Wikoff to-day, when it was 
noised about that the transport Seguranca 
had brought, among other sick from Santia- 
g0, a patient displaying the symptoms of a 
well-developed and unmistakable case of 
yellow fever, Prompt steps were taken to 
handle the case, and the men who came on 
the ship. The detention camp was re-ées- 
tablished and a big force of men’ was set 
to work by Gen. Wheeler getting things in 
shape. A place for the yellow fever patient 
was also making ready. Enlisted and hired 
men were ordered to construct a frame 
building. These preparations were well un- 
der way this afternoon, when the War De- 
partment decided not to unload’ the Segu- 
ranca here. Orders were received for her 
to put to sea in the morning at the latest 
and report at Quarantine, New York Har- 
bor. . 

The Seguranca came unexpectedly. There 
was another surprise when the Mexico 
steamed in a few hours later with more sick 
from Siboney and Santiago. When the Vigi- 
lancia came a couple of weeks ago the re- 
port that came by her was that she had 
brought the last of the sick. When_ the 
Seguranca came this morning her officers 
made a similar announcement. Four hours 
later the Mexico reported that she had 
brought the last of the sick. y 

There are no quarantine officials here 
now, Drs. Magruder and Kenyon having de- 
parted after the Vigilancia was last cleared, 
The Signal Corps has ceased to do duty 
as a ship news bureau, and therefore the 
arrival of the Seguranca to-day was un- 
heralded: When the vessel steamed into 
the bay there was a lot of wig-wagging be- 
tween the ship and the shore. Then a small 
boat put out from the Seguranca and a 
doctor came ashore and reported to Gen. 
Wheeler in person that there was a man 
on board down with yellow fever. A little 
later the doctor went back to his. ship. 
Meanwhile the Signal Corps had gotten the 
additional information that the ship hag on 
board forty men in good condition and*thir- 
ty-five sick. The yellow fever patient. was 
in instant danger of death. 

Eighteen Sick on the Mexico. 


Gen. Wheeler at once communicated with 
Washington and started the preparations 
for handling the ship’s load here. Mean- 
while the Mexico rounded the point and 
headed into the bay. She wig-wagged that 
she had on board seventy-six men of Troop 
M, Tenth Cavalry, and eighteen sick, none 
with contagious disease, and all likely to 
recover. She was told to anchor and re- 
main where she was. 

Gen. Wheeler asked if he should appoint 
a board of doctors to examine the ship, or 
if he should wait for a marine surgeon to 
arrive. ‘This afternoon the answer came 
to send both transports to New York Quar- 
antine. The work of preparation was at 
once stopped and the camp settled down 
to monotony again. 

Col. Greenleaf is to leave the camp and 
make a tour of the hospitals where sick 
soldiers are. His first visit will be to Bos- 
ton, and from there he will work down to 
New York and thence to Philadelphia. 
Surgeon Major Brown has left for Washilg- 
ton. 

The First Cavalry loaded its belongings, 
including its horses, upon the transports 
Mississippi and Manitoba this morning, and 
this afternoon was ferried over to New Lon- 
don, where it took train for Fort Ethan 
Allen, Vt. Battery E, First Artillery, start- 
ed to-day for Jefferson Barracks. ‘The Sec- 
ond, Sixth, and Tenth Cavalry have re- 
ceived orders to proceed at once to Hunts- 
ville. Every command here now has or- 
ders to move. 

The Shinnecock has relieved the hospital 
ef two hundred more sick, and the Red 
Cross went away this morning with fifteen. 


LIEUT. ROBERTS OF 71ST DEAD. 


Stricken with Pneumonia at Montauk 
While Recovering from Typhoid 
Fever—Promoted After San Juan. 


MONTAUK POINT, L. I., Sept. 21.—Lieut. 
Alfred J. Roberts of Company F, Seventy- 
first New York, died last night. He came 
here suffering from typhoid fever, and was 
recovering when stricken with pneumonia, 
the result of the chilling wind which blew 
here a few days ago. His young wife, who 
had been rejoicing over her husband’s re- 
every from typhoid, was with him when he 
‘died. 

Lieut. Roberts was formerly the Sergeant 
Major of the Seventy-first Regiment, with 
which organization he had been connected 
for over ten years. When orders came to 
mobilize part of the National Guard in this 
State he was attached to Gen. Roe’s head- 
quarters as chief clerk, but rejoined his 
regiment when it was ordered to Camp 
Black. He was promoted to Second Lieu- 
tenant after the battle of San Juan. He 
was married a few days before he was or- 
dered out.

SICK TROOPS AT SANTIAGO.

CHAPLAIN McINTYRE ILL. 
The Trial by Court-Martial for Criti- 
cising His Superior Officers 
May Be Postponed. 

PENVER, Col., Sept. 21.—Chaplain.J. P. 
McIntyre of the battleship Oregon has been 
stricken with nervous prostration, and the 
physician who is attending him says that 
he may be confined to his bed for some time. 


It is probable that the court-martial which 


has been ordered to convene in Denver next 
week for the trial of Chaplain McIntyré on 
the charge of having unfairly criticised the 
action of Admiral Sampson and Capt. Evans 
in the Santiago naval battle will be obliged 
to postpone proceedings for several weeks 
on account of the Chaplain’s illness. 

Mr. McIntyre says he has not been offi- 
cially notified of the nature of the charges 
against him or of the date of his trial, and 
this has seemed to worry him considerably. 
He is staying at the house of Thomas J. 
Dunn, a friend, in this city. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—The attention 
of Judge Advocate General Lemley being 
directed to the complaint of Chaplain McIn- 
tyre that he had not been informed of the 
charges upon which he is to be tried by 
court-martial at Denver on the 26th inst., 
the officer very promptly furnished the pa- 
pers in the case for publication. The Chap- 
lain is to be tricd upon three charges, all 
growing out of a lecture delivered by him 
in the Trinity Methodist Episcopal Church, 
Denver, Col., on Aug. 9 last, referring to the 
battle of July 3. 

The first charge is “ scandalous conduct 
tending to the destruction of good morals.” 
There are three specifications under this 
charge—in brief, that he referred to Admi- 
ral Sampson as reporting himself within 
four miles of the Colon when she struck 
her colors in order to get his share of the 
prize money; second, he charged that on 
the chase after the Colon the Oregon met 
the Iowa going to the rear and _ that 
“* Fighting Bob’ took the Iowa to the rear 
and kept her there during the battle”’; 
third, that Eastern-made ships failed to 
come up to expectations because the build- 
ers got their orders through political pull 
anid *‘didn’t care how much they cheated 
the Government.’’ ° 

The second charge is ‘‘ conduct to the 
prejudice of good order and*discipline.”’ It 
recites three specifications of the first 
charge with an additional one based on the 
Chaplain’s ‘‘ public and contemptuous ”’ ref- 
erence to Capt. Evans as ‘“ Fighting Bob.” 
The third charge is ‘‘ conduct unbecoming 
an officer of the navy ”’ and recites the same 
specifications. ‘ 


PRESIDENT SEES ROUGH RIDERS. 


Speaks with Enthusiasm of the Regi- 
ment and Its Officers. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—President Mc- 
Kinley to-day informally received a delega- 
tion of about a dozen members of the Roose- 
velt Rough Rider regiment. A. majority of 
the delegation are from New Mexico, and 
are en route home. They were all present- 
ed by Delegate Fergusson of that Territory, 
who stated that New Mexico had furnished 
four of the Captains and 440 of the men con- 
stituting the regiment. 

Each of the callers was presented indi- 
vidually to the President, who, after greet- 
ing them personally, talked with them and 
to them as a body in an informal manner. 
He spoke with earnest enthusiasm of the 
work of the regiment in the Santiago cam- 
paign, saying that he was pleased to have 
the opportunity on his own behalf and on 
behalf of the country at large to thank the 
regiment through the present delegation for 
the work it had done. 

The President also congratulated the sol- 
diers upon their good fortune in securing 
competent officers to lead them, and met 
with a hearty.response to all that he said 
abcut Col. Roosevelt and Gens, Wood and 
Young. 


ROUGH RIDERS’ HORSE SALE. 


Perry Tiffany Buys His Dead Brother's 
Animal—Increased Prices. 


There was a much larger crowd at the 
Stables of Fiss, Doerr & Carroll yesterday 
than on Tuesday to attend the sale of the 
Rough Ridess’ horses, and the prices were 
better and the bidding livelier. One hun- 
dred and fifty horses were disposed of by 
noon. 

The interesting feature of the morning 
was the purchase by Perry Tiffany of the 
horse ridden by his brother, Lieut. William 
Tiffany. Mr. Tiffany paid $45 for the horse, 
which was picked out from the bunch by a 
Rough Rider friend of the late officer. 

The average price paid yesterday up to 
noon was $45. Tuesday the prices averaged 
$30. The horses offered yesterday seemed to 
be of better stock. Among the bidders were 
several young men who wanted saddle 
horses. 

John McGinty of Troop D disposed of the 
mount used by Lieut. Devereaux to Charles 
Knoblach of the Stock Exchange for $30. 
Trooper McGinty has Still in his, keeping 
Major Jenkins’s horse, which he says he is 
anxious to dispose of to any person willing 
to meet his demand. The sale will be con- 
tinued this morning at Y o’clock. 


THE EVACUATION OF CUBA. 


Matters Pertaining Thereto Discussed 
by Colonial Cabinet in Havana—Con- 
sulted by Home Government. 


HAVANA, Sept. 21.—Yesterday evening 
the Colonial Cabinet held a session, pre- 
sided over by Capt. Gen. Blanco, to treat 
of matters pertaining to the evacuation of 
the island, and to examine into and approve 
of the decisions of the supreme Govern- 
ment in answer to questions which will 
arise at the Paris Peace Conference. 

The Colonial Government’s judgment and 
opinion will extend to matters of grave im- 
port, such as the administration of justice, 
civil rights, citizenship rights, international 
relations, territorial rights, the public debt, 
and internal debt of the colony, university 
and professional titles, industrial and intel- 
lectual rights, liberty of the army, com- 
merce and tariff reguiations, and other sub- 
jects equally vital. 

The Colonial Cabinet has been furnished 
with a list of the questions which’ will arise 
and the answers to be given, as decided 
upon at Madrid, and its advice was solicit- 
ed on those different points, and it is un- 
derstood the answers are fully approved 
by it. 

Important documents will be taken to 
Paris by Dr. Congosto, Secretary General 
of Cuba, who will sail for Europe via New 
York on Saturday next. 

The American Commissioners have not 
yet answered the communication sent them 
regarding the evacuation of the island by 
the Spanish C6mmission. Admiral Samp- 
son, when approached on the subject of the 
date for the final evacuation proposed by 
the Spaniards and asked whether it was true 
that objection would be made to the em- 
barkation of the Spanish troops taking until 
the end of February, and whether a protest 
or any answer had been made to the note of 
the Spanish Commissioners, replied that he 
knew nothing about the matter. 

Robert P. Porter, who is in Cuba on a 
special mission from the United States Gov- 
ernment in relation to the financial and 
economic aspects of the situation, intends 
to visit Trinidad before returning home. 
Since leaving Havana for Cienfuegos the 
week before last Mr. Porter has been as- 
siduously gathering material for a full re- 
port to President McKinley relating to tar- 
iff regulations, port charges, internal tax- 
ation, and other sources of income of the 
island. 


GREAT DISTRESS AT MATANZAS, 


HAVANA, Sept. 21.—Advices from Ma- 
tanzas state that between the Ist of Janu- 
ary and Sept. 15 there were reported 
311 births and 3,901 deaths. Of the latter 
80 per cent. were due to hunger and. dis- 
tress. 

These advices also report that the body 
of a white man who had died from hunger 
was found lying in San Sebastian Street, 
opposite the Matanzas Railway Station, yes- 
terday, and that up to 9 o’clock this morn- 
ing it had not been removed. 

The conditions at Matanzas continue de- 
plorable. The announcement is made that 
the Matanzas Railway Company will soon 
rebuild jts stations at Gelpi, Rab=l, Baro, 
Carrilo, Pedroso, Crimea, and Murga, which 
were destroyed during the war, and that, 
beginning Oct. 1, it intends to run two 
trains daily from each end of the line, thus 
resuming the operation of the road as it was 
befcre the war. 


Gen. Garcia to Visit Us, 


WASHINGTON Sept. 21.—It is expected 
by members of the Cuban delegation here 
that Gen. Calixto Garcia, second in com- 
mand of the Cuban forces during the war, 
will come to this country in the course of 


the next two weeks, visiting New York, 
Baltimore, and Washington. His coming is 
anticipated with much interest, in view of 
the prominent part he took in the military 
operations around Santiago, and the unfor- 
tunate clash between him and Gen, Shafter 
following the surrender of the city. 


vera’s Sortie and Our New Battle- 
ships—The Transport Question. 


WASHINGTON, Sept, 21.—Capt. Alfred 
Paget, British naval attaché assigned to ob- 
serve operations during the recent campaign 
in the West Indies, is engaged here in as- 
sembiing the !arge mass of material gath- 
-ered in Cuba, and in supplementing this 
with the official data now being supplied by 
the Navy Department. He will spend most 
of the Fall in getting together the material 
for his report to the British Admiralty, 
which will be an exhaustive treatment of 
the naval branch of the campaign, with con- 
siderable attention to the military branch, 
owing to the joint operation of the two 


branches during several stagas of the war, 
and particularly in the siege of Santiago. 

Speaking informally to-day of some of his 
observations, Capt. Paget said it had been 
shown quite clearly that the naval branch 
of the service should have complete control 
of all army transportation by sea. He points 
out that this is the practice the world over. 
In the British service all transports are 
under the control of the Admiralty. 

When troops are to be shipped the war 
officials make known to the Admiralty the 
number of men in the expedition, the divis- 
ions into infantry, cavairy, and artillery, 
and the various requirements of the several 
divisions. It then becomes the duty of the 
naval branch to provide the’ transports, 
carry the troops, keeping the several di- 
visions distinct and with tneir proper equip- 
ment, and provide all supplies required for 
the trip. 

A navabhfiicer, usually a Lieutenant Com- 
mander the retired list, is placed in 
command of each transport, it being impos- 
sible to secure proper service from mer- 
chant Captains. The naval branch also con- 
ducts all loading and unloading of troops 
and supplies, this being a branch in which 
naval officials are well versed. It is not 
until the troops are on land that the army 
authorities assume direction of affairs. — 

This practice, in general operation with 
all large countries, particularly those hav- 
ing colonial possessions, could be adopted 
with advantage by this country, in Capt. 
Paget’s opinion, as much of the confusion in 
the transpcertation and landing of the army 
and supplies was due to the inexperience of 
the merchant Captains of transports and 
to the direction of all transportation by the 
army rather than by the navy. 

Capt. Paget’s report will devote much at- 
tention to the destruction of Admiral Cer- 
vera’s fleet, as this was the main ndval 
incident of the war. He is securing from 
the Navy Department complete reports of 
the gunnery of the American ships, with a 
view of showing the :mportance of “the 
man behind the gun.”’ Capt. Paget’s per- 
sonal view is that Admiral Cervera’s sortie 
was a most foolhardy venture, which can- 
not be justified by naval standards, even 
though ordered by the Admiral’s superiors. 

According to Capt. Paget’s view, the most 
effective use Admiral Cervera could have 
made of his squadron was to have disman- 
tled the ships of all ‘the lighter guns, par- 
ticularly the quick-fires, and turned over 
guns and men to Gen, Toral for use in de- 
fending the city. These quick-fire guns, 
some hundred or more, distributed along the 
intrenchmenits and handled by the trained 
men of the squadron, would have been able 
to sustain a deadly fire on the American 
advance. Capt. Paget expresses the belief 
that such a move would have made Santiago 
practically impregnable. He has no doubt 
starvation and disease would have broken 
down the Spanish defense in time, but Cer- 
vera’s guns could have held the town from 
a defeat py assault. 

In case of a sortie from the harbor, Capt. 
Paget shares the view of American naval 
officers, that the sortie should have been 
made at night. If attempted in daylight, 
the Spanish ships should have directed their 
attention to the American transports, as 
they furnished a vulnerable point, where 
great havoc could have been wrought. In 
any event, whether our transports or war- 
ships were attacked, Capt. Paget maintains 
that the Spanish policy should have been 
to rush at our ships, taking them unawares 
before steam could be got up, and taking the 
risk of loss so long as some damage was in- 
flicted. Had this plan been adopted he 
thinks it might have resulted in tne ram- 
ming and sinking of one or more of our 
ships. 

Capt. Paget speaks highly of our new bat- 
tleships and cruisers, particularly those 
now on the stocks, which he has examined 
eritically through the plans and specifica- 
tions. He says foreign naval experts long 
ago recognized that first-class warships 
could be built in the United States, although 
he does not admit that our ships yet excel, 
or even equal, those of British build. 

In this connection a prominent American 
naval officer recently told Capt. Paget that 
the new cruiser New Orleans, bought in 
England during iue early stages of the war, 
was a revelation to the authorities here 
so far as her guns and armament are con- 
cerned. 


WATSON COMING TO NEW YORK. 


Sailed from Guantanamo for This Port 
on Tuesday—Still Working on 
the Maria Teresa. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—The Navy De- 
partment has been informed by Capt. Good- 
rich of the Newark at Guantanamo that 
Commodore Watson sailed yesterday from 
that place for New York, turning over the 


command of the naval ships on the station 
to Capt. Goodrich. 

The Captain says that the Spanish cruiser 
Maria Teresa, on which the wreckers are 
working, did not come off yesterday, as was 
expected, but that she surely will be raised 
successfully. 

No word has come to the Navy Depart- 
ment of late respecting the result of Con- 
structor Hobson's efforts to float the Colon, 
and some apprehension is expressed that 
the ship will. go to pieces in the heavy 
weather that is now due along the south 
coast of Cuba. 


ACCIDENT TO THE FARRAGUT. 


Official Report of the Damage to the 
Torpedo Boat at San Francisco, 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—The Navy De- 
partment has received the following dis- 
patch, dated yesterday, from Constructor 


Snow, relating to an accident to the tor- 
pedo boat Farragut being constructed at 
San Francisco: 

“Farragut went out this morning with 
trial board. When running about 28 knots 
the outer plate starboar side on frame 
space, just abaft after strut ripped on two 
lines at right angle, The point was bent 
outward after making a triangular rent. 
After storeroom flooded. Strut and con- 
nection not disturbed. Probably docked to- 
morrow.”’ 


Amphitrite’s Machinery Not Injured. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—Capt. Charles 
J. Barclay of the Amphitrite was at the 
Navy Department to-day and was greatly 
surprised to hear that she had been towed 


by the Yosemite on account of her machin- 
ery breaking down. This, he said, was en- 
tirely a mistake. The Amphitrite came up 
from the Gulf under her own steam, and 
she was in tow of the Yosemite merely to 
enable her to make a greater speed. She 
will probably be sent to the Boston Navy 
Yard for the overhaul which the machin- 
ery of all the vessels is getting after their 
long stay in the Gulf. 


EXTORTION AT ST. THOMAS. 


American Warships Not to Visit the 
Danish West Indian Port, 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—The Navy De- 
partment has not seen the end of the com- 
plications resulting from the refusal of the 
Equipment Bureau to accept at extortionate 
prices a heavy consignment of coal pur- 


chased at St. Thomas, Danish West Indies, 
during the war. 

It was said that United States Consul 
Van Horne had pledged the Government to 
take this coal from a local merchant, and 
as his draft had been allowed to go to pro- 
test, the naval pay officers on United States 
ships in the West Indies are feeling the 
effects in the refusal by native merchants 
to accept their drafts, causing them much 
embarrassment. 

It is reported at the department that at 
St. Thomas the merchants seem leagued to- 
gether to extort double prices for all goods 
and supplies furnished to the United States 
warships, and the department is about to 
meet this conduct by keeping our ships 
strictly away from ‘the inhospitable port. 


A New Convalescent Home. 


The Hunter’s Island Mansion, which in 
times of peace has done duty as a holiday 
house for the children known as the Little 


Mothers, yesterday was changed into a con- 
valescent home for the Eighth New York 
Volunteers.. These svuldiers have been the 
guests of Miss MacVicar of Pelham Manor 
during the vacation.of her school, but not 
being sufficiently recovered to return to 
their regiment they have become the guests 
of the Little Mothers Aid Association. The 
children who would have spent the next few 
weeks at the mansion will be otherwise 
taken care of and provided with amusement. 


Alleged Inhuman Treatment in the 
Philippines Brought to the War De- 
partment’s Attention for Actiin. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—Mgr. Martin- 
elli, the Apostolic Delegate in Washington, 
yesterday received a cablegram from Car- 
dinal Rampolla, Secretary of the Vatican, 
informing him that the Bishop of New Se- 
govia, Philippine Islands, and several Cath- 
olic priests had been arrested by the insur- 
gents, and were imprisoned and being bru- 
tally treated by their captors. Cardinal 
Rampolla directed Mgr. Martinelli to lay 
the case before the War Department, with 
a request that some action, if possible, be 
taken to protect the prisoners from harm. 

Mgr. Martinelli presented the facts as. 
communicated to him to Acting Secretary’ 
of War Meiklejohn, and urged that the da- 


partment communicate with Gen. Otis, in 
command of the American forces at Manila, 
with a view of affording relief to the cap- 
tured priests. . 

In compliance with the request, Secretary 
Meikeljohn directed that Gen. Otis be in- 
formed of the situation of the priests and 
asked to protect them from bad treatment 
if they were within his jurisdiction. Adjt. 
Gen. Corbin sent the following cablegram 


to Gen. Otis: 
Washington, Sept. 20, 1898. 
Gen. Otis, Manila: 

Secretary Vatican advises Bishops and 
priests of New Segovia, captured by insur- 
gents and brutally treated. If under control 
of your forces protect from inhuman treat- 
ment. 

By order Secretary of War. 

N. C. CORBIN, Adjutant General. , 


In response to this order Gen. Otis cabled 
the department to-day as follows: 


Manila, Sept. 21, 1898. 
Adjutant General, Washington. 

Believe reports of extent of brutality to 
Spanish prisoners exaggerated. Will send 
officer to investigate, which will require 
several days. New Segovia bishopric 100 
miles distant. OTIS, Commanding. 

The information contained in Gen. Otis’s 
dispatch was communicated to Mgr. Mar- 
tinelli. A further report upon the matter 
Berwected by the department from Gen. 


PAYMASYVERS KEPT AT MANILA. 


An Order Reealling Three of Them 
Has Been Revoked. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—A few days ago 
orders were issued directing the return to 
San Francisco from Manila of three Pay- 
masters, as it was thought they were not 
needed in the Philippines longer. The order 
was revoked to-day, upon the receipt of a 


telegram from Gen. Otis, saying that the 
men could not be spared. He said that four 
of the Paymasters in Manila were employed 
in duties outside of the regular duties of 
paying troops. 

Major Whipple, Chief Paymaster, was 
Auditor of the Gorporation of Manila; Major 
Kekkiher was Provost Marshal and in 
charge of finances; Major Lord was in 
charge of the Customs of Manila, and Major 
Kilbourne was employed in another finan- 
cial capacity. »-This made it impossible to 
send the three Paymasters home as first 
determined. 

ARRIVES IN SPAIN. 


AUGUSTIN 


The Former Governor General of the 
Philippines at Home. 


MADRID, Sept. 21.—Gen. Augustin, the 
former Captain General of the Philippine 
Islands, has arrived at Vitoria, capital of 


the Spanish Province of Alava, about thirty 
miles south of Bilbao. It is announced that 
he looks ill and is reticent concerning the 
recent happenings ‘at Manila. 

The General, however, admitted that he 
contemplated surrendering before the capit- 
ulation actually took place. He also praised 
the army eloquently and expressed the hope 
that the Supreme Court would pass judg- 
ment on his conduct 


LUZON NOT YET SURRENDERED. 


Reports that the Entire Island Had 
Fallen Is Now Denied. 


MANILA, Sept. 21.—The report that the 
last Spanish garrison in the Isiand of Luzon 
had surrendered is premature. The Span- 
iards still hold seven seaports in Albay 
Province, the principal hemp district. The 


disturbances have already resulted in a 
diminution of the output of Albay hemp by 
250,000 bales, compared with last year’s fig- 
ures. Further fighting seems imminent, and 
unless peace is concluded, the shortage will 
be doubled. 


MORE SAILORS FOR DEWEY. 


Four Hundred Will Take the Places of 
Retiring Seamen, 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—The Navy De- 
partment has ordered 400 sailors to be sent 
to Admiral Dewey’s squadron at Manila. 
The men will be sent from San Francisco 


on a merchant steamer. It is the purpose 
of the department to gather most of the 
men from the Pacific Coast, but orders 
have been given to Lieut. Commander Vail, 
in charge of the permanent naval recruiting 
station in Chicago, to recruit 110 of the 
Sailors there. 

This detail does not amount to a rein- 
forcement of the forces at Manila, for the 
men are to take the place of sailors whose 
terms of service have expired. 


CHARGES AGAINST GEN. OTIS. 


Plans of an Alleged Organization of 
Friends of Soldiers Who Died 
at Camp Merritt. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Sept. 21.—C. W. Met- 
calf, living at 50 Linwood Street, this city, 
whose son, Burton Metcalf, died recently 
in San Francisco of typhoid-pneumonia con- 
tracted while at Camp Merritt as a member 
of the United Siates regulars, will take 
steps to have charges preferred against 
Gen. Otis, now with the American forces in 
the Philippines. Mr. Metcalf said to-day: 


‘““T am a member of an organization made 
up of people all over the country who have 
lost relatives or friends who had enlisted 
in the regular army for service in the 
Philippines. These men died through ex- 
posure on that pestilential spot known as 
Camp Merritt. Each member of this or- 
ganization will bring pressure to bear on 
his Congressman to have charges preferred 
against Gen. Otis, who located the camp. 
The organization is large and influential, 
and I believe it will be able to accomplish 
the object for which it was formed.”’ 

Mr. Metcalf recently returned from San 
Francisco, where he went to bring home the 
body of his son. He states that he in- 
vestigated the conditions at Camp Merritt, 
and that. a more unhealthful spot for a 
camp could not have been found on the 
Pacific Coast. 


THE LINSEED OIL TRUST. 


Assets Said to be $6,000,000 Over All 
Liabilities. 


ST. LOUIS, Sept. 21.—The agreement 
adopted last night at a meeting of stock- 
holders in this city of the National Linseed 
Oil Company, and made public to-day, re- 
quires that the stock held by each shall be 
deposited with the committee appointed to 
investigate the affairs of the company and 
protect the rights of St. Louis stockholders. 
President Euston, in an interview, said to- 


day: 
““] stated in the meeting that the asseta 


of the company at present amounted to at 
least $6,000,000 over and above liabilities of 
all kinds. Of the company’s present cap- 
italization of $18,000,000, $6,000,000 repre- 
sents money actually put in, an& $12,000,000 


represents good will. The purpose of the 
reorganization movement is to replace bor- 
rowed money with capital. We expect to 
enlist $6,000, of new capital. I think you 
will find that the capital stock will be re- 
duced to $15,000,000. The voreferred stock 
will represent money actually put in, and 
the common stock will be based on a*fair 
valuation’ of the present assets, with a small 
allowance for good will. Probably $6,000,- 
000 of preferred stock and $9,000,000 of com- 
mon stock will be issued. 

“The necessary money is ready in the 
East. After the reorganization the outstand- 
ing bonds will be taken up. ‘The company’s 
bonded indebtedness is $1,500,000, -and the 
amount borrowed by the company outside 
of the bonded debt is $3,500,000. This is rep- 
resented by book accounts, cash, material, 
and finished products. These nearty cover 
the indébtedness. With a ‘slight rise in 
prices they will more than cover it.”

SPANIARDS QUIT PUERTO RICO. 


Captain General Macias Shakes Hands 
with Departing Soldiers—Six More 
Towns to be Given Up. 


SAN JUAN, Island of Puerto Rico, Sept. 
20.—The repatriation of the Spanish soldiers 
began to-day. Four hundred men, of whom 
two hundred were sick and two hundred 
belonged to the Engineer Corps, sailed for 
Spain on board the French steamer Cha- 
teau Lafite. Eight hundred infantrty, be- 
longing to the Asturias Regiment, will sail 
to-morrow on board the steamer San Fran- 
cisco. 

The water front was crowded with thou- 
sands of people when the Spanish Engin- 
eers, to the music of the Spanish quickstep, 


marched down to the wharf, where they 
were received by Capt. Gen. Macias and 
Gen. Ortega. The Captain General did not 
make a speech, but he shook hands with the 
officers and men. There was no demon- 
Stration made by the people. 

Some Spanish field pieces are already on 
board the San Francisco, but a question has 
arisen in the commission concerning the 
disposition of some of the guns, and it was 
not settled when this dispatch was filed. 

The Captain General to-day gave notice 
to the Spanish troops to retire from Aibon- 
ito, Barranquitas, and Barros on Sunday, 
and from Humacao, Guamani, and Cayoy 
on Monday. Our troops will move up and 
occupy these towns so soon as they are 
evacuated, and the Spanish troops in posi- 
tion near the capital will enter the city in 
order to be ready to embark on the arrival 
of the transports here. 

The residents of Puerto Rico and some of 
the Americans are alarmed because the 
Spanish ships returning from Cuba stop at 
this port. They believe there is danger of 
the introduction of yellow fever into the 
island from the Spanish steamer City of 
Cadiz, as some of the men sick on board of 
her were too ‘ll to proceed, and were 
brought ashore. Our Commissioners will 
protest if there is a repetition of this. 

The volunteers have now all been disband- 
ed, and the Spanish soldiers are engaged in 
dismantling the armories and barracks and 
in boxing the guns and ammunition. They 
are rejoicing over the prcspect of an early 
return to tneir homes. 

Rear Admiral Schley has refused to pur- 
chase the coal stored here, and it may be 
— for the use of the United States 
Army. 


TROOPS IN PUERTO RICO. 


The President May Recall Pennsylva- 
nia Soldiers and Substitute Others. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—Representa- 
tives Stone and Ferris were among the 
President’s callers to-day. Mr. Ferris talked 


with him briefly concerning the conduct of 
the approaching campaign, while Mr. 
Stone’s visit was devoted to an effort to 
have the Pennsylvania troops at present in 
the field in Puerto Rico recalled and others 
substituted in their places. The. President 
promised to give attention to the request. 
Those who talked with the President say 
that the general subject of recall of Puerto 
Rican troops is giving him some concern, as 
is also the question of the discharge of in- 
dividual soldiers in this and other depart- 
ments of the army. Many applications are 
daily made for such discharges and to some 
of them the President gives personal atten- 
tion. He has laid down no general rule for 
conduct in such matters, but allows the cir- 
cumstances in each case to control, 


MAY WITHDRAW M. CAMBON. 


It Is Reported from Paris that the Am- 
bassador May Leave Washing- 


ton for Vienna. 


PARIS, Sept. 21.—The Echo de Paris says 
M. Jules Cambon, the French Ambassador 
at Washington, is to be transferred to 
Vienna. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—The report 
from Paris that Ambassador Cambon would 
be transferred to Vienna is not credited 
at the French Embassy here. At the same 
time, while a transfer to this particular 
post is said to be improbable, the opinion 
is growing in well-posted diplomatic quar- 
ters that M. Cambon will before long take 
one of the European missions of the rank of 
Rome, Madrid, or Constantinople. 

The personal preferences of the Ambas- 
sador are toward remaining In Washington, 
as his stay here has been most congenial 
and his service conspicuous, including the 
negotiation of the first and only reciprocity 
treaty under the Dingley law and the con- 
duct of the delicate negotiations leading up 
to the conclusion of our peace with Spain. 
It is rather doubtful, however, whether the 
Ambassador will wish to bring Mme. Cam- 
bon and his young daughter across the 
water. Their associations are all on the other 
side, and for these personal reasons M. Cam- 
bon may find it more agreeable to take a 
European post rather than continue at 
Washington. : 

It is the general wish among the officials 
of the State Department and _ throughout 
the Diplomatic Corps that M. Cambon will 
return to Washington and complete his 
term of service, after his coming trip to 
Paris. He received to-day his congé, or 
leave, and made arrangements to sail by 
the French Line on Oct. 1. 


M. P. Cambon’s Change of Post. 
PARIS, Sept. 21.—It is officially an- 
nounced that M. P. Cambon, the French 
Ambassador at Constantinople, has been 


transferred to the French Embassy at Lon- 
don, succeeding Baron de Courcel. 


PROMOTIONS FOR GALLANTRY. 


Honors Designed for Officers About to 
be Mustered Out. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—The President 
is considering the matter of six or seven 
promotions that are to be made for gallant 


and efficient services in the Santiago and 
Puerto Rican campaigns. These promo- 
tions will be announced in a few days. It 
is probable, however, that they will be 
honorary, and the officers receiving them 
will be likely to be mustered out very soon 
after the promotions are made, 

In mustering out general and staff officers 
some of the regular army officers who have 
been promoted in the volunteer service will 
be mustered out as volunteers and returned 
to their regiments and former rank. Most 
of those to be mustered out, however, will 
be from the number appointed from civil 
life, as the regular army Officers will be 
needed in the garrison duty yet to be done 


by the troops. 


MEXICO IS ADVANCING. 


Internal Development, New Railroads, 
and Thorough Sanitation, 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 21.—Private ad- 
vices received in this city are to the effect 


that extensive improvements are contem- 
plated in the City of Mexico. Pierson & 
Sons, the English contractors, have leased 
the Tehuantepec Railway and will recon- 
struct ami rebuild the entire roadbed. The 
Government will make improvements at 
Coatzacoalcos, on the Atlantic side of the 
isthmus by dredging out the bar and making 
a harbor suitable for the largest ocean 
steamers afloat. : 

Six million dollars will be expended in this 
work. The contract has been let to sewer 
the entire City of Mexico by the Sanitation 
Board to a firm. of French contractors, 
Messrs. Vezin & Letellier of Paris, France, 
representing French capitalists. The sew- 
erage system must be complete within four 
years from the date of the contract.

WAR A MISTAKE, RIOS SAYS. 


President of the Spanish Peace Com- 
mission Declares that All Par- 
ties Were Responsible. 


MADRID, Sept. 21.—Sefior Montero Rios, 
President of the Senate and President of the 
Spanish Peace Commission, in an interview, 
published to-day, is quoted as saying: 

“It is a painful spectacle to see politi- 
cians on all sides trying to throw on each 
other the blame for disasters the responsi- 
bility for which rested on all parties. I, 
personally, have always favored autonomy 
for Cuba, Spain being unable to forcibly 
maintain her sovereignty at such great dis- 
tance, 

“It is useless to speak of our disasters. 
Has not the country accused all our Gov- 
ernments of exhibiting too much weakness 
toward the United States? What Spain 
wanted was a man ready to sacrifice him- 
self, and who recognized the impossibility 
of war with a powerful nation, especially 
after years of useless conflicts with insur- 
gents.” 

The Spanish Government has decided upon 
the remuneration whicn the Peace Com- 
missioners of Spain will receive for their 
services while at Paris. ‘The President of 
the commission, Sefior Montero Rios, will 
receive 12,000f. monthly and expenses, and 
each of the Commissioners will receive 
8,000f. per month and expenses. 

El Liberal says the Peace Commission. will 
be allowed wide latitude in arranging ‘the 
terms of peace. 

The newspapers indicate that little inte- 
rest is being taken in the affair. 


CERVERA REACHES SPAIN. 


The City of Rome at Santander—Crowd 
Cheers for the Admiral. 


SANTANDER, Spain, Sept. 21.—The An- 
chor Line steamer City of Rome, chartered 
by Admiral Cervera to transport to Spain 
the Spanish sailors captured at the battle 
of Santiago, who were recently released by 
the United States authorities, arrived here 
to-day from Portsmouth, N, H. 

Capt. Eulate, the former. commander of 
the Spanish cruiser Vizcaya, and other 
officers landed. <A crowd, believing Ad- 
miral Cervera was among the party, fol- 
lowed the officers and cheered for him. 

Capt. Eulate refused to. make any state- 
ment for publication, declaring he reserved 
what he had. to say for the court-martial. 

Later Admiral Cervera came ashore and 
dispatched a telegram to the Queen Regent, 
after which he started on his way to the 
capital, 


Rothschilds to Loan Spain £5,000,000. 


LONDON, Sept. 22.—The Daily Mail this 
morning says the Rothschilds will loan 
Spain £4,000,000 or £5,000,000 on the security 
of Almadeu quick-silver mines when the 
treaty of peace shall have been signed, 


Decree Suspending Montojo Signed. 


MADRID, Sept. 21.—The Queen Regent 
has signed the decree suspending Admiral 
Montojo and granting pardon to convicts 
who fought. as volunteers in the war with 
the United States. 


NEW YORKERS AT CAMP MEADE. 


Typhoid Fever in the Regiments Sent 
from Camp Black. 


CAMP MEADE, Middletown, Penn., Sept. 
21.—William M. Brown, cook for Company 
C, Two Hundred and First New York, died 
to-day of typhoid fever. He enlisted in New 
York City, and his body will be sent there 
for burial. 

There are still over 100 typhoid fever pa- 
tients in the division hospitals, and they will 
be taken away to city hospitals as fast as 
they are able to be moved. Major Joseph 
K. Weaver, Surgeon in charge of the sec- 
ond division hospital, says the health con- 
ditions are much improved. There is very 
little sickness in camp outside of the two 
New York regiments, which arrived recent- 
ly from Camp Black. 

The Two Hundred and Second New York 
is the only regiment in camp that has not 
been paid for August. The New Yorkers’ 
pay rolls are badly mixed, and if they are 
not soon straightened out the men will not 
be paid before October. Lieut. Peitch of 
Company B of this regiment has resigned. 

The Two Hundred and First New York 
expects to be sent to Cuba for garrison 
duty early in October. 


President's Western Trip Postponed. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—The President 
has decided to postpone his departure for 
the West until the second week in October, 
giving himself only time to reach Omaha 
by the 12th. This is a change from the 
original programme, which contemplated 
an earlier start and a visit to other places 
before arriving at Omaha. He has received 
invitations to many other points while on 
his tour, but so far has definitely decided 
only to go to Omaha on the 12th and to 
Chicago on the 17th. He was to-day invited 
to St. Paul and Minneapolis, but deferred 
a definite answer,

CUBANS INSULT SPANIARDS. 


Serious Disturbances in Public Places 


of Havana Becoming Very 
Frequent. 

HAVANA, Sept. 19.—Disturbances in pub- 
lic places between Cubans and Spaniards are 
becoming frequent. The Cubans are assum- 
ing an insolent and abusive manner in their 


treatment of the Spaniards, whom they lose ; 


no opportunity of openly referring to as 
vanquished. Many of them wear miniature 
Cuban flags, 
upon the Spanish officers as does a red rag 
upon a bull. 

Yesterday evening a serious disturbance 
pecurred in a café on San Lazare Street, 
which several Cubans adorned with these 
emblems entered. The saloon was filled with 
Spanish officers, some in uniform and some 
in civilian dress. The Cubans at once be- 
gan abusing and insuiting. the Spaniards, 
comparing their quiet behavior to the cow- 
ardice of a whipped cur. Their remarks 
were resented by several of the officers 
present, who administered a sound thrash- 
ing to the indiscreet Cubans, 

In consequence of these disorders Military 
Governor Arolas has issued a general order 
making it obligatory upon every officer to 
wear his uniform and carry arms in public, 
whether on duty or not, in order to avoid 
mistakes as to identity. 

Yesterday afternoon two boats rowed 
across the bay toward the transport Reso- 
lute. One was occupied by Cubans from 
Regla, among whom was the well-known 
insurgent chief: Rodriguez. The other was 
filled with Spanish pleasure seekers, The 
boat in which the Cubans were drew along- 
side the other and the occupants began 
taunting end jeering ai the Spaniards, who 
answered back. 

When the boats were close to the Reso- 
lute Rodriguez took up an oar and. struck 
one of the Spaniards on the head with it, 
inflicting painful wounds, One of the lat- 
ter’s companions jumped into the Cuban 
boat, sprang upon Rodriguez, and bit his 
nose off. The fight became general, and 
several of the participants were slightly 
wounded. 

When the men had been separated the 
boats rowed away in different directions, 
but both finally landed their bruised and 
weunded occupants at Regla. No arrests 
were made. 

This afternoon a_serious quarrel took place 
at the door of the university between Prof. 
Lezzano, a Cuban, and Lieut. Col. Bene- 
dicto of the Spanish Army, who killed. the 
young Cuban General, Aranduren, The ex- 
cuse for the quarrel was a dispute as to 
which of the two men should get off the 
sidewalk in order to allow the other to 
pass, the Havana sidewalks only aliowing 
one pedestrian to pass at a time, but the 
real motives are believed to have been 
deeper. The professor and the officer ex- 
changed several blows before they were sep- 
arated by friends and passers-by. It is 
understood that seconds have been sent to 
the officer by the professor. 

These disturbances are looked upon as 
having political color, as they always oc- 
cur befween Spaniards and Cubans. The 
city is heavily ,patrolled,, but. disturbances 
of a like nature are frequent in the sub- 
urbs. . 

At midday on Sunday last, while a game 
of monte was going on in a café at Regla, 


the lone star of which acts j 


just across the bay, two soldiers burst into 
the room with drawn swords, putting the 
terror-stricken players to flight and pocket- 
ing all the money on the table. They were 
hotly pursued by the _sentries on guard, 
who exchanged several shots with them, 
but failed to capture the offenders. 

Disturbances in gembling houses are of 
frequent occurrence, these places being ex- 
tensively patronized. 


Death of Private McDonough. 


NEWARK, N. J., Sept. 21.—The body of 
Private William McDonough of Company M, 
Fourteenth Regiment, New York, who died 
in the Brooklyn City Hospital yesterday, 
was brought to the home of his sister in 
this city to-day. McDonough was twenty 
years cold. He was stricken with malaria at 
Chickamauga, but he believed to the last 
that he would recover, and positively re- 
fused to disclose the address of his rela- 
tives, saying that it would worry thew to 
know that he was ill. The first the family 
knew of his death was when a Sergeant of 
Company M appeared at the home this 
morning with the body. The funeral will be 
held to-morrow morning from 8t. Joseph's 
Church. 


The Berlin Sails for Santiago. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—A dispatch was 
received at the War Department this even- 
ing from Col. Kimball, Depot Quartermas- 
ter in New York, announcing the sailing of 
the transport Berlin for Santiago. Accord- 


ing to the dispatch the Berlin sailed at 4 
o’clock with the following persons aboard: 
Fourteen acting Assistant Surgeons, two 
Red Cross nurses, forty-sis contract nurses, 
five enlisted men, two postal clerks, sixteen 
passengers, and twenty-eight hospital corps 
men. 


Funeral of Sergt, Borton. 


The funeral of Sergt. Alfred M. Borton 
of the Fourteenth Regiment, who died at 
Anniston, Ala.. on Sept. 18, was held last 
night at his late home, 189 Ryerson Street, 
Brooklyn. The services were conducted by 
the Rey Mr. Donohue of St. Mary’s Prot- 


estant Episcopal Church. Sergt. Borton, 
who was twenty-two years old, enlisted as 
hospital steward in the Fourteenth Regi- 
ment at Camp Black. 


Musician Dead.

GEORGE J. GOULD AT HOME 
The Young Financier Returns from 


Europe with Roseate Views 
of Business. 


ELEVATED ROADS ALL RIGHT 


He Is Ready to Equip Manhattan with 
Electricity as Soon as He Can Find 
the Right Thing — Will Not 
Build a Racing Yacht. 


George J. Gould, who, with his family, 
has been abroad for the past three months, 
stepped ashore from the steamship Teutonic 
last night full of enthusiasm for his native 
land, and confident that a period of extra- 
ordinary business prosperity is at hand. 

“T am glad to get home,” he said, “ al- 
though we have enjoyed a very pleasant 
trip. I have paid but little attention to 
business, so far as my own affairs are con- 
cerned, while on the other side, but the 
signs of approaching prosperity have been 
too palpable to escape notice. 

“American manufactures are making 
great headway in Europe. The increasing 
demand abroad for our products of itself is 
a strong assurance of a speedy and steady 
increase in business activity at home, In 
almost every field the American-made ar- 
ticle is competing successfully with the for- 
eign-made. I was surprised to find that 
bicycles manufactured in the United States 
are commanding the highest prices, not only 
in England, but in France and Germany as 
well. The American wheel is actually be- 
coming the favorite with a large class of 
foreign riders. Another interesting fact 
that I noted was that the best and most ex- 
persive automobiles on sale in France are 
of American make. In many other things 
American manufacturers are working their 
way into European markets, and are build- 
ing up a trade that is sure to become perma- 
nent. 

“*I am more than ever impressed with the 
growing greatness of this country in the 
matter of trade, as well as in everything 
else. New industries are bound to develop 
here and capital will find plenty of employ- 
ment. The outlook for railroad business is 


good. I never saw it look better. A large 
amount of freight is moving, showing that 
people are astir everywhere, 

** Regarding my own plans, I can say but 
little. In fact, 1 do not know of anything 
new to be said about my own business con- 
nections. Things are in pretty good shape, 
I guess. So far as I know, there are no im- 
portant developments relating to the ele- 
vated railroads awaiting my return. What’s 
that? A story that I am expected to meet 
J. Pierpont Morgan to-morrow in relation 
to Manhattan? Well, I don’t know any- 

“thing about that. I certainly have made 
no appointments of that kind.’’ 

“Are you not likely to take up the mat- 
ter of equipping the elevated roads with 
electrical motive power very soon?’’ Mr. 
Gould was asked, 

Mr. Gould answered this question very 
promptly, saying: ‘‘I am ready to put elec- 
trical power on the elevated railroad sys- 
tem just as soon as we can get a company 
to guarantee to do the work in a manner 
that will meet existing conditions and fully 
supply the public demand for rapid transit 
without any hitches or delays. We have 
had plans and propositions for equipping 
the Manhattan system with electricity un- 
der consideration for some time, and thus 
far I have seen no motor that was entirely 
satisfactory. We have spent a large 
amount of monéy experimenting with elec- 
tricity, and when we do make the change 
we want to be sure that we have secured 
the best method extant. Of course we 
not unmindful of our own interests.’ 


Manhattan Stock Still Gilt-edged. 


“In view of the recent extensions of the 
surface electric railroad system in New 
York City, do you think the elevated rail- 
roads will continue to hold their share of 
the traffic? ”’ 

“IT still regard the elevated railroad stock 
as a first-class—yes, gilt-edged—investment. 
But until I consult with my associates in the 
management of the Manhattan Rallway 
Company I cannot speak as to its future 
policy. It is my intention to remain here 
for about a month and devote such atten- 
tion as may be necessary to business mat- 
ters in the East. Then I shall start West 
on my usual Fall tour of inspection over the 
Missouri Pacific system.”’ 

When Mr. Gould was asked whefher he 
was aware that his friends in New Jersey 
were talking of him as a possible Repub- 
lican candidate for State Senator from 
Ocean County he smiled and softly replied: 
“J do not think that I care to express any 
opinion on that subject. You know I am 
a modest man, and that is rather a personal 
matter.. It is a fact, however, that I am a 
resident of the State of New Jersey.” 

OM the subject of yachting Mr. Gould 
spoke freely. ‘‘ Although I have not taken 
much personal interest in the proposed in- 
ternational contest,’”’ he. said, ‘‘I earnestly 
hope that a good race will be arranged. 1 
am acquainted with several of the members 
of the Royal Ulster Yacht Club, and they 
are splendid fellows, good sportsmen every 
one of them. If they meet us in a contest 
for the cup they will put up a good, square 
race, and they will take defeat in a manly 
way. Of course we are going to keep the 
cup, but the Royal Ulster men are likely to 
make a good fight for it.”’ 

“Ts it likelv that you will build a yacht 
to take part in the proposed international 
contest?” 

‘““No, I have no such intention. I have no 
doubt that others are ready to furnish a de- 
fender.”’

THE TEUTONIC IN COLLISION. 


White Star Liner and the Transport 
Berlin Come in Contact, but No 
Serious Damage Results. 


A collision that caused the officers of the 
White Star Line steamer Teutonic a mo- 
ment of anxiety occurred between their ves- 
sel and the Government transport Berlin, 
bound out for Puerto Rico, at about 7 
o'clock last evening below the Narrows. 
The two steamers came in contact, but the 
shock was so slight that many of the Teu- 
tonic’s passengers knew nothing of the 
accident. Neither vessel was damaged to 


any extent, and the Berlin kept on her 
course and passed out to sea. 

The Teutonic reached her dock shortly 
after 8:30 o’clock iast night, and an ex- 
amination failed to reveal any damage. It 
was the opinion of the Teutonic’s officers 
that the ofticers of the Berlin were to blame 
and that they handled their craft in rather 
an awkward way. 

Capt. J. G. Cameron of the Teutonic gave 
the following version of the accident as 
seen by him from the bridge: 

“It was at 6:54 P. M. as we were at the 
striped buoy at the entrance to the Swash 
Channel. The swash lights were opening to 
the southward. The erlin was entering 
the Swash Channel, and I was turning out 
to give her room. I blew two blasts, mean- 
ing [ was going to starboard. These the 
Berlin did not answer, I did not change my 
course unless reversing and going back- 
ward could be called so. The bluff of our 
bow struck the Berlin in the waist abaft 
the rigging. I hailed from the bridge and 
asked what boat it was, but got no answer. 
I don’t think the whole affair is worth men- 
tioning.”’ 

Prof. H. Fairfield Osborn of Columbia 
University said the accident occurred after 
the Teutonic had made the first turn on en- 
tering the lower bay and while she was 
headed directly for Coney Island. ‘To 
those on deck the shock was perceptible,” 
he said, ‘‘ but I was told those in the cabin 
did not feel it. I ran below to say there 
was no danger, and found the stewards 
closing the ports on the side of the col- 
lision.’’ 

H. K. Evans, a New Yorker who was a 
passenger, said at first it looked as though 
the two steamers were coming together bow 
to bow. The Teutonic was keeping on her 
course when the Berlin swerved off and 
threw herself across the Teutonic’s stem. 
As they lay alongside, the Berlin lowered 
boats to ascertain what damage had been 
done. To all calls from the Teutonic the 
Berlin made no reply. 

It was also reported last evening that the 
Teutonic came near crashing into another 
steamship during a dense fog Sunday morn- 
ing and that the machinery had to be 
stopped in order to avoid a collision. 


EX-MINISTER TO TURKEY RETURNS. 


Mr. Angell Does Not Think Our Claims 
Will Be Paid Without Force. 


J. Benjamin Angell, ex-Minister to Tur- 
key, arrived on the White Star steamer Teu- 
tonic last night, accompanied by Mrs. An- 
gell and his son, A. C. Angell, and wife. 
The diplomat seemed in the best of health, 
and said he had enjoyed the voyage, al- 
though it was misty and chilly much of the 
times He went to the Murray Hill Hotel for 
the night. 

On the voyage Mr. Angell said he had not 


discussed with Col. Hay, the new Secretary 
of State, affairs touching Turkey and the 
United States. Everything was quiet and 
tranquil in Turkey now, and there had been 
no massacres for over a year. He intimated 
that the outcome of the Cretan troubles was 
beyond conjecture, and when asked if Crete 
will be finally Jost to Turkey, said: ‘‘If the 
great powers say so, it will be so.” 

Referring to the American claims against 
Turkey, Mr. Angell said:. ‘‘ We made claims 
for the property of Americans destroyed, as 
did the other powers. The Sultan, in his 
answer to all, denied responsibility for the 
damage, saying that they occurred during a 
time of general rioy and intimated that 
Turkey had claims because soldiers had been 
killed during the troubles. I explained to 
the Sultan that our claims differed material- 
ly from those of the European countries, 
because American property was destroyed 
by the soldiers, and instead they should 
have protected it. They were agents of 
the Turkish Government. I put that point 
very strongly before the Sultan, but his 
answer was exactly the same as he had 
sent to the others. I do not think that the 
claims will be paid without some demon- 
stration of force. The Sultan is in the po- 
sition of a bankrupt, who has the advan- 
tage over the man who pays his money. 

‘There will be no religious war in Turkey 
while the powers are watching. The Sultan 
has too much cunning to precipitate troub!‘e. 
Turkey can scarcely be called ‘ The Sick 
Man of Europe’ since the,Greek war. It 
is now possessed of a powerful army, fully 
300,000 well equipped men. They have been 
drilled to modern tactics by German officers, 
and their weapons are of the most improved 
sort. The Turkish navy can best be de- 
scribed as a tub. 

“The Sultan rules the country and not his 
Cabinet. He is the most absolute military 
ruler in the world, and a thorough soldier. 
He watched the war between Spain and the 
United States very closely, and the im- 
pression made by our navy won his respect. 

‘“*He often spoke to me about our cannon 
and ships, and he may in the near future 
order some ships built here. I told him that 
the cannon and ships were all right, but he 
would have to look to the men behind the 

uns, I said this because I know the Turk- 
ish Army, although thoroughly drilled, has 
but little firing prattice.’’

TOLEDO, Ohio, Sept. 
Superintendent William J. Parks, his 
daughter Grace, and his son Hamilton, who 
were burned in the fire caused by the dust 
explosion last night in the grain elevator 
of Paddock, Hodge & Co., has swelled the 
list of fatalities to thirteen. 

In addition to these, Harold Parks, the 
Superintendent’s six-year-old son; Grain In- 
spector Frauk Van Hoesen, Weigher Samuel 
Alexander, and Charles Keefer, an engineer, 
are missing and are believed to have been 
consumed by the flames. The list of persons 
whose burns are believed to be fatal in- 
cludes, 

The Ohio Central Raiiroad, the tracks of 
which ran near the building, lost a depot 
building and a number of cars, making a 
total of about $50,000. The elevator was 
owned by the Backus family, and was op- 
erated by Paddock, Hodge & Co. The total 
loss, including that of the Ohio Central, is 
$850,000, of which $250,000 is on the building 
and $310,000 on grain. The building was in- 
sured for $136,000 and the grain for $253,000, 


ALLEGED MURDER IN KLONDIKE.

SEATTLE, Washington, Sept. 21.—George 
Bowman of Bridgeport, Conn., it is 
alleged, was muriered last Winter dur- 
ing a heavy snowstorm, by a. com- 
panion named Johnson of Springfield, 
Mass. He was almost in sight of the 
golden Mecca when his strength failed him 
and he sank down in the soft snow. John- 
s0n, who was the leader of the party, went 
back to him and with an oath blew out the 
unfortunate man’s brains with a revolver.

HARTFORD YOUTH ARRESTED 


Walter C. Foster Charged with Com- 
plicity in the Murder—Conclusive 
Identification of the Victim , 
by Her Brother. 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Sept. 21.—For the 
first time since the discovery of the dis- 
membered portions of a woman in the “Yel- 
low Mill Pond on the afternoon of Sept. 12 
the police have shown their hand, and the 
result has been so startling that it is be- 
lieved that the mystery is about to be 


solved. 

Last night it was the general belief that 
the identification of the woman would never 
be knewn, and to-day not only is the wo- 
man positively identified to the satisfaction 
of the police, but the young man, who is 
the alleged accomplice in the crime, is un- 
der arrest. 

Superintendent of Police Birmingham is 
positive that the dead girl is Emma Gill, a 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Harry Gill of 
Southington, and, acting under instructions 
from him, Detective Smith of Hartford ar- 
rested in that city this morning Walter C. 
Foster of Hartford for alleged complicity in 
the girl’s death 

The identification that thoroughly satis- 
fied the police that they had at last reached 
the solution of tne mystery was made this 
morning by a brother of the murdered girl, 
and in speaking of the matter Superintend- 
ent Birmingham said: ‘‘ No further proof 
of the identification should be required than 
a glance at the brother’s face. Every feat- 
ure which was prominent in the face of the 
dead woman is duplicated in the features 
of the brother.” Further, Superintendent 
Birmingham has ali along maintained that 
the dead body was that of a country giri, 
and Miss Gill, who was born at Reynolds's 
Bridge, Conn., has always lived in the coun- 


try. 

Mise Gill was twenty-four years old, and 
had been employed as a domestic in the 
family of James H. Pratt of Southington. 
It was apparent that the arrival of the 
brother was expected at Police Headquar- 
ters this morning, for when he reached here, 
accompanied by a companion, he went at 
once to Police Headquarters, spoke to the 
officer in charge, and was immediately ad- 
mitted to the office of the Chief, and then 


the entire party proceeded to the Morgue. | 


The similarity of the features of the dead 
woman and the living man was too strik- 
ing to admit a doubt that the identification 
was at last made, though, before there was 
any attempt to enter into the details, the 
brother said: 

“If you can show me a brown mole on 
one side of the neck 1 will believe it is my 
sister.’’ 

An examination was made, and for the 
first time the mole was observed.. The 
young man then broke down completely 
and for nearly fifteen minutes the Officials 
left him alone with his grief. The party 
then returne’ to the police headquarters, 
when further infcrmation was gleaned. 

The brother told how his sister started on 
a vacation, which, she said, 


to her story, at Lighthouse Point, New Ha- 
ven. At the end of the two weeks she re- 
turned home, but announced to Mr. Pratt 
that she was ill and unable to work and 
was going away again, but wanted him to 
save her place. To her parents she stated 
that her suitor, Walter Foster of Hartford, 
had a sister living in Stratford, and that he 
had invited her to go there and spend a 
week with them, 

Mr. Gill stated that two letters were re- 
ceived from his sister while she was 
away, and that the first one stated that she 
was not feeling well and could not return 
as soon as expected. Two letters that the 
parents sent to their daughter were an- 
swered, but the third one, with directions 
on the outside to the Postmaster to return 
within three days if not called for, was re- 
ceived to-day unopened. It has also been 
learned from the Postmaster that a letter 
addressed to Miss Emma Gill has been in 
the office uncalled for for more than a 
week. 

After hearing the brother’s story, Super- 
intendent Birmingham telephoned to the 
Hartford Police Headquarters asking them 
to get from Foster, who had previously 
been placed under arrest, the names and 
addresses of relatives in Stratford. 

To the inquiry: ‘‘ Do you know that Fos- 
ter has ever been in ————— Super- 
intendent Birmingham replied: 

‘* Yes; he has been here at different times, 
but I wiih say no more about that, how- 
ever, as it might cause some people to 
leave town in a hurry, and we do not want 
them to do that.”’ 

The young man who accompanied the 
young woman’s brother is just as positive 
in the identification. 


HARTFORD, Conn., Sept., 21.—Walter C. 
Foster, a young man employed as salesman 
by the Fleischmann Yeast Company of this 
city, was arrested this morning by Detec- 
tive Walter Smith for alleged complicity in 
the Bridgeport murder mystery.

~ | BRIDGEPORT. CASE SOLYED| AMBASSADOR HAY AT HOME. 


Talks of England’s Friendly Feeling 
and Thinks the Czar’s Proposal 
Was a Sincere One. 


Col. John Hay’s arrival on the Teutonic 
yesterday was heralded by the appearance 
of a number of white-jacketed steamship 
employes, who came tramping down. the 
gangway with luggage belonging to the re- 
turning Ambassador, and who shouted 
warningly at intervals: ‘‘Col. Hay! Col. 
Hay’s trunks! Ambassador to England!” 
The trunks and satchels being, of course, 
exempt from examination, were put aside in 
a convenient spot near the gangway, where 
Col. Hay soon found them. Mrs. and Miss 


Hay, Clarence Hay, and Miss Alice’ Hay 
were in his party. 

Col. Hay said that he had absolutely noth- 
ing to say on public questions, as his pres- 
ent position prevented him from doing so. 
He was asked as to the pro-American feel- 
ing now existent in England. “It is indeed 
very strong,” said he, ‘‘and pervades the 
whole country. There is an evident desire 
to be on closer terms with our own land.” 

“Do the English people, as a whole, de- 
sire a formal Anglo-American alliance, or 
are they content to see a mutual growth 
in friendly sentiment?’ Col. Hay was 
asked. 

“ As for that,” said he, “ they have not 
formed positive views. They are willing to 
leave the matter to their rulers.” 

Col. Hay said that the relations between 
England and America were ‘ comfortable 
and satisfactory,’ though no alliance ex- 
isted. ‘‘I don’t think anything of the kind 
is contemplated,” he added. ‘' The attitude 
of England during the war was absolutely 
correct and strictly neutral. Still, at the 
same time, she showed a great deal of 
friendship for the United States. The feel- 
ing of the people of England was strongly 
in favor of this country.” 

“Is it true that there was a combination 
of the Continental powers against the Unit- 
ed States while the war with Spain was in 
progress, and Great Britain checkmated 
it?’’ was a question. 

“‘I don’t think that there was,’’ Col. Hay 
replied. 

“Count Cassini, the Russian Ambassador 
to the United States, has denied the report,” 
Suggested his questioner. 

‘“ That’s correct,’ said Col. Hay. 

“What do the European countries think 
of our navy now?” he was asked. 

“Our naval victories surprised everybody 
abroad,” was the answer. ‘“‘ They expected 
Spain to put up a better fight and not to 
be defeated so easily on the sea. It has been 
said that the Cramps have an order from 
Europe for ships like ours, but 1 don’t think 
that our naval successes will lead the other 
countries to have their warships built here. 
I am inclined to thinx that the European 
nations would be disinclined to have any- 
thing {in that line done by outsiders that 
they could do themselves.’”’ 

“What do you think of the Czar’s disarm- 
ament scheme?’’ was the next question. 

“T am satisfied that the proposition is a 
sincere one. All civilized peoples want 
peace, and if the Czar accomplishes what 
he has set out to do his name as the great- 
est peacemaker will go down in history. 
Again, I say I believe the scheme was sug- 
gested in good faith.”’ 

“If the occasion required,. would you be 
in favor of a vigorous policy for the pro- 
motion of universal peace?’”’ 

**T would do all I could.’’ 

The new Secretary of State was careful 
when answering a question about the Drey- 
He however repeated the advice 
given by Zola to David Christie Murray, 
that the keeping up of the agitation in Eng- 
land would only hurt the chances of a re- 
vision in France. Col. Hay, who would not 
discuss his prospective duties as Secretary 
of State, went to the Holland House. He

THE REV. ROBERT COLLYER HERE. 


Pastor of the Church of the Messiah 


Returns from His Trip Abroad. 


The Rev. Robert Collyer, who has been 
absent from his pastoral work with the 
Church of the Messiah for five months, was 
one of the returning passengers on the Teu- 
tonic last evening. He looked well and said 
that he was feeling splendidly. 

*“*IT have been traveling in Italy, Switzer- 
land, France, and England,” said he, “ and 
have enjoyed it immensely.’’ He was re- 
minded that he had been out of the country 
most of the time the war was on, and said 
that he had only been able to get imper- 
fect news in Italy, but had been well in- 
formed by the papers when in France. 

“The feeling in favor of the Spanish was 
remarkably pronounced in Italy,’’ said he. 
“The papers there would magnify every 
bit of news favorable to the Spaniards and 
would speak as lightly as possible of Amer- 
ican victories. We got the news of the 
victory of Manila promptly, though. They 
had to print that. The feeling of the Vati- 
can as to the war I did not learn, but I had 
a talk with an Archbishop there, a very emi- 
nent man, and he sided with us.”’ 

Asked as to his feeling in the growth of 
Anglo-American sentiment, the clergyman, 
who is an Englishman by birth, exclaimed 
with heartiness: ‘‘ Oh, it’s grand! Just as 
soon as your newspapers stopped nig-nag- 
ging at us on every important question that 
came up, the sentiment of England turned 
toward you, and the heart of America 
turned toward England as I have never seen 
it before. The press was in favor of this 
friendly’ feeling, and the people were right 
with the press. I am rejoiced to see it. 

“The advance of the English in the Sou- 
dan is a grand thing, too. It will open it to 
civilization and wipe out that black curse 
of slavery. ‘The introduction of civilized 
methods and the drawing of the claws of 
those black tigers were necessities.”’ 

Rev. Mr. Collyer said that he had heartily 
approved the war, as the barbarities in 
Cuba had to be stopped. As for its admin- 
istration he was non-committal, inasmuch 
as he had not seen American newspapers. 
“IT heard that there was some maladminis- 
tration as to furnishing supplies,’’ said he, 
“just as there was in the Crimea.’’ He ex- 
pressed a belief that we should retain some 
hold on the Philippines. As to the disposi- 
tion of other territory and other questions 
which the war had brought to the front, he 
thought they could be left to the plain com- 
mon sense of the American people. ‘* After 
my many years of experience here,’”’ he add- 
ed, ‘‘ I have absolute faith in it. 


WESTERN TELEPHONE COMBINE. 


Companies Operating in Over 500 


Towns Pool Their Interests. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Sept. 21.—Nego- 
tiations which have been pending some time 
were closed to-day whereby the Northwest- 
ern Telephone Exchange Company, the 
Western Electric system, the Western Elec- 
tric Telephone Company, the Minnesota 
Mutual Telephone and Telegraph Company, 
and all of the dependent and allied com- 
panies, operating in between 500 and 600 
towns, will pool issues and operate their 
lines in direct connection. 

This will make it possible to reach about 
8,000 miles from this city by wire and enable 
Minneapolis to talk with all parts of lowa, 
Nebraska, Missouri, Kansas, Illinois, and in 
fact as far as electricity will carry the 
voice. 


YACHT REBECCA WRECKED. 


Ran on the New Breakwater at Phil- 
adéelphia—All on Board Saved.

MANUEL WON IT BY A NOSE 


In the Steeplechase Three Horses Fell 
and One Rolled Over Its Rider, but 
None of the Jockeys Was 
Badly Injured. 


One of the prettiest finishes of the season 
was fought out yesterday in the fourth race 
at Gravesend, when Manuel, Himtine, and 
The Kentuckian passed the judges noses 
apart, driving as hard as their jockeys 
knew how to torce them. It was only a 
dash of five and a half furlongs, but at 
every stage of the race it was interesting, 
and at no time was any of the seven start- 
back to make his chances 
Matanza jumped out in front 
flag fell, but The Kentuck\Yin 
went after him, and before a furlong had 
been traversed the pair were racing to- 
gether, stride for stride. Matanza, however, 
soon found the pace too hot for her, and 
on the turn into the stretch fell back, and 
allowed The Kentuckian and Manuel, who 
had joined him, to get away from her. Him- 
tine came through on the rail, and half 
way down the stretch joined the pair, and 
from that point on it was nip and tuck. 
First Himtine got his nose past The Ken- 
tuckian and then Manuel’s head moved up 
until he was on even terms with Himtine, 
but neither was more than a couple of 
inches in front. The jockeys were driving 
their mounts for every ounce of speed in 
them, and they passed the judges noses 
apart, Manuel first, Himtine second. and 
The Kentuckian third, and a blanket could 
have covered all three of them. 

The Highweight Handicap, which opened 
the day’s sport, was marred by an acci- 
dent at the post, in which Mr. Fitzgerald’s 
assistant came near hanging Jockeys Burns 
and Doggett with the barrier webbing. The 
starter’s assistant held the webbing and 
prevented it from going up immediately 
when Starter Fitzgerald opened the latch, 
and Burns on Imperator and Doggett on 
Buffoon were caught under their chins by 
the barrier, and as the flag went down they 
were left at the post. It was not the start- 
er’s fault, but there was some dissatisfac- 
tion, for both horses were well backed. 
Merry Prince had no trouble in winning the 
mile and an eighth selling race from Mount 
Washington, and Merry Heart had also an 
€asy time in defeating a lot of maiden two- 
year-olds at five furlongs in the third event. 

In the fifth race—another maiden affair— 
for all ages, Charlie Rose, who was played 
for a ‘“ good thing,’’ went to the front at 
the start, and although he was little better 
than the others in the race, he lasted long 
enough to win by half a length. 

The sixth race was a part of the third, 
which had been divided on account of the 
big entry list. and Handcuff managed to 
beat the outsider, Favonius, a length for 
the money. The latter was played from 50 
to 1 down to 10 to 1, and finished strong. 

The seventh race, a two-mile _ steeple- 
chase, was full of accidents. Olindo led all 
the way and won handily from Gov. Budd. 
The Widower, ridden by the Morris jockey, 
Penn, fell at the third jump, but, although 
the horse rolled completely over the jockey, 
the boy was not hurt. Kelly, on Duke of 
Durham, and Finnegan, on Equerry, also 
fell, but were not badly hurt.

ENGLISH CRICKETERS FAST 
Their First Day’s Play with Aill- 


New York Marked by Heavy 
Scoring. 


LOCALS SEEMED OUTCLASSED 


The Englishmen Could Score Ten Times 
to Their One—The Play a Pretty 
Exhibition — Will Be Con- 
tinued To-day. 


New York cricketers had an opportunity 
to witness a scientific exhibition of the 
game yesterday at Staten Island, and a 
large crowd of local enthusiasts was pres- 
ent from early morning until late in the 
afternoon watching the play in the match 
between P. F, Warner’s English team and 
All-New York. The game is being played 
under the auspices of the Staten Island 
Cricket Club. Its pretty grounds at Liv- 


ingston were gay with life and color, the 


Stars and Stripes and Union Jack flying 
conspicuously from clubhouse and grand- 
stand, with the club’s own colors of orange, 
black, and blue. There were many women 
present in the afternoon. 

The Englishmen gave a fine exhibition of 
batting, and it is safe to say that no harder 
hitting team has ever been seen in New 
York. V. T. Hill probably scored the fast- 
est of any of the men, and the manner in 
which he drove the ball was a treat to see. 
He made his 44 runs in fifty-five minutes. 


F. Mitchell also hit vigorously and scored 
66 in exactly one hour, while Bray made 83 
in something less. 

The New York batting was weak, the to- 
tal amounting to only 49, with only M, R. 
Cobb and Lohmann in double figures. They 
set their failure down to the wicket, which 
was certainly “ kicked" to the bowling of 
Bosanquet, but the bowling was_ too good 
for them, for if the wicket had been so 
very bad the Englishmen would never have 
run up so great a score on it. 


New York First at Bat. 


Having won the toss, Capt. Rokeby of the 
New York team elected to bat, and sent 
in C. H. Clarke and M. R. Cobb to face the 
bowling of Bosanquet and Ainsworth. 
Clarke scored 5 runs off the first over and 
before Cobb got a ball he had 6 to his 
credit. The stand was not prolonged, how- 
ever, for with the total at 17, Clarke was 
easily taken at point by P. F. Warner 
off a rising ball from Ainsworth, the re- 
tiring batsman having 8 to his credit. C. 
P. Hurditch, the next man, got a cut for 
a single as his opener, and then drove Bo- 
sarnquet along the ground for another.

J. F. Curran started in by very careful 
play.

Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago and St. 
Louis and Chicago, Indianapolis 
and Louisville May Consolidate. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 21.—It has 
been intimated that the Vanderbilts’ inter- 
ests operating the Cleveland, Cincinnati, 
Chicago and St. Louis might show their 
hand to-day at the annual meeting of the 
Chicago, Indianapolis and Louisville stock- 
holders. However, John A. Hilton of New 
York and Crawford Fairbanks of Terre 
Haute were re-electe@ Directors and the 
Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago and St. Louis 
people made no sign. 

It was intimated by the officers present 
that the proposed consolidation of the prop- 
erties was off for the present at least. It is 
understood that a controlling interest of the 
stock is owned by persons interested in 
both corporations. The Directors voted to 
indorse tne bonds to be issued by the In- 
diana Stone Road Company. 

A Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago and St. 
Louis official said this afternoon that there 
is no question that the deal will go 
through in time. The greater part of the 
Chicago, Indianapolis and Louisville stock 
is owned by President Thomb and John 
Greenough. Both of them have sold heavily 
and the transfer of a controlling interest 
would have been made before this time but 
for the fact that the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayton cannot be secured on the terms 
offered by the Morgan syndicate. 


JOHN LOWBER WELSH MAY STAY. 


Old Board of Directors of Union Trac- 
tion Co., Philadelphia, Re-elected. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 21.—At the an- 
nual meeting of the Union Traction Com- 
pany to-day, the old Board of Directors was 
re-elected. John Lowber Welsh, who re- 
signed the Presidency of the company, was 
prevailed upon to accept a position on the 
Board of Directors, and there is a possibil- 
ity that Mr. Welsh may reconsider his res- 
ignation and again become the President of 
the company. The election of a President 
will be made to-morrow. 

The report of the company shows gross 
receipts for the year of $10,860,542.55, and 
net profit of $24,620.58, against a deficit of 
$876,555.41 in 1896. 


HAWAIIANS OPPOSEANNEXATION 


Mass Meeting of Natives Demands the 
Restoration of the Queen—Commis- 
sioners May Leave To-morrow. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 21.—The steam- 
ship Alameda arrived to-day from Austra- 
lian points, via Honolulu. Advices from the 
latter place under date of Sept. 14 say that 
the Congressional Commissioners are finish- 
ing their work and expect to leave for 
Washington on Friday. The Commissioners 
are now being deluged with petitions and 
memorials from the native Hawaiians. The 
sentiment among the natives appears to be 
divided. One faction desires the restoration 
of the Queen, while the other accepts the 
new order of affairs and asks for certain 
rights under the new form of government. 

The natives who favor restoration held a 
mass meeting on Sept. 12 and adopted a 
memorial, which was presented to the Com- 
missioners. The memorial alleges that the 
annexation treaty has failed and the joint 
resolution is ineffective because it was not 
passed by the people of the Hawaliian Isl- 
ands or the representative Legislature. The 
memoral concludes bv asking that the con- 
stitutional Government of Jan. 16, 1896, 
be restored under the protection of the Unit- 
ed States of America. : 

Among the speakers at the mass meeting 
was Robert W. Wilcox, the revolutionist, 
who a few weeks ago took the oath of alle- 
giance in order to qualify himself for a full 
pardon for past misdeeds. 

Pointing to the United States flag over the 
Government building, he said: 

“Tt is useless to say that the flag over 
there will not come down again. It was up 
before and it came down. It will be shown 
that the annexation vote wascarried through 
by a handful of foreigners. If America 
loves us, why were not Hawaiians placed 
on the commission? We are not represented 
there. The next thing we shall not be able 
to vote.” , 

The other faction of Hawaiians has also 
presented a memorial to the commission. 
This memorial asks for a territorial form 
of government, with full rights for the na- 
tives and permission to make appropria- 
tions for ex-Queen Liliuokalani, Princess 
Kaiulani, and the Queen Dowager Kapio- 
lani. 


STEAMER HIBERNIA ASHORE. 


British Vessel Fast Near False Cape, 
N. C., and Gale Expected. 


NORFOLK, Va., Sept. 21.—Capt. Smith of 
the British steamer Dunottar, Mobile to 
Barrow-in-Furness, via Norfolk, arrived to- 
day and reports passing, at about 4 A. M., 
the British steamer Hibernia, Capt. Cam- 
eron, two and a quarter miles southwest 
of False Cape, N.\C., aground two miles 
from shore. She ran ashore in thick weath- 
er at 3 A. M. The sea was running high, 
but the wind was then moderate. ; 

A report at 3 P. M. says the vessel is 
lying easily, but that the sea and northwest 
wind are increasing. A gale is expected on 
the coast from Norfolk to Jacksonville to- 
night. 

The Merritt Wrecking Company was noti- 
fied, but the weather is too rough for a tug 
to venture to the rescue. 


WINDOW CLEANER’S FATAL FALL 


Two Men Killed by the Breaking of 
a Seaffold in Jersey City. 


Two men were dashed to death in Jersey 
City yesterday by the fall of a scaffold. 
They were F. G. Posch, thirty-two years 
old, of 61 First Street, Hoboken, and George 
Rauber, thirty years old, of Smithtown, L. 
I. Posch, who takes contracts for cleaning 
windows, was employed by Henry Perlmut- 
ter & Son, dry goods dealers, to clean the 
glass in a new store they have just complet- 
ed at 189 Newark Avenue, The building is 
four stories high, the roof being seventy 
feet from the sidewalk. ‘The front of the 
upper story is entirely of glass, 

Posch and Rauber built a scaffold on 
heavy plank thrust from each side of the in- 
terior. Joseph Perlmutter told Posch he 
thought the structure too frail to bear the 
weight of two men, but Posch seemed an- 
gry at the implied suggestion that he did not 
understand his business, Mr. Perlmutter 
says. 

Posch and Rauber had not been at work 
ten minutes before nails that held the 
planks pulled out and the two men went 
down head first to the asphalt sidewalk. 
Their skulls were crushed. A physician who 
was passing was called. He said both men 
had been killed almost instantly. 


Man Drops Dead on the Street. 


A man supposed to be William R. Golds- 
borough of 1,024 McCullough Street, Balti- 
more, Md., dropped dead on Cortlandt 
Street, near Washington Street, at 1 o’clock

THE IRRAWADDY’S ROUGH TRIP. 


The Steamer Has a Hard Voyage from 
West Indian Ports. 


The steamer Irrawaddy, which arrived 
from West Indian ports yesterday, had a 
hard voyage.

THEY FOUGHT OVER A DOG. 


Matthew Sullivan Kicked Another 


Man’s Animal and Is Badly Injured. 


Because he kicked another man’s dog last 
night, Matthew Sullivan, twenty-six years 
old, of 231 East Ninety-sixth Street, is in 
3ellevue Hospital with a fractured skull, 
which may cause his death. While Sullivan 
was waiting in Twenty-third Street, near 
Second Avenue, last night about 6 o’clock 
for a Second Avenue underground trolley 
car, an unknown man came along and with 
him a dog.

The police have an imperfect description 
of him. About the only thing they know is 
that he was thirty-five years old, or there- 
abouts. It is thought that he may be traced 
by means of his dog.

A DECISION AGAINST WILLIS. 


Justice Hirschberg Overrules the De- 
murrer to the Indictment for Bri- 
bery Against Him. 


/ 

Justice Hirschberg of the Supreme Court, 
Brooklyn, who on Tuesday sustained the 
demurrer to the indictment for conspiracy 
against ex-City Works Commissioner Theo- 
dore B. Willis and William E. Philips, yese 
terday handed down a decision overruling 
the demurrer to the bribery indictment 
against Willis. This indictment charges the 
ex-City Works Commissioner with having 


accepted a money consideration from Dan- 
iel Doody for awarding to him a contract 
to grade New Utrecht Avenue. The de- 
murrer was based on the grounds that the 
indictment did not contain a plain and con- 
cise statement of the act constituting the 
crime, that more than one crime was 
charged, and that the facts stated did not 
constitute a crime. 

The indictment, Justice Hirschberg holds, 
contains a sufficient statement of the act 
constituting the offense. Any officer re- 
ferred to in Section 72 of the Penal Code 
who receives or agrees to receive a bribe 
is punishavle for bribery. Willis is within 
the description of the public officers affect- 
ed. A promise to pay, whether verbal or 
ag is within the prohibition of the 
aw. 

Nor were ‘two crimes charged in the in- 
dictment. The defendant claimed that the 
allegations of his acts subsequent to the 
corrupt agreement presented another of- 
fense—willful neglect of duty. Justice 
Hirschberg points out that the indictment 
does not set forth any duty devolving upon 
the defendant which he neglected to per- 
form. The demurrer is accordingly over- 
ruled, with leave to the defendant to plead 
to the indictment, 

District Attorney Marean said yesterday 
that he would place ex-Water Purveyor 
Oscar Knapp on trial next month, and 
would try the other indicted officials as rap- 
idly as possible. Justice irschberg’s de- 
cision on Tuesday makeseit necessary to 
leave Willis and Philips until later. Mr, 
Marean intends to try Willis and Philips 
on the conspiracy indictment before he 
takes up the bribery charge against Willis. 
The District Attorney declared that he in- 
tended to follow the conspiracy case untik 
it is placed before a jury. If Justice Hirsch- 
berg’s ruling is not reversed by the higher 
courts, he will submit the evidence to an- 
other Grand Jury. 


JUMPED IN FRONT OF A TRAIN. 


Gerhard G. Classen of New York Come 
mits Suicide in Hoboken, 


While a passenger train of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western Railroad, due in 
Hoboken at 6:45 o’clock yesterday morning, 
was passing the roundhouse near Willow 
Avenue a man who was standing near the 
track threw himself in front of the engine. 
He was instantly killed. He was afterward 
identified by papers found in his pockets 
as Gerhard G. Classen of New York. One 
of the documents was a certificate of nat- 
uralization issued to Classen in January, 
1897. There was also a card of W. M. 
Schwenker, 338-344 East Ninety-second 
Street, New York, brewers’ supplies, with 
Classen’s name as agent at the bottom. 

Classen was a salesman of lubricating 
oil, and had several brewers among his 
customers. Mrs. Felten of 36 East Third 
Street, at. whose. house he lived for nearly 
three years, said last evening that Classen 
was fifty-two years old and came from 
Dantsic about twenty-five years ago. ie 
was very successful at one time, and had 
an income of $10,000 a year. 

Mrs. Felten kept him all of last Winter 
and during the Summer, although he could 
not pay her, and he borrowed money of all 
his acquaintances. Five weeks ago he left 
her house and went to 30 East Third Street. 
One evening last week he threatened to 
commit suicide. He has a cousin some- 
where Brooklyn and a sister in Balti- 
more.

So far as the Republican 
Party is concerned it deserves a crushing 
defeat. No punishment could be too ge- 
vere for the outrages committed by its 
‘Administration in blind and wicked obe- 
dience to the most contemptible party 
greed. It is the spoils system and noth- 
ing else that put Mr. ALGER in office and 
keeps him there; it is the spoils system 
that has made his management of his 
department so monstrous. The crime fs 
capital and political death is its just pen- 
alty. But to displace this guilty party 
without checking the return of the coun- 
try to the prosperity now within its reach 
and so sorely needed is a very serious 
task. 

What choice the people will make at 
this juncture it is difficult to say. Two 
duties are plain for men who see the sit- 
uation as it actually is. One is, in every 


Congressional district, to use every. pos- 
sible effort to secure the nomination and 
election of Representatives, of whatever 
party, absolutely free from the repudia- 
tion sentiment and bound faithfully to 
support the gold standard under all con- 
ditions. The other is to use all possible 
influence to create a public opinion that 
will divorce finance from politics, place 
the currency on a firm gold basis, and 
secure a banking system capable of satis- 
fying all legitimate demands for money 
and for credit. 


AN UNFORTUNATE COMPARISON. 


To minds of a certain sort there is much 
comfort in saying, of anything obviously 
bad, that “it might haye been worse.” 
Sometimes this is the only comfort to be 
obtained from existing conditions, and 
then the ability to appreciate it is a val- 
uable one. But when the might-have- 
been-worse theory is twisted into a de- 
fense of what might have been better, 
then it is time to enter a vigorous protest. 
And just that sort of twisting is done by 
the few persons who denounce criticism 
of the conduct of the war. ‘“‘We have 
conquered Spain quickly, if not cheaply,” 
they declare, ‘‘and all this talk about 
fever and hunger in the camps is unjust 
and unpatriotic, because there have been 
fever and hunger in camps before.’’ The 
deduction which such people draw from 
that fact is that fever and hunger are 
necessary concomitants of camp life— 
than which, of course, no deduction could 
be more illegitimate. 

It is not only as logicians, however, 
that the denouncers of what they call 
“vituperation”’ lay themselves open to 
attack, One lonely journalistic admirer 
of military methods that do not kill quite 
all the soldiers upon whom they are tried 
has been moved to compare the mortality 
from disease in our own army “ of 250,- 
000 men” with that suffered by the ar- 
mies of France and Germany in 1870, 
and he is rash enough to exult over the 
fact that the percentage of loss among 
the Germans was somewhat and among 
the French considerably greater than 
ours. This is so absurd as to be really 
funny—in a rather grim way, of course, 
but still amusing. 

In the first place, 1870 was twenty- 
eight years ago, and, unless we have 
been much mistaken, medical science has 
made several advances since then. In the 
next place, the German Army had prac- 
tically all its men in active service, and 
not, as in our case, a comparatively small 
number at the front and the rest at home 
in “camps of instruction.” Thirdly, the 
suffering of the French troops, other than 
that directly due to battle, is admitted by 
the French themselves to have been the 
result of gross incompetency on the part 
of some of their officers, and to not a 
little shameless dishonesty among the 
rest, 

Some better and newer arguments than 
those of 1870 must be found before it 
will be safe to assert that anything was 
commendable in our brief campaign on 
land except the fighting. Moreover, 
Americans have a perfect right to de- 
mand not the relatively good but the ab- 
solutely good. And they won’t be happy 
—or at any rate they won’t let their serv- 
ants in office be happy—until they get it. 


COL, BRYAN’S SILENCE. 

The sympathy of a generous people will 
go out to Col. WiLL1AM JENNINGS BRYAN 
of the Third Nebraska Regiment, now 
confined in the dark and dismal silence 
of a military camp. At the same time 
the generous people will warmly con- 
gratulate itself, that Col, BRYAN is an ob- 
ject of sympathy. The gallant soldier is 
suffering because he must not talk. Col. 
BRYAN has talked about the miseries of 
He is afraid to say the first 
word. ‘“ You know how it is when a 
dam breaks,” he says. Of course. Col. 
BRYAN must not break any dams around 
New York, or he may find himself in the 
toils of the law. Even in New York the 
silver-spurred Colonel would have to hold 
he were accused of a 
breach of the peace. And he has been a 
very peaceful Colonel of late. The war

Meditative and poetic minds will 
liken him to SHAKESPEARE’s Viola, who 
“never told her love, but let conceal- 
ment, like a worm ?’ the bud, prey on her 
damask cheek.” 

Ah, yes, we must appreciate the 
strength of Col. Bryan’s will. We also 
appreciate the strength of the army 
regulations, which do not look with 
favor on the public discussion of politics 
by officers. It would be rather difficult 
for Col. BRYAN to discuss these questions 
of lifelong interest to him without criti- 
cising the Administration, which includes 
two of his superior officers. It would be 
sad, indeed, to see the apostle of free sil- 
ver court-martialed for criticisms of his 
victorious opponent. Let Col. BrYan 
seek consolation in the judicious remark 
of Horace: “ Faithful silence has its re- 
ward.” 

But the gallant officer’s interview, like 
the proverbial woman’s letter, has its 
most significant sentences in what might 
be termed the postscript. “A man,” 
said Col. Bryan, “ may say things and 
express opinions upon public affairs 
which will not meet with public approv- 
al, These results are not always fayor- 
able to himself. An idea is everything to 
me—far more than an office.” This is 
truly cheering, for it shows that Col. 
BRYAN is capable of learning by expe- 
rience.

HEAPING HIGH THE PROOF. 


By bringing the horses of the Rough 
Riders here for sale the War Department 
has duplicated the inexplicable blunder 
which it committed when a huge camp 
for soldiers from Cuba and the South 
was established at Montauk Point. 
each case the course adopted was the one 
best calculated to bring clear evidence of 
official incompetence and neglect to the 
attention of the greatest possible num- 
ber of people; in other words, the course 
adopted was that which the department 
Officials might reasonably have been ex- 
pected to avoid at almost any cost to the 
Government and at almost any inconven- 
ience to themselves. That they have not 
done so, that they have practically forced 
the inhabitants of the metropolis to see 
with their own eyes exactly how those 
remarkable personages at Washington 
and their chosen subordinates perform 
their duties, is a fact that almost per- 
suades one to believe that they are proud 
of the results achieved, or at least are 
content with them. 

However this may be, the general pub- 
lic has been enabled to form definite con- 
clusions from adequate data, and with 
its indignation at the condition of the 
soldiers there is now mingled disgust at 
the condition of the horses. For the lat- 
ter are in disgracefully bad shape, not, 
perhaps, completely broken down and 
ruined, as some observers have stated, 
but in every case showing the marks of 
long continued neglect and of at least oc- 
casional ill-treatment. The prices paid 
for the animals prove that the purchasers 
expect, with care and good food, to make 
them again serviceable, though the pos- 
sibility of doing this has been denied, 
and it is obvious that, had a sudden 
exigency arisen, they would have been of 
no use whatever as cavalry mounts. 

In weighing the testimony of 
mute witnesses against Algerine methods 
remember that these horses

one must 
have never been out of the country, that 
they have taken part in no campaign, 
and that they have not been exhausted 
by long and frequent drills. Their condi- 
tion is the consequence of a stay of sev- 
eral months at Tampa, which is about the 
last place in the whole country which a 
man of sense would select as a place of 
detention for horses. There is, indeed, a 
breed of ponies that can manage to live 
in that burning desert, but’ horses from 
more favored regions, when taken there, 
invariably get, sooner or later, into just 
the state in which these are, and they do 
so, too, even when they are well fed and 
earefully protected. The Rough Rider 
horses, as is well known, have fared hard, 
and their quick deterioration is the re- 
sult. 

The fact is, apparently, that the Goy- 
ernment, having no immediate use for 
the animals after their masters went to 
Cuba, proceeded to forget them entirely. 
They could have been removed to some 
more suitable place three months ago as 
easily and cheaply as three weeks ago. 
If that had been done they would have 
been worth now as much as they were 
worth when purchased by the Govern- 
ment, and, what is much more important, 
they would have been all the time in con- 
dition for instant and effective service. 


PROBLEMS IN ‘‘CONSCIENCE.” 


England’s new vaccination law, or anti- 
vaccination law, to be precise, is working 
exactly as sane people feared, and as 
insane people hoped, that it would work. 
In other words, freedom from all re- 
straint in this particular matter having 
been offered to ignorance and prejudice 
on the easy condition that they them- 
themselves conscientious, they have 
quickly learned the word and are using 
it with a glib facility that is really 
worthy of admiration. The result is that 
in the land which produced JENNER, the 
benefits of his great discovery have been 
practically renounced by the very part 
of the population most in need of them. 

In London one Magistrate did make an 
attempt to “get around”’ the act and at 
the same time to emphasize its utter ab- 
surdity. When narrow-skulled individ- 
uals brought before him professed to 
have “conscientious objections”’ against 
protecting their children from the rav- 
ages of a dreadful malady, this Magis- 
trate asserted that, while the facts might 


be as stated, he could not examine the. 


consciences of the objectors, and there- 
fore could not pass upon the adequacy 
of their excuse. 

Matters were brought to a standstill 
for a while, but the other Magistrates 
frowned upon their colleague’s device as 
altogether too ingenious, and now they 
have decided that exemption must be 
granted to everybody willing to utter the 
mysterious phrase. A mere unsupported 
declaration is all that will be required, 
and no time will be wasted in the ad- 
ministration of oaths. 

No wiser course, probably, could be 
pursued. The law was intended to do 
away with compulsory vaccination, it 
was passed with a full knowledge that its 
effect could be nothing else, and, there- 
fore, the one thing to do is to carry out 
its provisions to the letter.

lishmen should be in favor of a measure 
like this is mystefious enough, and one 
guess is good till another is made. The 
Medical Record’s guess presents two 
possible explanations: The first is that, 
as the Jennerian operation has nearly 
abolished smallpox, the fear which expe- 
rience with the disease once produced is 
no longer felt. The second is the diffi- 
culty of procuring pure lymph and the 
carelessness of many doctors in using it. 
This divides the responsibility neatly, 
but it explains rather too much. 


THE FOOTBALL SEASON. 


The college football season will soon 
begin, and already accounts of the pre- 
liminary practice of the giants of Yale, 
Princeton, and Harvard are in print. As 
usual, Yale is disseminating tales of 
grave misfortune, and accordingly there 
is a lively suspicion that the university 
at New Haven will turn out a very strong 
team. Little is known yet of the Prince- 
ton forces, but it is undeniable that they 
will be less formidable than they were 
last year, when they were regarded as 
invincibe till Yale’s players overthrew 
them at New Haven by a score of 6 to 0. 
Harvard has never been very alarming 
of late years, though her game with the 
University of Pennsylvania last Winter 
was a surprise. 

The old question of mass plays has 
been revived and there is an active de- 
mand once more that this objectionable 
feature of the game be eliminated. The 
rule-making authorities have of late 
posed as sympathizing with this demand, 
but there is a suspicion that their amend- 
ments to the rules are not always made 
in good faith. It is possible that this 
suspicion is unjust, but, on the face of it, 
it does look so. Nevertheless it is true 
that some of the men who assist in form- 
ulating the rules of the game are active 
as coaches at their respective colleges. 
One of the first problems that football 
coaches set themselves to solve is the 
evasion of the penalties on mass play 
imposed by the rules. Unless the college 
players will abide by the spirit of the 
rules and not cling to the letter, it will be 
difficult, if not wholly impossible, to elim- 
inate mass playing. 

This is the most effective method of 
making holes in an opposing rush line, 
‘because it is based upon the obvious 
proposition that, if three or four men can 
be hurled against one man, the one must 
give way. Rules are made which forbid 
more than a certain number of players 
to start to run before the ball is in the 
hands of the quarter-back. But such 
rules can be evaded by an exercise of in- 
genuity in inventing new formations 
which the rules do not reach. It was 
held that last year’s rules would stop 
mags playing, but they did nothing of the 
It remains to be seen what this

year’s rules will do. 
football players ought to make up their 
minds that mass plays are decidedly un- 
popular, because they are objectionably 
violent; and there is violence enough in 
the game without them. 

If the health officials in the Gulf States 
succeed, as it now may be hoped that 
they will, in preventing yellow fever from 
getting a foothold in the country this 
season, they will deserve every expres- 
sion of gratitude and appreciation that 
press and people can bestow. The danger 
that the disease would be imported from 
Cuba has been alarming, almost terrify- 
ing, ever since the war with Spain began. 
It is not too much to say that those best 
qualified to judge the situation were most 
impressed by its peril. But now the Sum- 
mer is gone and Autumn is passing, and 
still the threatened epidemic has not 
started. Here and there cases of yellow 
fever have appeared, yet by energetic 
and intelligent work not only has the in- 
fection so far been prevented from 
spreading, but the inclination toward 
hasty and disastrous panic among the ap- 
prehensive communities has been with- 
stood and overcome. The danger is not 
over yet, but it decreases with the pas- 
sage of every week, and in the Summers 
to come, fortunately, Havana will be in 


,new hands. 





Pleasing as it is to see how eager sev- 
eral members of the City Council are to 
make travel in street cars more safe and 
comfortable than it is now, one cannot 
refrain from wondering about the cause 
of this sudden interest in a matter that 
has hitherto received comparatively little 
attention.

count of having had the audacity to explore 
an uncivilized territory and to raise his 
country’s flag over the same. 

Has not Mr. Williams overestimated just 
a little England’s present supremacy on the 
Nile over the French expedition? Or is he 
ignorant of the fact that the French have 
approximately 200,000 Abyssinians on their 
side, people who detest the British as much 
as the inhabitants of India, Victoria’s em- 
pire, do, and who, fitted out and equipped 
like the Egyptians, if not better, would 
prove a foe reinforced by the trained Zou- 
aves, with which even Kitchener’s “ invinci- 
ble ’’ force could not contend. 

Mr. Williams characterizes the idea of a 
war between England and France as ab- 
surd, and takes great pains to point out 
the instability of the Latin nation, the 
weakness of its army consequent upon the 
Dreyfus affair, &c. Of England’s suprem- 
acy on the seas there is no doubt. But in 
view of her great commercial interests be- 
yond those seas, she would certainly, in 
case of a war, be at a disadvantage when 
these interests are exposed to a navy infe- 
rior only to her own, and which might even 
be made equal to hers when combined with 
that of Russia. And when it comes to a 
battle on land, there is no question at all 
about the defeat of any forces that Eng- 
land could bring forth against the great 
army of France—yes, great, your corre- 
spondent notwithstanding. 

I am under the impression that your 
correspondent is an Englishman; it is only 
an Englishman that can write such a let- 
ter. I believe I have read somewhere that 
England tooks with contempt upon France 
on account of the Dreyfus affair. I fully 
believe France reciprocates this attachment 
for her. Mr. Editor, you surely recollect 
Lafontaine’s fable of the farmer, his son, 
and the ass, and the gratuitous adyice 
which the former was the recipient of. I 
think that if people would not think so 
much of their own greatness, invincibility, 
and incorruptibility, and not always try to 
give advice to others, they would not be so 
blind to the weak points which they them- 
selves possess. 

Should you, Mr. Editor, decide to publish 
this letter, well and good. If not, I would 
only consider il another instance of the 
discrimination which you have so frequent- 
ly shown in favor of your ‘* Anglo-Saxon” 
alliance scheme.

Sam Bernard Appears at the Bijou 
Theatre as a Stor in an Amus- 
ing Farce, 


Success, genuine and prodigious, and of 
an enduring quality, was secured at the 
Bijou Theatre last evening by a newly de- 
veloped star comedian, Sam Bernard, who 
has long been popular in the music halls 
and is, perhaps, the funniest fellow now on

FRANCE’S ARMY SCANDAL 


The Investigation of the Dreyfus 
Case Taken Up by the Special 
Commission at Paris. 


COL. PICQUART’S TRIAL ON 


He Boldly Declares that If He Is 
Found Dead in Prison It Will 
Be from ‘Murder, Not 
Suicide. 


PARIS, Sept. 21.—The commission ap- 
pointed by the Minister of Justice, M. Sar- 
rien, to examine the documents in the Drey- 
fus case and pronounce upon the advisa- 
bility of the Government formally granting 
the prisoner of Devil’s Island a new trial, 
met this afternoon at the Ministry of Jus- 
tice. The greatest precautions were taken 
to insure secrecy. 

It is understood the commission will come 
to a decision by Monday next, when M. 
Sarrien will communicate its findings to a 
Cabinet Council, which will be presided over 
by President Faure. 

The trial of Col. Piequart and M. Loblois, 
a lawyer, on the charge of revealing docu- 
ments concerning the national defense, 
commenced to-day before the Correctional 
Tribunal; but the Public Prosecutor asked 
for an adjournment on the ground that the 
prosecution of Col. Picquart, on the charge 
of forgery and using forged documents, had 
been ordered by the Minister of War. 

M. Labori, who was counsel for M. Zola 
during the latter’s famous trial, indignant- 
ly opposed the adjournment, which, he said, 


was an attempt to hand over Col. Picquart 
into the clutches of the military authorities, 
Col. Picquart then rose and made a state- 
ment which caused a sensation. He said: 
“This is perhaps the last time I shall 
speak in public. 1 shall sleep perhaps in 
the military prison of Cherche Midi. There- 
fore I wish to declare that if I find there 
the strangling cord of Lemercier Picard or 
the razor of Col. Henry, it will be murder, 
for I have no idea of committing suicide! ” 
The audience was intensely moved ari 
shouted: ‘ Vive Picquart!” The Judges 
however, after a short deliberation, decided 
indefinitely to adjourn the case, artd Col. 
Picquart was led away between policemen. 
Lemercier Picard, the man referred to by 
Col. Picquart, was a detective, understood 
to have been employed in the Dreyfus af- 
fair, who was found hanged in his lodgings 
about a year ago, under circumstances 
which did not indicate that it was certain 
he had committed suicide. 


FRENCH CONVICTS IN MUTINY 


LONDON, Sept. 21.—A special dispatch from 

Paris says the Deputy representing French 
Guiana in the Chamber, has received a dis- 
patch announcing that a mutiny has taken 
place among the convicts at Cayenne, the 
capital of French Guiana. The mutineers, 
it appears, overpowered and murdered their 
guards, then stormed the military store- 
house and seized the arms and ammunition 
there. They are now, according to the dis- 
patch, besieging the principal prison, and it 
is feared they may succeed in freeing the 
4.000 convicts confined in the building. Re- 
inforcements have been telegraphed for to 
the Island of Martiniaue, but it is said 
they will not arrive in time to suppress the 
mutiny. 


Dreyfus, the former Captain of French 
Artillery, whose alleged unjust conviction 
in 1894 on the charge of selling important 
French military secrets to the agent of a 
foreign power, and who is seemingly on the 
point of being investigated at Paris, is kept 
in solitary confinement on Devil’s Island, a 
small place not far from Cayenne, where 
the mutiny of convicts has just taken place, 
and it is not improbable therefore that he 
may be shot by his guards, as it is under- 
stood the latter have strict instructions to 
kill their prisoner if any attempt is made 
to release him, or if there is any possibility. 
of his escaping. 


THE PART OF COL. PICQUART. 


He at First Firmly Believed in the 
Guilt of Dreyfus—The Card Which 
Turned His Conviction. 


Lieut. Col, Picquart was Chief of the 
Secret Intelligence Bureau of the French 
Army from 1894 to 1897, or at the time 
Dreyfus was watched, arrested, and con- 
victed. He was a firm believer in the guilt 
of the ex-artillery officer until the late Sum- 
mer of 1897. 

Among other documents which were ob- 
tained by French spies and transmitted to 
the Chief of the bureau was a visiting card, 
which contained a few words written on the 
As soon as Picquart saw the 
card he was astonished to see what re- 
sembled the handwriting of Dreyfus, yet 
the latter had been a prisoner on the Ile du 
Diable for over two years. On turning the 
card over he read “Comte Walsin-Ester- 
hazy.’ The card, which had apparently 
been left at the German Embassy in Paris, 
expressed the regrets of the one whose 
name it bore that he was unable to see 
Col. Schwarzkoppen, the military attaché. 

Feeling that possibly a grave judicial 
crime had been committed in the convic- 
tion of Dreyfus, Col. Picquart laid the mat- 
ter before Gen. Billot, then Minister of 
War. Gen. Billot ordered him to continue 
his investigation. Suddenly, and without 
any warning, Col. Picquart was transferred 
to Tunis. His connection with the affair 
is best described from a page drawn from 
the record of the first Zola trial at the Seine 
Assizes, on Feb. 11, last: 

Among other things Col. Picpuart said: ‘‘ The 
newspapers began an agitation, and interpella- 
tions commenced in the Chamber, adding to my 
difficulties. Then I was sent to Tunis, where all 
letters reaching me were opened. When I was 
summoned back from Tunis to attend the Ester- 
hazy inquiry Gen, Pellieux treated me as the 
real defendant, refusing to listen to my charges ; 
against Major Esterhazy.”’ 

The court then suspended the 
porarily, and during the interval 
received an ovation. 

Col. Picquart pointed out that, while the anti- 
Dreyfus papere published of the 
bordereau, they did not publish a fac simile of 
the letter written by Dreyfus at Major Paty 
du Clam’s dictation, ‘‘ as it would have been too 
embarrassing,’’ the witness implying that a com- 
parison would have tended to show that Drey- 
fus was not the author of the bordereau. 

Col. Picguart emphatically denied Gen. Pele 
lieux’s statement of yesterday i di- 
vulged an espionage affair to outsiders. He 
candidly admitted sending an agent to Major 
Esterhazy’s apartments, but he pointed out that 
at the time Major Esterhazy’s flat was adver- 
tised to let, and his agent only brought him an 
unimportant letter, which, however, served to 
compare the handwritings. But the agent re- 
ported that a number of letters had been burned 
in a frepiace. 

Col. Picquart added that he communicated his

The charge against Col. Picquart, through 
which he was obliged to appear before the 
Eighth Correctional Chamber, is that of 
communicating confidential military docu- 
ments to outsiders, to wit: the Dreyfus 
dossier to Vice President of the Senate M. 
Scheurer-Kestner and to Maitre Leblois in 
the interests of the prisoner of the Ile du 
Diable. The late Col. Henry was charged 
with collecting evidence that Picquart had 
communicated to the above named persons 
the Dreyfus dossier. Henry, in his report, 
stated that he had surprised Picquart and 
Leblois looking over the Dreyfus dossier in 
Picquart’s office, and what gave particular 
significance to this testimony was the fact 
that Henry asserted that he saw the secret 
document, ‘‘ Cette canaille de D—, &c.” 
This latter statement, however, it was made 
necessary for Henry to deny at the Zola 





trial, when, it will be recalled, an alterca- 
tion arose between Henry and Picquart 
which was settled by a duel, in which the 
former was wounded. 

It is owing to the fact that Maitre Leblois 
is a civilian that both of the defendants ap- 
pear before a civil and not a military court. 
According to the law of 1886, Maitre Leblois 
could not be prosecuted by a military court, 
but the Juge d’Instruction found another 
point which enabled him to hold the lawyer. 
but on making him an accomplice of 
Picquart the latter was taken out of a 
court-martial and placed at the tender mer- 
cies of the Correctional Police, whose pro- 
ceedings began yesterday. 


ESTERHAZY ON THE SITUATION. 


LONDON, Sept. 22.—The Daily News this 
morning says that Comte Esterhazy has 
been sojourning in London in the guise of an 
Italian Count. He speaks Italian fluently. A 
representative of ‘The Daily Mail caught him 
at Charing Cross as he was about to start 
for Paris. In the course of the interview 
Comte Esterhazy said he had constantly 
passed the detectives detailed to watch him 
while in Paris in his present disguise and 
that nobody had recognized him. 

“ But.” he added, ‘I mistrusted events. 
I told Gen. Pellieux after the suicide of Col. 
Henry that it would be impossible to stop 
things, and that the movement would be 
formidable. The Generals lost their heads. 
I wrote to M. Cavaignac a long letter—trés 
documentée—acquainting him with the sal- 
jent points of the affair, He refused to see 
me. My run had been determined upon. I 
was thrown overboard and have nothing 
left but to go away and await develop- 
ments.”’ 

Comte Esterhazy proceeded to declare that 
he had vainly tried to convince Gen. Pel- 
lieux that the Henry document was a forg- 
ery, but that Gen. Pellieux had declined to 
listen to him. 

“There were,” “said Comte Esterhazy, 
“but three persons who knew the truth of 
the matter—Sandherr, Henry, and myself. 
The first two are dead, and I alone hold the 
secret.”’ 

Comte Esterhazy complained bitterly of 
the treatment of himself and Mme. Pays, 
who is in prison in Paris. He declared that 
Juge d’Instruction Bergulos had Mme. Pays 
brought from the St. Lazare Prison and of- 
fered her liberty if she would reveal all she 
knew about the Generals. 

After reference to other phases of the 
affair, Comte Esterhazy said: 

*“[ intend to publish a book that will 
trrow light upon the unhappy oDreyfus 
story. Cavaignac made a mistake in pur- 
suing me, because he struck at the same 
time his relation, Col. du Paty de Clam. I 
may mention that I had already declined a 
pension, offered me by Gen, Billet.’’ 

Comte Esterhazy affected a gay non- 
chalance; but just as he was taking the 
train he said in a sharp, nervous tone, 
without pausing for breath: ‘I don’t know 
whether I shall make use of the documents 
in my possession, It will be dependent upon 
the march of events.”’ 


HENRY’S FORGERY KEPT QUIET. 


LONDON, Sept. 22.—The Daily News says 
it hears from a good source that the Italian 
Ambassador at Paris, Count Tornicelli-Bru- 
sati di Vergano, obtained assurances from 
the Government in January that Col. Hen- 
ry’s forgery should be withheld from pub- 
lication, but the newspapers, getting hold of 
the contents of the document, M. Cavaig- 
rac, then Minister of War, was confronted 
with the choice of either exposing Col. 
Henry or having the matter exposed from 
the outside. The paper also says it is al- 
leged that no razor was found in the prison 
cell after Col. Henry committed suicide, and 
it is suggested that he was assassinated, 


HERR THEODORE FONTANO DEAD. 


The Noted German Writer and Poet 
Passes Away. 


BERLIN. Sept. 21.—Herr Theodore Fon- 
tano, the German writer and poet, is dead. 
He was born in 1819 and was a war corre- 
spondent during the Franco-Prussian war 
of 1870. He wa». captured, but was soon re- 
leased. He was the author, among other 
works, of ‘‘ The War Against France,” ‘‘ The 
War Against Austria,’ and “ Prisoners of 
War.” 


Theodore Fontano, German writer and 
poet, was born at Neu Ruppin, Bradenburg, 
Dec. 30, 1819, and was educated at the Ber- 
lin School of Arts and Trades. In 1852 
he went io England. where he remained 
for several years, and gathered materials 
lor two of his books. In 1860 he joined the 
staff. of the Prussian New Gazette, becom- 
ing its military correspondent. It was in 
that capacity that he followed the German 
armies into France in 1870. He was taken 
prisoner at Domremy, but was released 
after a short confinement on the island of 
Oléron. In addition to his poems and a col- 
lection of ballads, Herr Foftano’s works 
are “A Study of English Art,” “ Beyond 
the Tweed,” “The War of _ Schleswig,” 
“Prisoners of War.’ “ The War Against 
Austria,” *‘ During the Occupation,’’ * The 
War Against France,” “ Before the Storm, 
and * Grete Minck.”’ 


EMPRESS DOWAGER OF CHINA. 


Rumored that She Has Recovered Her 
Sway Over the Emperor. 
PEKIN, Sept. 21.—Rumors, which it is im- 
possible to disregard, are in circulation to 
the effect that the Empress Dowager of 
China has recovered her ascendency over 
the Emperor, who is now practically in a 

state of tutelage. 


LONDON, Sept. 22.—The 
spondent of The Times says: 

“The recent Imperial decrees are mainly 
due to the influence of the Cantonese _re- 
|former Kang-Yumei, who had the Em- 
peror’s private ear. Now Kang-Yumei has 
been ordered to leave Pekin and the Em- 
press Dowager has assumed charge of the 
Government. She will attend all Cabinet 
meetings and audiences, see all memorials, 
and approve all edicts before they are is- 
sued. 

“This is equivalent to a virtual restora- 
tion of the Regency, and will probably re- 
sult in the early reinstatement of Li Hung 
Chang.”’ 


Pekin corre- 


Tsai-t’ien, Emperor of China, was born 
Aug. 2, 1872, and succeeded to the throne 
by proclamation at the death of his cousin, 
the Emperor Tung-ohi, who died Jan. 22, 
1875, under the tutelage of his aunt and 
adoptive mother, the widow of the Emperor 
Hion-Fong, who was the predecessor and 
father of the Emperor Tung-ohi. There 
were two Dowager Empresses concerned in 
the arrangements—the Eastern Empress, or 
widow of Hion-Fong, and the Western Em- 
ress, or mother of Tung-ohi. The Western 
Smpress still lives and was supposed to 
have withdrawn from ower. When the 
young Emperor came of age, according to 
Chinese law, he nominally assumed the 
Government, in March, 1887, but he did not 
assume ful) control until February, 18x9, 
when the Empress Dowager withdrew. The 
Emperor was married on Feb. 26, 1889, to 
Yo-’ho-na-la, daughter of Kouoi-Hsiang, a 
high Chinese official.

FRAULEIN AUS DER OHE HERE. 


The Pianiste Arrived Yesterday, but 
Will Not Be Heard in This City 
Before November. 


Vith the approach of the musical season 
every incoming steamer from Europe has 
among its passengers some one of renown 
in this particular profession. Fraulein 
Adele Aus der Ohe, the pianiste, returned to 
this country under the management of Hen- 
ry Wolfsohn yesterday. She will make her 
first appearance at the Worcester festival 
next Thursday afternoon, after which she 
will make a five weeks’ tour, visiting To- 
ronto, Oberlin, Ohio, where she will play 
for the Oberlin School of Music, and going 
from there to the Pacific Coast she will re- 
turn in time for her New York appearance 
with the New York Philharmonic Society at 
Carnegie Hall on Nov. 4 and 5, after which 
she will be heard with the Boston Sym- 
phony Orchestra in this city, Boston, Provi- 
dence, and Philadelphia. She will also play 
with the Pittsburg Orchestra under Victor 
Herbert’s orchestra, and then with the 
Thomas Orchestra in Chicago. 

Fraulein Aus der Ohe made her last ap- 
pearance in this city during the season of 
1896-7. She is the daughter of a professor 
in the Hanover University, and at an early 
age displayed unusual musical abilities. In 
her fifth year she astonished von Bulow by 
naming the tones of complex chords struck 
by him on the piano. Von Bulow and yon 
Bonsart recommended her to the elder Kul- 
lak, with whom she studied when seven 
years old. The next five years she had the 
benefit of his instruction at Berlin, after 
which for seven years she was a pupil of 
Liszt. She made her first appearance in this 
city at a concert conducted by the late 
Anton Seidl in December, 1886. 


HERR GERICKE ARRIVES. 


The Conductor of the Boston Symphony 
¢ Orchestra Comes from Europe— 
Talks of His Plans. 


Wilhelm Gericke, who has been selected 
to succeed Emil Paur as conductor of the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra, arrived from 
Europe yesterday after an absence from 
this country of nine years. 

The first year after his return to Dresden, 
his home, Herr Gericke said yesterday was 
to take a thorough rest, necessitated by the 
severe strain upon him from the many con- 
certs which he had conducted. He then 
gave a series of concerts in Vienna of the 
same kind as those he had given in this 
country. 

Herr Gericke has engaged eight new men 
for the Boston Symphony Orchestra, three 
of whom will come from the Opera Com- 
ique, Paris, and two from Lamoureux. The 
three others have been secured in this city, 
and are former members of the New York 
Symphony Orchestra. 

In discussing his plans, Herr Gericke said 
that of the many new works which he had 
religiously gone over, he had thus far con- 
cluded to give only two, viz.: The sym- 
phonies of Sinding and the symphonies of 
Bruckner. He may not, however, give them 
in this city, .their rendition here depending 
greatly upon their success in Boston. He 
was delighted at the idea of giving the con- 
certs this year at the Carnegie Hall, in- 
stead of in the Metropolitan Opera House. 
He thinks the arrangements in the hall are 
much better, as far as the orchestral work 
is concerned, 

The plan outlined is to give two concerts 
in this city, repeating them in Brooklyn. 
The first concert will be given in New York 
on the evening of Oct, 9, and in Brooklyn 
on the afternoon of the 10th. Herr Gericke 
will remain in this city for several weeks, 
when he will take up his headquarters in 
Boston.

WEST INDIAN SUGAR QUESTION. 


Resolutions Passed at the Conference 
of Delegates from the British Col- 
onies Held in Barbados. 


BRIDGETOWN, Barbados, Sept. 3.—The 
conference of delegates from the several 
sugar-producing colonies in the West Indies 
held here to-day in the Council Chamber 


adopted the following resolution, introduced 
by Mr. R. G. Duncan of British Guiana: 

Resolved, That this meeting of delegates from 
British Guiana, ‘Trinidad, Jamaica, Barbados, 
and Antigua, while fully recognizing the efforts 
of the Right Honorable the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, to afford relief to the West 
Indian Colonies suffering from the serious depres- 
sion of the sugar industry, regret that so far the 
attempts to arrange reciprecai relations between 
the United States and the West Indies, as well 
as to obtain the aboiition of the bounty system, 
have met with no success. This meeting would 
strongly urge upon the British Government that 
nothing short of the speedy rehabilitation of the 
sugar industry can restore prosperity to the West 
Indies and British Guiana, and they respectfully 
demand, as British subjects, the right to compete 
in the home markets at the natural cost of pro- 
duction, with sugar imported from foreign coun- 
tries, and urgently call upon her Majesty's Gov- 
ernment, as the only effective remedy, to take 
such steps as will either prevent the importation 
of all sugar on which export bounties are given 
or annul by countervailing duty all the advant- 
ages derived from such export bounties. 


Mr. Duncan, during the course of his re- 
marks, said: ‘‘ The patience and loyalty of 
the people of the West Indies and British 


Guiana had bcen put to a severe test by 
the delay that has arisen on the part of the 
mcther country to grant justice to the 
sugar industry, and characterized the treat- 
ment of the sugar colonies as a ‘crying 
shame.’”’ If the colonies were allowed by 
England to perisa, he said, it would be a 
black page in her history that recorded the 
fact that the foreign growers of beet sugar 
on the Continent were enabled by means 
of bounties to command the markets of the 
mother courtry while the loyal West Indian 
colonies were suffered to go to ruin and 
starvation. None could doubt that America 
with the colonies that would be under her 
protection would in a short time supply all 
the sugar required for her consumption, and 
there was no doubt that when that took 
place the British colonial sugar would be 
shut out by a solid wall of protective tariffs. 

The following resolution was then intro- 
duced by the Hon. Dr. W. K. Chandler of 
Barbados, seconded by the Hon. J. Co- 
manehe of Antigua, and also adopted: 

As regards Barbados and Antigua, the dele- 
gates from these colonies take the opportunity 
afforded at this meeting to express their grati- 
tude to Mr. Chamberlain for proposing to de- 
vote a considerable sum toward the establishment 
of central factories in those islands. They are 
confident that the establishment of factories un- 
der the most modern methods will tend toward 
the more profitable production of sugar, and 
consequently toward the general prosperity of 
those islands, provided always that improved 
methods of manufacture are not counteracted by 
bounties by foreign nations against the injustice 
of which the delegates will never cease to pro- 
test. 

Through erroneous reports, 
was announced in the United States and 
elsewhere as being a conference called to 
consider the question of the annexation of 
the West Indian Islands to the United 
States or to Canada. But the matter was 
not seriously mentioned, and was not even 
referred to as a possibility.

Sale of Kentucky Timber Lands, 


RICHMOND, Ky., Sept. 21.—A transaction 
was closed at Irvine, Ky., to-day, by which 
25,000 acres of valuable timber land, a large 
part of which is virgin forest in Knot and 
Perry Counties, were transferred to an Eng- 
lish syndicate represented by Ernest J. 
Fawke of Liverpool and Alexander Frazier 
of Toronto. Included in the sale was the 
Ingles sawmill at Irvine, one of the largest 
along the Kentucky River, which will be 
utilized in turning timber into lumber to 
supply the mammoth furniture factories 
which the syndicate will erect in Cincinnati.

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CHAMPLAIN MONUMENT DAY 


Great French Explorer’s Statue 
Unveiled at Quebec with Im- 
posing Ceremonies. 


OVATION TO THE MARBLEHEAD 


Highest Honors Paid to Capt. McCalla 
and His Marines, Who Received an 
Enthusiastic Welcome from Sail- 
ors, Soldiers, and Civilians. 


QUEBEC, Sept. 21.—To-day the Canadian 
people have paid a magnificent tribute of re- 
spect to the memory of the French explorer 
Champlain, who 200 years ago founded the 
City of Quebec. In the presence of one of 
the greatest assemblages ever seen in the 
Province of Quebec, and near the spot 
where the great explorer’s body is supposed 
to have been buried, a grand monument to 
his memory was unveiled. 

The monument stands near Dufferin Ter- 
race, under the very shadow of the old cita- 
del and within a few yards of the Hotel 
Chateau Frontenac. It is fifty feet high, 
and was designed by the French sculptor M. 
Chevre. It is surmounted by the colossal 
bronze figure of Champlain, represented as 
taking possession of Quebec in the name of 
the King of France. In relief on the base 
of the monument are figures and inscrip- 
tions commemorating the achievements of 
the great explorer. 

Extensive preparations were made for the 
event. The entire city took a holiday, busi- 
ness places were closed, daily papers sus- 
pended publication, and to-night the quaint 
old city is gleaming with fantastic illumina- 
tions, 

It was an event in which all Canadians 
of French descent felt a personal pride, and 
the principal dignitaries of the Dominion 
were present. The ceremonies were im- 
pressive and interesting. All of the speeches 
were made in French, and much interesting 
history of the old days of New France was 
reviewed. The speakers were Lord Aber- 
deen, representing the Crown; Judge Chau- 
veau, Consul. General Klieckowski, repre- 
senting the President of the French Repub- 
lic; Lieut. Gov. Jette, Premier Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, Provincial Premier of Quebec Mar- 
chand, Judge Routhier, and Commissioner 
of Public Works Duffy. 

On the great platform surrounding the 
monument were many of the civil and mill- 
tary dignitaries of. Canada and the members 
of the International Joint Commission. 

To Americans the most interesting feature 
of the occasion was the hearty and enthu- 
Siastic reception given to Capt. McCalla of 
the United States cruiser Marblehead and 
his gallant crew of marines and sailors. 
Three British warships, the Renown, the In- 
defatigable, and the Talbot arrived here sev- 
eral days ago to participate in the ceremo- 
nies, but her Majesty’s great sea fighters 
did not get the spirited reception given to 
the battered Marblehead and her little hand- 
ful of Yankee sailors fresh from the stormy 
scenes on the south coast of Cuba. 

It was a little after sunrise this morning 
when the Marblehead steamed up the river, 
and when she came in sight the British 
warships made the old walls of the citadel 
above them fairly tremble with the thun- 
der of their welcome. The Marblehead an- 
swered the salute with her five-inch guns, 
and a tremendous cheer went up from the 
ramparts and in Dufferin Terrace, where a 
great throng of people were looking down 
upon the warships in the river below. 

Then, again, when the marines, with their 
colors and band, marched up through the 
streets and gaie of the old city they were 
greeted with one continuous chorus of 
cheers. Their uniforms were not so new 
nor so attractive as those of the British 
soldiers. They were still wearing their old 
brown leggings and the blue jackets with 
which they went throught the hard fighting, 
but the Canadians did not criticise these 
things, and the well-fed, well-dressed Brit- 
ish warriors joined in the general hearty 
welcome to the Americans. 

At the unveiling ceremonies the Marble- 
head men had the position of honor facing 
the monument, and had all the time the 
lion’s share of the crcwd’s admiration. Capt. 
McCalla occupied a place of honor at the 
c2remonies, and received the warmest wel- 
come from Admiral Sir John Fisher and all 
the Canadian officials, 

After the unveiling ceremonies were over 
the American members of the International 
High Commission visited the Marblehead 
and congratulated Capt. McCalla and his 
crew upon their gallant achievement anu 
safe return to the land of peace and plenty. 

The Marblehead wiil remain here for sev- 
eral days. 


AN APE, A DOG, AND A CAT. 


A Happy Family Aboard the Steamer 
Indrani from Java. 

The British steamer Indrani, which arrived 
early in the week from Java with a cargo of 
sugar, has a happy family on board. It 
consists of an anthropoid ape named Ben- 
jamin Binns, a white dog named Jack, and 
‘led Tillie. These three have be- 
friends and have caused much 
fun during the voyage. Benjamin Binns 
belongs Capt. Theophilus Trotter and 
Chief Engineer John Drew.

William Wallace Eaton. 


Ex-Senator William Wallace Eaton died 
at his home in Hartford, Conn., yesterday 
from a stroke of paralysis which occurred 
last Sunday. 

Mr. Eaton, whose name now is little more 
than a memory in the politics of the Nut- 
meg State, was for many years one of the 
most potent individual forces ever felt in 
that Commonwealth. Rarely, if ever, has 
any man held so many and such varied elec- 
tive offices. And to many of them, although 
he was an uncompromising Democrat, he 
was elected by Republican constituencies, 
Perhaps the most striking proof of the per- 
sonal popularity of the man with the voters 
of Connecticut was given in 18638, when he 
was sent to the State House of Representa- 
tives from Hartford, although he was a 
“Peace Democrat” and the Republican 
candidate for Congress from that district 
was chosen by a large majority. Mr. Eaton 
was one of the few United States Senators 
who opposed the appointment of the Elect- 
oral Commission in 1877. 

Mr. Eaton was born in the town of Tol- 
land, Conn., Oct. 11,.1816. His father was 
Luther Eaton, a prominent man in that part 
of the State. The son was educated in the 
public schools and by private tutors. He 
was admitted to the bar in 1837. After prac- 
ticing for some years he engaged in busi- 
ness in Columbia, S. C., where he remained 
about four years, Returning to his native 
State, young Eaton resumed the practice of 
law. In 1847 he was chosen to represent 
Tolland County in the Connecticut House, 
being re-elected the next year. He had now 
become prominent in the affairs of his coun- 
ty and was soon after made Clerk of the 
Superior and Supreme Courts for that coun- 
ree

In the Spring of 1850 he was elected Sen- 
ator from the Twentieth District, after the 
hardest contest ever known there, although 
the district was a Whig one. Shortly after- 
ward he made Hartford his home and quick- 
ly became a man of influence among the 
Democrats of that city. In 1853 he was 
elected to represent Hartford in the Con- 
necticut House, this being the first Demo- 
cratic victory in that city. He was also 
made Clerk of the Courts. For some years 
he was one'of the Judges of the Hartford 
City Court, and for four years he held the 
office of Recorder. 

During the Legislative session of 1874 wr. 
Eaton was elected United States Senator to 
succeed William A. Buckingham. Senator 
Buckingham died before the expiration of 
his term and Senator-elect Eaton was ap- 
pointed to fill the vacancy, taking his seat 
Feb. 3, 1875. He began his full term on 
March 4 of the same year, retiring from the 
Senate in 1881. In 1882 he was elected to 
Congress from the Fifth District of Con- 
necticut, and at the expiration of his term 
retired from active political life, although 
continuing for some years after that to be 
a power in the councils of the local Demo- 
cratic Party. 

His most notable stand in the Senate was 
his opposition to the Electoral Commission. 
Alone on the Democratic side, he opposed 
that plan of decidinz tne disputed Presiden- 
tial election of 1876, engaging in a debate 
with Senator Thurman, who favored it, Dur. 
ing the latter part of his Senatorial career 
he was Chairman of the Committee on For- 
eign Relations. He was one of the strong- 
est advocates of tariff reform and was the 
author of a bill providing for the appoint- 
ment of a tariff commission, the main pro- 
visions of which were embodied in a bill 

passed after his term had expired. Mr. Ea- 
ton was a hard-money Democrat and hence 
an earnest opponent of the greenbacl: her- 
esy. 

Daring the war of secession Mr. Eaton 
was prominent in that class at the North 
who called thems:lIves ‘‘ Peace Democrats ” 
and whom the rest of the people called 
* Copperheads.”’ He declared he was not a 
disunionist, but did not believe in coercion. 
He tried and hoped for some way of recon- 
ciliation between the warring sections. De- 
spite the bitterness against ‘‘ Copperheads,” 
as has ‘been stated, Mr. Eaton never lost 
any of his personal popularity, even among 
\the most ultra_supporters of a war policy.

He left this country for 
Rotterdam on the steamship Statendam on 
Sept. 10, hoping that the trip would benefit 
his health. A friend who accompanied him 
will see to the bringing of the remains back 
to this city, where the funeral will take 
place. 

George A. Steinway was born in 1865 in 
this city and educated here. His father, 
William Steinway, who died in November, 
1896, was the head of the piano house of 
Steinway & Sons, ard it was here that 
George A. Steinway had his only experience 
in business. His health was always delicate, 
and on that account his father was not 
especially anxious to have him devote him- 
self to hard routine work. Mr. Steinway 
relinquished active participation in the busi- 
ness about 10 years ago, though he still was 
a stockholder in the concern. Mr. Steinway 
was married in 1888. His wife and three 
children suryive him. His city home was at 
26 Gramercy Park. At one time he lived at 
Great Neck. L. I.

WHY MR. KEENE IS BULLISH. 


All doubts as to Mr. James R. Keene's 
views and stock market position can be put 
at rest. Mr, Keene himself disposed of all 
the vague rumors yesterday, when, with 
characteristic terseness, he said this to a 
representative of THE NEw YORK TIMES: 

“TI fee] extremely bullish. 

“I do not recall a time in twenty years 
when conditions affecting business and 
transportation were so universally and dis- 
tinctly favorable as now. 

“ Notwithstanding the large advances 
which good stocks have recorded in the past 
year, the conditions which I have referred 
to make so immensely for earnings of both 
railroad and industrial corporations that I 
feel very sanguine of much higher prices 
than those which now rule for good stocks. 

“As to silver, its day has gone by. The 
only time it was a live issue and a matter 
of concern was when Bryan was before the 
pecple as a Presidential candidate. Then 
half a dozen nations were adhering to the 
white metal, They have since gone over 
to gold. 

“That and the enormous increase in the 
world’s gold production disposes of this 
question, in my opinion. 

*“* Money is going to work easier, and will 
get to a permanent basis around 2% per 
cent. within a month or two. 

“Here are the vital factors affecting se- 
curities: Large earnings because of business 
prosperity, and easy money. 

“There is only one direction to prices. 
That is upward.” 


MANHATTAN AND ELECTRICITY. 


Wall Street is persuaded that much more 
progress than officially reported has been 
made in arranging for the electrical equip- 
ment of the Manhattan Elevated Road. 
The return of Mr. George Gould is counted 
upon in important financial circles to hasten 
the completion of pending electrical nego- 
tiations. Mr. Russell Sage himself can be 
quoted as authority for the statement that 
all obstacles to the electrical equipment 
have been overcome. Mr. Sage was for- 
merly opposed to the change. Now he de- 
clares himself to be much in favor of it. 

It was yesterday stated in Wall Street 
that Mr. Sage has already arranged an 
appointment at which he and Mr, Gould are 
to meet Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan in con- 
ference over financial plans involved in 
putting electricity upon Manhattan. Mr. 
Morgan is said to be willing to finance the 
entire transaction, and one of the big elec- 
tric companies is understood to have offered 
to give bonds that the adoption of its elec- 
tric system will enable the Manhattan Com- 
pany to economize beyond $1,000,000 a year 
—and that is over 3 per cent. on the Man- 
hattan Company’s total capital stock. 

Mr. Sage is credited with having recently 
called several times on Mr. Morgan, a fact 
which the Street interprets as significant of 
impending Manhattan developments, 


THE DEAL IN BROOKLYN. 


Brooklyn Rapid Transit shares became 
yesterday a conspicuous feature in Stock 
Exchange transactions. Close to 30,000 
shares were dealt in and an advance of 3 
full points was scored, 

Wall Street heard many interesting stories 
to account for the advance, but what had 
most attention was the disclosure that in- 
siders—the people especially close to Gov. 
Flower and Mr. Anthony N. Brady—were 
large buyers. 

Purchases were also made by brokers who 
are recognized as Stock Exchange representa- 
tivesof the Metropolitan Street Railway Com- 
pany. The latter fact gave color to reports 
which have lately been whispered through 
the Street to the effect that Gov. Flower 
and Mr. Brady are arranging a plan whereby 
their Brooklyn street railways can be 
brought into close relationship with the 
New York system—identified with the Metro- 
politan in management, if not absolutely 
merged into that corporation. 

It is no longer officially denied that the 
deal is complete whereby the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit acquires control of the Nas- 
sau. It may even be soon developed that 
Mr. R, T. Wilson and Mr. E. H: Harriman 
are to be represented in the directory of 
the Brooklyn Rapid Transit, those two 
gentlemen being the chief controllers of the 
Nassau Electric Company, now to be turned 
over to the Brooklyn Rapid Transit. Through 
this acquisition of the control of the Nas- 
sau Company, the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
acquires a monopoly of the surface rail- 
roads of Brooklyn; and through the com- 
bination large economies will result, some 
semi-official estimates placing probable 
gains through savings at over $1,000,000 a 
year. 


COTTON OIL’S DIVIDEND. 

A meeting of the Directors of the Ameri- 
can Cotton Oil Company will be held on 
next Monday. President G. A, Morrison, 
who is now returning from Europe, will be 
present, and it is probable that action will 
be taken looking to the immediate formula- 
tion of plans for restoring the Cotton Oil 
common stock to a dividend basis. It has 
been years since that stock was on the divi- 
dend list, and its establishment as an earner 
and profit payer is a development of signifi- 
cance. 

The company, since its reorganization, has 
been so conservatively conducted that even 
before this year a dividend distribution 
would have been possible, but the prudent 
policy of the Board of Directors looked to 
the establishment of cash surpluses, and 
thus the dividend now about to be declared 
is the first return made to present share- 
hoiders., 

Wall Street is uncertain as to the amount 
of the dividend which will be declared, but 
the statement that it will be substantial is 
practically official, In yesterday’s market 
over 10,000 shares of Cotton Oil common 
stock were traded in and an advance of over 
2% points was scored. Buyers yesterday in- 
cluded conspicuous insiders. Mr. James R. 
Keene was credited with having bought sev- 
eral thousand shares, 


CALL MONEY RATES LOWER. 


After showing further firmness during the 
early hours yesterday, the call money rate 
broke sharply toward the close of business 
and loans of that class were made as low as 
2 per cent. In the morning many banks 
marked up their call loans to 5 per cent. 
and on the Stock Exchange new transac- 
tions were made at 4% and 5percent. After 
the first demands were supplied, however, 
the market eased off and rates receded 
quite sharply in the last hour, At that time 
money was offered liberally at 3 per cent. 

Many money market authorities yesterday 
declared that in their opinion the money sit- 
uation is clearer than it has been for some 
time. In these quarters a recession in rates 
in all departments is expected. Time money 
was offered liberally at 3% to 4 per cent. for 
ninety days. Four months’ money was read- 
ily obtainable at 4 per cent. 


GOLD IMPORT ENGAGEMENTS. 

Engagements of gold to the amount of 
nearly $2,000,000 were announced yesterday. 
Of this’ the United States Mortgage and 
Trust Company will receive $1,000,000, Mor- 
ton, Bliss & Co.; $500,000, and the Manhat- 
tan Trust Company $300,000. This brings 
the total imported and engaged since the be- 
ginning of the present zold movement un to 


$10,600,000. In exchange circles further 
heavy engagements for import are expected 
before the end of the week. 


IN THE IRON TRADE. 


In its reviéw of trade conditions The Iron 
Age, an undisputed iron trade’ authority, 
to-day, will say: 

“. Among some of the leaders in the indus- 
try the opinion is being expressed that the 
time is ripe for a moderate advance in 
prices. The fact is pointed out that in 
spite of higher values in England and in 
Germany exports from those countries are 
growing and that our prices are below the 
international level anywhere from $3 on 
Bessemer pig to $3.50 to $4 on plates and 
billets, and $4.50 and $5 on rails. It is urged 
that we are past the days of sacrificing 
in order to gain a foothold, and that we 
could ask more money and yet pay the 
freight. A firmer tone in the export mar- 
kets would react favorably on our home 
values, and, since wages are generally on 
a sliding scale basis, inher as well as stock- 
holders would benefit. 

“It is well known that Germany is suf- 
fering from what is almost a billet famine, 
and Great Britain is calling for additional 
quantities of material, the latest sale be- 
ing another block of 10,000 tons of plates. 
It looks as though the whole world is rap- 
idly expanding its consumption, so that the 
modern plants and the cheapest producers 
are unable to cover the requirements, so 
that the reserves must be called out by an 
advance im price. Are our producers to be 
the ones to fill up with low-priced contracts? 

“From all parts of the country come re- 
ports of a good deal of business flowing 
in and of a large volume of work shaping 
up. Billets are quiet, because every seller 
in the Central West is busy for months to 
come; in fact, it is intimated that a large 
steel mill is again feeling the market for 
outside supplies in order to take care of 
customers. In Chicago a thirty-thousand- 
ton order for tin-plate bars has been in 
the market. In the East the last large sale 
has been 7,000 tons at $17.75, Philadelphia, 
with $18 now the minimum. Some good 
— orders for wire rods are in the mar- 

et. 

“The skelp mills and the pipe works are 
busy, Eastern skelp mills having taken 
orders aggregating 10,000 tons last week. 
Heavy plate orders are @% be placed at an 
early date for Government vessels, and 
there is quite a good deal of structural 
material in the market, among others about 
6,000 tons in New York. It may be of in- 
terest to nove that a lot of 800 tons has 
been contracted for for a building in the 
City of Mexico, the work having been cap- 
tured in competition with leading foreign 
shops. Reports from the bar mills and 
sheet mills are very encouraging. 

‘““A meeting of the steel rail manufact- 
urers is to be held in this city to-morrow 
to discuss the situation. Last Friday the 
agreement as to prices between the West- 
ern makers was broken, a low price having 
been made on a far Western order. The 
impression prevails that both the Western 
and Eastern mills will get together, there 
being a strong feeling in favor of advanc- 
‘ng prices about $2 per ton. 

“The market for standard rails has been 
quiet but steady eee only moderate lots 
being placed. Conflicting reports are cur- 
rent in regard to the order for the girder 
and slot rails for the Third Avenue line in 
this city. It is asserted in some quarters 
that the order, 15,000 tons in all, has been 
taken by a mill in the Cleveland district. 
Rumor has it that the yokes, about 15,000 
tons, have been ven to a Philadelphia 
foundry, but on the other hand it is as- 
serted that cast iron is to be put aside en- 
tirely on account of frequent breakages and 
that steel beams will be substituted. 

‘“‘In the *oundry irons the Northern fur- 
naces report that consumers are crowding 
deliveries and prices are averaging a lit- 
tle better. Some of the large Southern 
makers have advanced prices 25 cents per 
ton, but the movement is not yet eneral 
enough to carry the market upward. The 
east iron pipe trade has relapsed into dull-

have continued their price of $10 at fur- 
nace foi Bessemer pig for delivery up to 


July 1, 1899.” 


THE ELECTRIC CONSOLIDATION, 


Mr. George Westinghouse, President of 
the Westinghouse Electric and Manufactur- 
ing Company, makes the following an- 
nouncement on behalf of his company: 

“The election this day of Roswell P. 
Flower and Anthony N. Brady as members 
of the Board of Directors of the Westing- 
house Electric and Manufacturing Com- 
pany, to represent the interests of the form- 
er stockholders of the Walker Com- 
pany completes the union of the in- 
terests of the Walker Company of 
Cleveland with thcse of the Westinghouse 
Electric and Manufacturing Company. The 
purchase by the Westinghouse Company in- 
cludes substantially all of the outstanding 
stock and all but $850,000 of the $2,500,000 
of the twenty-year bonds of the Walker 
Company, the $850,000 remaining a first 
lien upon the property. The recent sale by 
the Westinghouse Company of $3,000,000 of 
debenture certificates has erroneously been 
connected with this transaction. The en- 
tire proceeds of the sale of these debenture 
certificates were used in retiring the float- 
ing and other debt of the company as pre- 
viously announced. 

“The increase in the total yearly fixed 
charges of the Westinghouse Company, due 
to the purchase of the Walker Company, 
will be but a little more than the sum that 
the Walker Company has been expending 
annually in dezending patent litigation in- 
stituted by the General Electric and 
Westinghouse Companies. The acquisition 
of the Walker Company will, by reason of 
the agreement of March 31, 1896, between 
the General Electric and Westinghouse 
Companies, put an end to this patent litiga- 
tion and very large annual expenditure on 
both sides. The business of the Walker 
Company, as a controlled company of the 
Westinghouse Company, will be entitled to 
the protection of the patents of the West- 
inghouse and General Electric Companies, 
and will in all respects be subject to the 
agreement between these two companies 
in relation to patents. 

“The Westinghouse Company regards the 
business and good will of the Walker Com- 
pany as a valuable acquisition, especially 
as the Walker Company brings with it up- 
ward of $1,250,000 unfilled orders. The 
Walker Company has at Cleveland modern 
and extensive works, equipped with ma- 
chinery capable of manufacturing the 
largest types of railway apparatus, and 
will, with the works of the Westinghouse 
Company at Bast Pittsburg, constitute a 
manufacturing plant second to none in the 
country. The capacity and profits of the 
two companies will be increased by care- 
fully harmonizing the manufacturing and 
selling operations, and the direct savings 
thereby effected should exceed the fixed 
charges incurred by the purchase of the 
Walker Company. ‘The shipments of both 
companies, owing to the large orders on 
hand, have been increasing during the past 
few months, and exceeded $750,000 for Au- 
gust. 

“The total fixed charges of the Westing- 
house Company, including those due to the 
Walker purchase and the dividends on its 
preferred stock, will be $42,000 per month.”

The bond of the reeelver was fixed at 
$100,000, The firm began business in 1885, 
as successors to the business previously car- 
ried on by Henry Stern & Co., of which firm 
Mr. Kichhold was a partner and Mr. Miller 
a salesman. At the start they claimed a 
capital of $45,000, which they gradually in- 
creased, until Nov. 1, 1897, when their 
statement showed $110,000 capital. Herman 
Joseph said yesterday that tiie liabilities at 
present are about $120,000 and good assets 
about $105,000. They consist of a stock of 
goods on hand, $35,000; outstanding ac- 
counts, $65,000 to 870,000, and fixtures, 
$5,000, In stating the cause of the receiv- 
ership Mr. Josenh said that on account of a 
lease on their premises, for which they paid 
$18,000 a year fent, which increased their 
expenses, while there was a general depre- 
ciation in the hat line, the stagnation of 
trade, and collections being poor, they were 
forced to procure loans from various per- 
sons.

COTTON. 


Speculation’ in cotton yesterday was tame 
for the most part and fluctuations narrow 
without positive leaning one way or the 
other. A considerable portion of the busi- 
ness done was for the evening up of old 
ventures by room traders who saw little 
prospect of a radical change in the situation 
in the near future. Covering by shorts for 
the realization of the handsome profits in 
sight added not a little to the stability of 
the early market. Initial news from the 
English market was hardly as favorable as 
anticipated, futures having declined 2 points, 
while sales of 10,000 bales of spot cotton 
were at concessions of 1-32d. Buying orders 
from abroad, however, partially offset the 
disappointment in cable news. Our market 
opened steady, with the near months 1@3 
points lower, and the distant months 1@2 
points higher. Imimediateiy following the 
call the trading basis was 1@2 points under 
Tuesday night’s figures, and for the rest of 
the sesion variations -were slight and unim- 
portant. Buying was checked by evidences 
of an easier feeling in Southern spot mar- 
kets, and rumors that Neill had put out a 
glowing statement regarding the condition 
of the crop and a very bearish estimate, 
Scalipers had the pit pretty much to them- 
selves during the greater part of yesterday 

ifternoon, but were purposeless, finding 
nothing in late news on which to base an 
cpinion. Weather reports -were about a 
stand-off, indicating almost perfect condi- 
tions in the eastern and western portions 
of the cotton region, while in the central 
section a severe wind and rain storm was 
indicated, a downpour of three and a half 
inches having been recorded at Vicksburg 
and Mobile, and soaking rains to veritable 
choudbursts shown 1n other localities. Pri- 
vate advices stated that showers to moder- 
ate rains had materially improved the situ- 
ation in Texas, but nearly all dispatches 
from the central portion of the belt com- 
plained of too much moisture, high winds, 
and rather low temperature. The port and 
interior movement was hardly as full as the 
bull crowd had been Jed to expect, from 
early individual estimates, and were con- 
siderably under the figures of the same 
time a year ago. Private English cables 
stated in effeet that the trade abroad was 
still bearishly inclined, despite present low 
prices, owing to glowing crop accounts 
from this side and estimates for another 

‘bumper” crop. The market for futures 
closed quiet and steady with prices 1 to 4 
points net lower.

FOR THE PANAMA CANAL 
Plans for Cutting Through the Isth- 


mus to be Shown to the Com- 
mission in Paris. 


OPINION OF ENGINEER WARD 


He Regards the Canal as a Commercial 
and Military Necessity, and Says 
the Route Through Panama 
Presents More Advantages 
Than the Nicaraguan. 


‘Among the passengers on the steamer Fi- 
nance, which arrived here yesterday from 
Colon, were W. Thornton and H. Perrot, 
engineers employed by the Panama Canal 
Company, and Rebert G. Ward, civil engi- 
neer of the Panama Railroad Company. 
Mr. Thornton has just completed a set of 
drawings, showing the plans for cutting 
through the Isthmus, which are to be sub- 
mitted to the Canal Commission in Paris 
for final disposition. He has been in Pana- 
ma since 1883 and has made an exhaustive 
investigation into the methods by which it 
would be least expensive and most expe- 
dient to connect the Atlantic and the Pa- 
cific Oceans. ‘When seen yesterday at the 
Hotel Martin, where he will remain until 
Saturday, when he leaves for Paris, he 
said that in all likelihood one of the sets of 
plans which he had laid out would probably 
be accepted. 

“TI am not in position to speak for the 
rompany which employs me,”’ he said fur- 
ther, “‘ but in my opinion the proposed Pan- 
ama Canal offers fewer obstacles than the 
one started in Nicaragua, and will be a great 
deal less expensive. One thing is certain. 
There must be a canal somewhere. The late 
Spanish-American war has demonstrated its 
absolute necessity, and it would be greatly 
to the advantage of the American people if 
the United States Government would con- 
trol it. Further than this, I can say noth- 
ing until the commission, before which my 
plans will be submitted, takes action.” 

Civil Engineer Ward was more communi- 
cative. While he has done a great deal of 
work for the Panama Railroad, he is in no 
way connected with the canal company, and 
can therefore speak from the point of view 
of an observer. He was seen at his home, 
at 135 West Ninetieth Street, and gave it as 
his opinion that the route proposed by the 
Panama Company would eventually be ac- 
cepted. He said it would probably take ten 
years to build the canal, and the cost would 
be in the neighborhood of $100,000,000. 

The Panama Route Preferable. 

“As between the Nicaragua and the 
Panama routes,” Mr. Ward said, ‘ the lat- 
ter is much more preferable. It is but forty- 
five miles long, and has natural and access- 
ible water ports at both ends. If built on 
the lock system it will have a rock founda- 
tion, on which the locks may be construct- 
ed, while the maximum level of the canal 
will be cut down to less than 100 feet. With 
a sufficient outlay of money the canal may 
even be cut down to the sea level. On the 
other hand, the Nicaragua route, which is 
100 miles long, has neither natural nor ac- 
cessible ports at either end, and must nec- 
essarily be built on the lock system, with a 
maximum level exceeding 100 feet. Ii is 
without rock foundation for most of its 
locks, and even for some of its immense 
dams, upon the stability of which the feas- 
ibility of construction is largely condi- 
tioned. ; 

“A canal on the lock system is admitted 
to be feasible over both routes and for such 
a canal the Nicaragua route offers the ad- 
vantage of its high lakes as a natural and 
essential reservoir. On the other hand arti- 
ficial reservoirs resulting from the con- 
struction of dams would have to be built at 
Panama, and the recent surveys of the new 
canal company have been made with a view 
of demonstrating the practicability of build- 
ing such dams to serve the two-fold purpose 
of conserving the water necessary for oper- 
ating the canal and at the same time regu- 
lating the flood of the Chagres River. As 
against the advantage of the great natural 
lake in Nicaragua in constructing and oper- 
ating a maritime canal on the lock system, 
it is entirely practicable, under existing con- 
ditions, to cut a sea-level canal across the 
Isthmus of Panama, having only one lock, 
and that lock for the purpose of regulating 
the rise and fall of the tides between the 
Atlantic and Pacific Oceans. It will cer- 
tainly be more costly, but it will be worth 
immeasurably more than a _ lock-system 
canal. 


Political and Military Necessity. 


“In any event it is to the interest of the 
American people, and, in fact, it is the duty 
of the American Government to investigate 
in a most thorough, careful, and intelligent 
manner the advantages and disadvantages 
of the Panama and Nicaragua routes; apart 
from the commercial consideration attend- 
ing the construction of an interoceanic 
canal, exigencies resulting from the Span- 
ish-American war have made the building 
of a canal a political and military necessity. 
The question is not so much which canal 
can best be built as which canal, when 
built, will best subserve the purposes for 
wheh it will have been constructed. 

“ The old Panama Canal Company was a 
failure and is a thing of the past. The new 
company has not yet had time to be a suc- 
cess. It is entitled, however, to a fair trial 
in its endeavor to prepare plans with a 
view to obtaining funds with which to carry 
the canal to completion, but it is possible 
that French pride and American prejudice 
will hamper the efforts to such an extent 
that it may be difficult to submit a proposi- 
tion that will be considered on its merits. 

“Our transcontinental railroads are gen- 
erally supposed to be opposed to any and 
all interoceanic canals. It is my judgment, 
however, that these objections are based on 
erroneous grounds, and in any event the po- 
litical needs of the time must eyentually 
override them The canal must, and I be- 
lieve, will be built, and as the United States 
Government has already declared that any 
interoceanic canal must be regarded as part 
of its coast line, I cannot see how there 
would be any diversion of public funds, if a 
portion were devoted to canal construction.” 

M. Hutin, the Director General of the Pa- 
nama Canal Company, will arrive in this 
city Sunday. It is thought that he will have 
plans and specifications ready to submit to 
this Government, or to such investors as 
may ‘be willing to enter into the canal 
echeme. 


NEGLECTED MAN DIES. 


George Hayes of Detroit Expires in 
Bellevue from a Broken Back. 
George Hayes, twenty-five years old, of 
Detroit, Mich., died in Bellevue Hospital 
last night from injuries received last Thurs- 
day evening as a result of a fall on the 
street at Madison Avenue and Twenty-third 
Street. At the time of the fall a hurry 
call was sent to Dr. Downs of the New 
York Hospital. Dr. Downs, on his arrival, 
pronounced Hayes the victim of too much 
whisky, and refused to take him to the hos- 
pital, although Hayes complained of paral- 


ysis. 
. Eventually Hayes was sent to Bellevue 
and placed in the alcoholic ward, where he 
was allowed to lie for several hours with- 
out medical attention. Subsequently an ex- 
amination was made, and it was disclosed 
that his spine was fractured. Every effort 
was made to save his life, but without 
avail. 

A sad feature in connection with the case 
is that Hayes’s father, a well-to-do plumb- 
er of Detroit, arrived at the hospital in re- 
sponse to a telegram sent to him at De- 
troit, and in reply to his eager questions 
was assured by a message from the nurse 
in charge of the sick man that his son was 
still alive. In company with one of the at- 
tending physicians the father started for 
his sick son’s room, only, upon arrivin 
there, to find him dead. He had passed 
away as his father was walking from the 
reception room to the ward. 

When apprised ot the manner of the 

oung man’s treatment, the father was in- 

ignant and said he would immediately con- 
sult a lawyer to see if the responsible par- 
tles could be punished.

LEAVITT DENIES HE SAID IT. 


His Criticism of Justice Truax Repu- 
diated—The Justice’s Friends 


Are Indignant. 


John Brooks Leavitt is out with a denial 
of his statement reported to have been made 
at a meeting of the- Bar Association on 
Tuesday night that Justice Truax of the 
Supreme Court was counsel for a surety 
company and unfit for the bench. The meet- 
ing was called to indorse candidates for po- 
sitions on the bench, and it was while a 


resolution was pending that Mr. Leavitt 
made the statement attributed to him. 
clerk handed all callers at Mr. Leavitt’s of- 
fice yesterday a typewritten statement, of 
which the following is a copy: 

Mr. Leavitt did not say last evening at the 
Bar Association that Judge Truax is counsel 
for a surety company. Inasmuch as what Mr. 
Leavitt did say was said to a body of lawyers 
for their information, and was not said to the 
general public, and as the lawyers did not mis- 
understand him, he does not feel called upon to 
correct the report otherwise than to say he did 
not make the statement attributed to him in the 
papers. : 

Mr. Leavitt showed himself for a minute 
at the door of his inner office, and was asked 
to give his exact remarks to the Bar As- 
sociation. a 

“T will have to decline,” he said, “‘ and 
confine myself to my statement.” 

“Did you say that Justice Truax was a 
‘tout,’ instead of counsel, for a surety com- 
pany?”’ he was asked. 

“TI must refuse to amplify my statement 
in any way,” he said. 

Mr. Leavitt is also quoted as having said 
that at least six Judges now sitting were 
unfit to fulfill their judicial functions. All 
the Justices of the Court sitting yesterday 
declined to enter the lists with Mr. Leavitt, 
but from the statements made by some of 
Justice Truax’s friends, the end is not yet. 

“TI heard what Leavitt said,’’ remarked 
one of the Justice’s friends, who, however, 
declined to become a party to the contro- 
versy, “and if Judge Truax can be per- 
suaded to take any notice of it, Mr. Leavitt 
will have to explain his charges, and when 
he does it will be before the Bar Associa- 
tion, where he made them. .The Judge’s 
friends will see to that if he allows them to 
take up cudgels in his behalf, although I 
much doubt if he will dignify Mr. Leavitt 
by taking any notice of him.” 

Justice Truax is on his way home from 
Europe, and is expected to arrive on Satur- 
day. 


THE COMMERCE COMMISSION. 


Men Appointed by Gov. Black to In- 
quire Into City’s Trade Meet 
and Organize. 


The Commerce Commission appointed by 
Gov. Black to inquire into the trade condi- 
tions of New York City held its first meet- 
ing yesterday in Room.5, THE NEW YORK 
TIMES Building, 41 Park Row. The full com- 
mission was present, including the Chair- 
man, Charles A. Schieren; the Secretary, 
Alexander Smith, and Messrs. Kelly, 


Shayne, and Green. The commission did 
nothing but organize. A list of names pre- 
pared by the Civil Service Commission, 
with reference to the making of clerical ap- 
pointments, was considered, but no one was 
selected. 

It was decided that the commission shall 
meet hereafter on Fridays at 4 P. M., in 
the same room. 

Ex-Mayor Schieren said after the meeting: 
“The task of the commission is a tremen- 
dous one. Our report is to be submitted tuo 
the Legislature on Jan. 15, and it will re- 
quire much time and work to accomplish 
our object in that time. One of the first 
matters to receive attention will be pier 
facilities and pier rentals. The municipal 
ownership of the water front will be. con- 
sidered, also the suggested purchase by the 
Borough of Brooklyn of its water-front 
property. The commission will inquire gen- 
erally into the methods of canal and other 
local transportation, differential rates in 
favor of other ports, lighterage, charges, &c. 

“IT have reeeived several letters from citi- 
zens inquiring into the cause of the decline 
of New York’s commerce, I judge from this 
that there is a misunderstanding of the 
facts in. the case. It must not be imagined 
for a moment that New York’s commerce 
has fallen off. It has, instead, increased 
steadily, but it has not increased in the 
same ratio as that of otner cities or as 
much as it should have. There is something 
wrong somewhere, or this would not be the 
case. The work of the commission will be 
to find what the trouble is and to ascertain 
what steps can be taken to remedy it. It 
would not be proper to enter into a discus- 
sion of what the probable causes of the 
stagnation are, for that would be antici- 
pating the work of the commission.” 


ALLEGED STRANGLERS HELD. 


Three Italians in Williamsburg to be 
Examined To-morrow. 


The three Italians who were arrested on 
Tuesday evening by the Williamsburg police 
in connection with the murder by strangu- 
lation early on Tuesday morning of Andrag 
Cassague in his home, at 253 North Sixth 
Street, were arraigned yesterday in the Lee 
Avenue Police Court on the charge of be- 


ing concerned in the man’s death. The 
prisoners are Dominico Decanteris of 253 
North Sixth Street, Nicholas Spenzo of 26 
Jackson Street, and Carmine Bifalco of 255 
North Sixth Street. They had nothing to 
Say when the charge was read, and each 
was committed without bail for further ex- 
amination to-morrow. 

Meanwhile the police expect to arrest sev- 
eral other Italians. In the arrest of Spenzo, 
Decanteris, and Bifalco the police are satis- 
fied that they will in time be able to clear 
up the mystery. Each of the prisoners was 
put through a rigorous examination by Po- 
lice Captain Short, in the presence of de- 
tectives, on Tuesday night, and also early 
yesterday morning, and from what the po- 
lice said later the stories told by the three 
were conflicting, and satisfied tne police 
~ the men knew something of the trag- 
edy. 


THE HUDSON RIVER TUNNEL. 


The Reorganization Committee Ex- 
pected to Buy on Foreclosure. 


A story about the Hudson River tunnel 
published in a Washington newspaper con- 
veys the impression that work to complete 
it is about to be continued. Daniel Lord 


of the law firm of Lord, Day & Lord said 
yesterday that this was not the cuse, and 
explained the position of the enterprise. 
A decree of foreclosure of the mortgage of 

550,000, for the purpose of reorganization, 
has been obtained from Chancellor McGill 
of New Jersey. The property will be sold 
at a date yet to be set. It will no doubt 
be bought in by the Reorganization Com- 
mittee. 

Then funds will have to be created to 
complete the work. About $2,500,000 is 
needed, A bondholders’ reorganization plan 
is to be issued, and a company will be 
created which will issue prior lien bonds 
here and in London for §2,500,000, the 
amount necessary for the work yet to be 
done. 


TROOPS ON THE ROUMANIAN. 


The Eighth and Sixteenth Infantry 
Depart for Alabama. 


The United States transport Roumanian, 
with troops on board from Montauk, arrived 
at Jersey City at 9 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing. The troops on board numbered 950 men, 
including all that is left of the detachment 
of the Eighth and Sixteenth Infantry Regi- 


ments that went to Cuba. The Eighth, com- 
manded by Major E. B, Savage, comprised 
450 men, and men composed the Six- 
teenth, commanded by Major J. K. Kirk- 
man. 

The two regiments.are on their way to 
Huntsville, Ala. At Jersey City they kept 
on board ship until the baggage h been 
transferred to the cars, when the Eighth 
Regiment was taken by the Pennsylvania 
Railroad and the Sixteenth by the Erie 
toward their destination. 

These two regiments are among those 
which bore the brunt of the fighting around 
Santiago. They were mowe down like 
wheat by the Spanish bullets, and many of 
them died from fever. The BHighth Regi- 
ment took to Cuba about 700 men. Of these 
only 85 are now alive and well. The Six- 
teenth took about the same number to San- 
tiago, and they now have about 100 of the 
men who saw active service. The other men 
of the two regiments on board the Rouma- 
nian are recruits who were at Fort McPher- 
son before going to Montauk. Among the 
new men were a large number from New 
Jersey towns, and their relatives and friends 
were at the dock in large numbérs to see 
them

- JUDGES TO RESUME WORK. — 
Recovery of Justices Smyth and Law- 
rence and Judge McCarthy from 


Serious Illness, 


Justice Frederick Smyth of the Supreme 
Court has returned to his home in this city 
after a sojourn of several weeks at Atlan- 
tic City, feeling greatly improved in health 
and ready to resume his work on the bench. 
Since his serious illness last Spring and in 
the early Summer Justice Smyth has been 
slowly building up his strength by relaxa- 
tion from business cares and by recrea- 
tion. He said yesterday: “I have been 
quite sick, but I have had a good rest and 


I am now all right and in condition to re- 
turn to my work next month. My illness 
last Spring was due to a general physical 
breakdown caused by protracted overwork. 
However I feel that I have now recovered 
my health. Recently I have -been taking 
daily walks of five or six miles.’’ Justice 
Smyth has been assigned to the equity di- 
vision of the Supreme Court and is expected 
to resume his sittings on the third Monday 
in October. 

Justice Abram R. Lawrence of the Su- 
preme Court has recently written from Bar 
Harbor, Me., to friends in this city that 
he has recovered from his illness and ex- 
pects to be in New York to take his place 
n court on the first Monday in October. 
He was prostrated last Winter by an at- 
tack of the grip and his illness assumed so 
serious a phase thatyfor a while there was 
doubt about his beir® able to resume his 
judicial duties next month. As a precau- 
tionary measure the Appellate Division as- 
signed Justice Frank C, Laughlin of Buffa- 
lo to sit in Justice Lawrence’s place at the 
Special Term, but the latest asivices from 
the latter indicate his intention to appear 
in person, 

Judge John Henry McCarthy of the City 
Court, after a long and serious illness, has 
returned to work. He has been sitting in 
Special Term since last Monday, and he has 
been assigned to Part II. beginning the 
first Monday in October. Judge McCarthy 
said yesterday that he considered himself 
in pretty good condition, although he still 
felt the effects of his protracted sickness. 





A HOUSE STOLEN PIECEMEAL. 


Mr, Darragh Returns from a Vacation 
to Find the Building a Wreck. 


John E. Darragh, a mason and builder, 
who has been spending a month in the 
country, returhed Tuesday night. He owns 
a house at 215 West One Hundredth Street, 
which he found devoid of a veranda, clap- 
boards, flooring, and furnishings. He says 
it was in excellent order when he left, and 
he complains that the house, valued at 
$5,000, and now almost worthless, has been 
lost to him through the negligence of the 
police of the West One Hundredth Street 
Station. 

Two families occupied the house, Mr. 
Darragh says, up to a month ago, when he 
asked them to leave, so that he could ren- 
ovate and alter it. He then went to the 
country, and returned to find that some per- 
sons had been stealing it piecemeal. When 
he reached his home he found a note from 
the Buliiding Department, saying that his 
house was dangerous and that he must at- 
tend to it at once. He admitted when_he 
looked at the house that it was dangerous 
and liable to be blown down in a high wind. 


DR. JOHN HALL’S FUNERAL. 


Session’s Commitiee Selects Oct. 4 as 
the Date for the Services. 


It was decided yesterday at a meeting of 
the sessions committee in charge of the ar- 
rangements for the funeral of the late pas- 
tor of the Fifth Avenue Presbyterian 
Church, Dr Hall, that the date for the 
services shall be Oct. 4. Mr. Rowland, the 
Chairman of the committee, said that the 
minor arrangements had been left to a sub- 
committee. He could not tell what clergy- 
men had been selected'to participate in the 
services, as they had not yet been invited.

BOROUGH SCHOOL BOARD 


The Finance Committee’s Budget, 
Aggregating $7,104,609.77, 
Is Approved. 


THE INCREASE OF SALARIES 


More Money Is Voted for Associate 
Superintendents, but the Proposed 
Increase for Principals and 
Teachers Is Criticised, 


The adjourned meeting of the Borough 
School Board for Manhattan and Bronx was 
resumed yesterday afternoon at the Board 
of Education Building. The Finance Com- 
mittee, composed of Messrs. Little, Adams, 
Bannard, and Rice, submitted for the con- 
sideration of the board a detailed estimate 
of the amounts required for the general 
fund of the budget for 1899. The estimate 
included salaries of School Superintendents, 
teachers, and the numerous other employes, 
a fund for compulsory education, lectures 
and corporate schools, and aggregated 
7,104,609.77. The estimate met unanimous 
approval and now awaits presentation to the 
Board of Education. 

An appropriation of $15,000 to be devoted 
to the increase in salaries of the Associate 
Superintendents, was approved. The salary 
of an Associate Superintendent, of which 
there are fifteen, has previously been $4,000, 
and the resolution was that the salary be 
fixed at $5,000, to take effect Jan. 1. Mr. 
Little suggested that $2,000 be added to 


Associate Superintendent Hunt’s salary. The 
Suggestion did not prevail. 

When the question of increased salaries of 
Principals and teachers was taken up Com- 
missioner Kelly read a paper regarding the 
Statement which was prepared and submit- 
ted at the last meeting. 

“Less than halt of the teachers in the 
system,” he said, “‘ are affected in salary by 
this schedule, or, in other words, 2,645 teach- 
ers derive no benefit or advancement from 
its application on Jan. 1, while the remain- 
ing 1,914 teachers are advanced in salary 
to an aggregate extent of $1,500,000. 

“Our concern,” be continued, “is with 
the present, and, gentlemen, do not forget 
that the present is a time when we are 
bankrupt. School sites in process of con- 
cemnation are being abandoned for the 
time, work of construction on new buildings 
is discontinued indefinitely, 20,000 children 
are in half-day classes, 1,000 more that we 
Know of are on.the streets, the people are 
clamoring for that which we cannot give, 
and we, in this forlorn condition financially, 
are to ask the taxpayers to sanction and 
Erovide for an increase of 70 per cent. in 
the salary account. 

“I suggest,’’ he added, “that the mini- 
mum or entering salary for a male teacher 
be $1,080, and that of a female teacher 
$600. I believe that twenty-one years 
should be the period of time during which 
annual additions should be made to the 
Salary of the teacher. I submit that the 
annual increase to be given to men under 
the arrangement which I propose should be 
$60 per annum, and that given to women 
$30 per annum.” 

Mr. . Anderson abjected to the regular 
graded increases. There should be the pres- 
ent examination into the cases individually. 
President Hubbell asked Mr. Kelly if he de- 
sired the statement to come in the nature 
of a resolution. The latter replied: “I 
would not dare offer it as such.” 

Mr. Eustis said he thought the Mayor 
would look favorably on the suggestions, 
and that the board should act on that belief 
until contrary action had been manifested. 
The paper was ordered printed to be given 
further consideration. 

President Hubbell announced that plans 
were in preparation for establishing at once 
a large number of kindergartens. They are 
to be opened in rooms on parlor floors in 
many sections of the city, and the children 
at present in the half-day classes trans- 
ferred, thus making whole-day classes of all 
of them. He said that by next week the 
large number of half-day classes would 
have been reduced materially. 

An appropriation of $125,000 was approved 
for the corporate schools of the Boroughs 
of Manhattan and Bronx. 


MORE CHILDREN IN SCHOOL. 


Room Made for 119 Applicants in Two 
Buildings. 


The associate Superintendents of Schools, 
in accordance with the plan outlined by 
Borough Superintendent Jasper, are en- 
gaged now in visiting the schools of the 
city with the end in view of arranging ad- 
ditional accommodations. In two of the 


schools that have been visited 119 more pu- 
pils-have been taken in. 

At Public School No. 34, in Broome Street, 
Superintendent Elgas arranged yesterday 
for fifty more pupils to be taken into the 
primary grades, This was done by making 
two half-day classes, instead of the one- 
class system that previously existed. Pub- 
lic School No. 89, One Hundred and Thirty- 
fourth Street and Lenox Avenue, was vis- 
ited by Superintendent Hunt. Here also 
the half-day classes were formed in primary 
grades that were being taught all day, and 
sixty-nine additional pupils, all who had ap- 
plied, were accommodated. Located near 
to this school are rooms suitable to the -pur- 
pose, that can be secured if more room is 
needed. Here several hundred more pupils 
can be taken care of if it is found neces- 
sary to secure more room. 


HOSPITAL OWES CITY $2,879. 


Manhattan State Institution’s Liabili- 
ties Reported to the Mayor. 


The Commissioners of Accounts sent a 
report to Mayor Van Wyck yesterday on 
the result of their examination of the De- 
partment of Correction’s storekeeper ac- 
counts, which was made for the purpose of 
adjusting the accounts to enable the Com- 
missioner of Correction to render a _ bill 
to the Manhattan State Hospital for the 
amount due his department. 

The Commissioners in their report say 
the hospital owes the Department of Cor- 
rection for supplies furnished up to Jan. 1, 
1898, $2,879.03. 

The report says that these supplies, con- 
sisti of coal, ice, and gas, were bor- 
rowed from March 1, 1896, and that no ac- 
counting has been made other than.“ oc- 
casionally returning some of the coal.”

THE SOFT COAL NUISANCE. 


President Murphy of the Health Board 
Intends to Abate It. 


President Murphy of the Health Board 
yesterday ordered the Sanitary Superintend- 
ent to divide the city into twenty-seven 


‘*smoke districts,’’ and assign to each dis- 
trict an Inspector whose duty shall be to 
report the use of soft coal. If nuisances 
are found, an order to abate the cause will 
follow. 

Col. Murphy said: ‘‘ The Board of Health 
will do everything possible to stop the use 
of soft coal. Many large concerns start 
their fires with soft coal early in the morn- 
ing and when the Inspectors come around 
later they can find nothing but hard coal. 
In order to get at the bottom I have ordered 
the Inspectors to start their trips at 5 
o’clock in the morning. We mean to catch 
them if possible.”’ 


MAGISTRATE CRANE INDIGNANT. 


He Says Saloon Keepers Pay for Pro- 
tection—Chief Devery De- 
nies It. 


Magistrate Crane, sitting in the Yorkville 
Court, yesterday denounced a special po- 
liceman for arresting Ernest Wess, bar- 
tender for the Raines law hotel at 188 Third 
Avenue, for selling liquor after hours, and 
discharged the prisoner. Policeman Harvey 
H. Ware of the East Twenty-second Street 
Station testified that he himself had pur- 


chased the liquor at 2 o’clock in the morn- 
ing and it had been given to him without 
any bread or sandwich. 

Magistrate Crane told the officer that 
there were thousands of saloons violating 
this law and he wanted to know why the 
proprietors were not arrested. ‘ Every- 
thing is wide open,’’ added the Magistrate 
indignantly. Afterward Magistrate Crane 
said that the liquor dealers did not now 
pay directly for protection, but had orga- 
nized into an association, and those not in 
this association had to run the chances of 
arrest if they kept open after hours. Those 
in the association were protected. ‘* There- 
fore,” said the Magistrate, ‘‘I am not going 
to stand for the arrests of this kind you 
policemen make.’”’ 

A bartender for Joseph B. Horney of 184 
Third Avenue was arraigned a few minutes 
later on exactly the same charge. Magis- 
trate Crane discharged the prisoner, tell- 
ing the policeman that the same thing ap- 
plied to him as had applied to Ware. 
When Chief Devery’s attention 
called to Magistrate Crane’s remarks, 
became highly indignant.

Calling his chief 
assistant, Sergt. Flood, the Chief directed 
him to get all the facts in the case with a 
view to laying them before the Grand Jury 
in order that the offending saloon keeper 
might be indicted. 
The Chief intimated that if Magistrate 
Crane continued to discharge offending sa- 
loon keepers against whom the evidence 
was conclusive he would lay the matter 
before the Grand Jury and see if the Mag- 
netrate could not be punished for his dere- 
liction. 


A MYSTERIOUS ILLNESS. 


Wife of a Man with Brain Fever 
Thinks He Was Robbed. 


Herbert Lambert, twenty-five years old, 
is lying at his home, 42 Tuers Avenue, Jer- 


sey City, suffering from brain fever. The 


case is somewhat mysterious. 
Lambert keeps a cigar store at 583 Newark 
Avenue... On Monday he went home to 


luncheon shortly before noon, told his wife 
he was not feeling well and thought it 
would benefit him to be in the open air 
awhile. He said he would go to New York 
and pay some bills. He put $100 in his 
pocket and went back to the store to tell 
the boy who took charge in his absence, that 
he would not return until 6 o’clock. He then 
boarded a car to go to the ferry. 

The next heard of him was at 4 P. M., 
when he was found in Montgomery Street, 
near Newark Avenue, dazed and semi-delir- 
ious. He was taken‘to Police Headquarters, 
where a detective recognized him, and he 
was taken home. There was no money in 
his pockets, nor any receipts, and wheth- 
he he paid any bills or not cannot be 
learned.

LEGAL NOTES. 


CHARGED WITH OBTAINING MONEY BY 
FaLsE REPRESENTATIONS.—Sheridan Shook 
was charged by Aaron Raymond, before his 
death, with having obtained $6,000 from him 
in 1895 by representing that he, with sev- 
eral other prominent gentlemen of financial 
responsibility, had formed a syndicate to 
organize a company for constructing a cable 
railroad in this city, that such persons and 
himself had contributed large sums of 


money into the fund, and that shares in 
the syndicate would be of great pecuniary 
value. Mr. Raymond began a suit in the 
Supreme Court in March, 1896, against Mr. 
Shook to recover this money, alleging the 
faisity of these representations, and that 
no syndicate had been organized or moneys 
subscribed by anybody. After Mr. Ray- 
mend’s death, last February, the action 
was revived by his widow, Sarah E. Ray- 
mond, as executrix. She recently procured 
an order for the examination of Mr. Shook 
before trial, in order to establish his fail- 
ure to organize a syndicate, to show that 
no consideration was given for the moneys 
he received from her husband, and that the 
men. mentioned by Mr. Shook, including 
R. G. Dun, William S. Andrews, and Ed- 
ward Gilmore, were not, in point of fact, 
interested in the scheme, and were not sub- 
scribers for its stock. Justice Gildersleeve 
was asked to vacate this order, upon the 
ground that as the complaint charged Mr. 
Shook with obtaining money on false rep- 
resentations, he would be privileged from 
testifying. Upon that point, Justice Gilder- 
sleeve, in his decision yesterday, said: 
‘While it is true that where it appears 
that the party sought to be examined is 
privileged from testifying upon all the ma- 
terial matters upon which information is 
sought, the order should be vacated; still, 
there is nothing to indicate here that such 
is the case. It is not a fatal objection to 
an order for the examination of a defend- 
ant before trial that the examination may 
eall for testimony tending to incriminate 
him, as any claim as to privilege may be 
determined, on the examination, when de- 
fendant’s rights may be protected.” Jus- 
tice Gildersleeve held, however, that there 
was another objection that was fatal to 
plaintiff’s success upon her present motion 
papers, as it did not appear that she had 
reason to apprehend that she could not have 
the examination of the defendant at the 
trial, or that it was important for her to 
have his testimony before trial. The mo- 
tion to set aside the order was therefore 
granted, with leave to renew upon other af- 
fidavits.

DAMAGES TO ADJOINING PROPERTY OWNER. 
—William Sanders, who owns premises at 
Fourth Avenue and One Hundred and Six- 
teenth Street, brought an action against 
the New York and Harlem Railroad Com- 


pany for damages caused by the erection 
in 1895 of the elevated structure 22 feet 
above the level of the street, which was 
authorized by the law of 1892. Justice 
Stover, before whom the suit was tried, in 
Supreme Court, Special Term, gave a de- 
cision yesterday in favor of the plaintiff. 
Justice Stover holds that the company has 
a right or easement to operate this road 
through Fourth Avenue, but that this right 
was limited as to manner and extent by 
the way in which it had been used. Such 
usage, prior to the erection of the elevated 
structure, had been by a cut or depression 
18 feet deep and 58 feet wide. The Court 
finds that by reason of the erection of the 
elevated structure, and the operation of 
trains upon it, light and air upon a portion 
of the plaintiff's premises are interfered 
with, and thus the value has been lowered. 
Justice Stover after saying he found it 
almost impossible to reconcile the estimates 
that had been made by experts, comes to 
the conclusion that the rental value of the 
property has been ‘decreased by $600, and 
the fee value deteriorated to the extent of 
$3,500.

which had entered into a contract with the 
Ellicott Club, a tenant of a building called 
Ellicott Square, in the City of Buffalo, to 


furnish the tenant’s rooms, was using, with 
the consent of the agent of the owner, an 
uncompleted elevator in the building to 
transport material. While so employed, on 
May 14, 1896, he was killed by the fall of 
a tool in use by employes of independent 
contractors, at work in the elevator shaft. 
The building was then in process of con- 
struction by these independent contractors. 
Although the owner had begun making 
leases of portions of the building, he had 
not accepted the building from the con- 
tractors, nor offered it to the public for use, 
In an action by Mary Jehle as administra- 
trix, against the Ellicott Square Company 
of Buffalo, to recover damages for the 
death of her husband, the Fourth Appel- 
late Division has affirmed judgment entered 
upon non-suit granted at the trial, holding, 
by Presiding Justice Hardin, that defendant 
was not liable, it appearing that the incom- 
plete condition of the building and of the 
elevator, and the fact that the elevator 
cage had no guard to prevent tools from 
falling down the shaft upon persons inside 
of the well, was patent and visible to the 
deceased and his immediate employers,

NEIL DONNELLON A SUICIDE. 


Young Man Shoots Himself at His 
Brooklyn Home. 


Neil Donnellon, the only son of Vice 
President Cornelius E. Donnellon of the D, 
& M. Chauncey Real Estate Company, 
killed himself yesterday morning at his 
home, 849 Carroll Street; Brooklyn. The 
man was twenty-two years old, a graduate 
of the Adelphi Academy, and was about to 
begin his senior year at Yale. The only 
reason for the suicide seems to have been 
ill-health, He had been suffering from 
nervousness and had taken a trip to the 
Maine woods. <A day or two after his re- 
turn he went to the Jersey coast. He 
reached home about ten days ago, but his 
improvement seemed to be slight. 

He was in the habit of rising early every 
day to take a drive through Prospect Park, 
He retired early Tuesday night, telling a 
servant to call him at 5 o’clock. She knocked 
on his door at that hour and told him it was 
time to get up. He called back in a cheer- 
ful tone, but at 7 o’clock he had not ap. 
peared, and his mother went to his room. 

She found Neil lying on his bed’ with a 
bullet wound in his left breast and a re- 
volver on the floor. She instantly sent for 
Dr. H .B. Baylis. The physician found that 
Donnellon had been dead for an hour or 
more. 


DR. S. J. KENNEDY INDICTED. 


Physician Formally Accused of the 
Murder of Emeline C. Reynolds. 


The Grand Jury yesterday filed in Part 
I. of the Court of General Sessions with 
Judge Newburger an indictment for murder 
in the first degree, against Dr. Samuel J. 


Kennedy for the murder of Emeline C, 
Reynolds in the Grand Hotel. Aug. 16. 

The indictment is made up in the usual 
style. Dr. Kennedy, who will be arraigned 
to plead to-morrow. morning, will plead not 
guilty. He is now in the Tombs, and was 
acquitted of complicity in the murder by 
the Coroner’s jury. 

District Attorney Gardiner said yesterday 
that in all probability Dr. Kennedy’s case 
would be placed on the October term calen- 
dar for trial. He said that he had a com- 
plete case, and felt certain of a conviction.
